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REPORT OF THE DELEGATES OP 'THE DNITED STATES 

lO THE 

FOURTH INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE OF AMERICAN STATES 

Held at Buenos Aires, July 12 to August 30, 1910. 



Sm: We have the honor to transmit to you the following report of 
the proceedings of the Fourth Internationtd Conference of American 
States, which nas just concluded its labors and at which we have been 
present as delegates of the United States, including certain docu- 
ments hereinafter enumerated. 

Leaving New York on board the U. S. Army transport Svm,ner on 
Thursday, June 16, we reached Buenos Aires on Friday, July 8, 1910. 

We were met on landing by the minister of the United States, Hon. 
Charles H. Sherrill, and Ms staff, by Mr. Bartleman, the consul gen- 
eral, by several of the ministers from other American Republics 
accredited to the United States, and by A^entine officials. 

July 9, the dav fixed by the governing board of the Bureau of the 
American Repuolics for the opening of the conference, being the 
national festival of the Ai^entme Republic, we found on reaching 
Buenos Aires that the inaugural session had been postponed untA 
Tuesday, the 12th, on which day it took place in the presence of the 
minister of foreign affairs, Dr. de la Plaza, who took the chair, and 
of others of the Argentine cabinet, of the ministers of foreini powers 
accredited to this Republic, all of whom had seats on the floor, and 
of a goodly number of spectators in the galleries. 

The minister of forei^ affairs delivered an interesting speech, 
cordially welcoming to Buenos Aires the delegates of the various 
countries represented at the conference, alluding to the work of this 
and of previous conferences and referring in eulogistic terms to the 
Monroe doctrine, in which he said the people of the Areentine Repub- 
lic had always been firm believers. The chairman of the del^ation 
of the United States, at the general request of the other delegates, 
replied to the speech of the mmister, after which Dr. Bermejo, chief 
justice of the supreme court and president of the Argentine delega- 
tioHj was selected permanent president, and Seflor Epifanio Portela, 
minister of that country to the United States, secretary general of 
the conference; Hon. P. C. Knox and Dr. de la Plaza, respectively 
Secretary of State of the United States and Minister of Fore^ Affairs 
of the Argentine Republic, being elected honorary presidents. 

Dr. Bermejo, upon taking the chair, made a speech, the copy of 
which, together with those of the two previously referred to, is 
attached to this report. (Appendix C.) 

All the Republics of America, except Bolivia, were represented, 
and^the fl^ of each in succession was displayed for a day over the

building in which the conference met. Notwithstanding the abseno 
of a delegation from Bohvia, the flag of that country was flown ii 
its turn. 

A list of the names of the del^ates and of the officials of the con 
ferenr« is annexed. . (Appendix F.) 

The sef sicns of tiie .com^Tf^ia-c were held in the new palace of jus 
tice, a lai^ and imposing building, recently erected for the lai 
courts, on one of the principal squares of the city. In addition U 
the large central hall in which the formal sessions took place a num 
ber of smaller rooms were conveniently arranged for the meetingi 
of committees, and the president was good enough to announce at 
the first session that all telegrams and cablegrams sent by the dele- 
gates would be forwarded to their destination free of chai^ by the 
Argentine Government. Luncheon and other refreshments were 
also provided for the delegates and their friends throughout the 
duration of the conference, and every arrangement was made forj 
their convenience and comfort. i 

the first session for the transaction of business was held on the 
14th of July and was chiefly devoted to the rearrangement of the 
subjects to be assigned to the committees, as provided in Mticle 6 1 
of the program (Appendix A), particularly in respect to sections 3' 
and 4 thereof, a general feeling naving manifested itself in favor ofi 
increasing the number of the committees as 'conducive to the more i 
rapid dispatch of business. After some discussion the president] 
appointed a committee to consider the subject, and upon its recom- 
mendation a resolution providing for 14 committees, instead of 7, was ■ 
adopted. (Appendix N.) I 

The following is a list of the committees .upon which this delega- 1 
tion was represented, with the name of its member upon each, from 
which you will observe that committee No. 1 (rules and credentials) 
is the only one of the 14 whereon there was no delegate from the 
United States.

It may be well to add that in several instances members of our 
delegation were unanimously elected as chairmen of the committees 
to which they were respectively assigned, but we had decided 
beforehand not to accept any chairmanship save that of the sixth 
committee, to which Mr. Nixon was elected, and for his acceptance, 
of which toere appeared to be special reasons. 

There were 14 plenary sessions of the conference, one of which 
was called to express sympatiiy with Chile on the death of President 
Montt, while three were devoted to the commemoration of the inde- 
pendence days of Colombia, Peru, and Ecuador, which fell on days on 
■which the conference sat, but in addition to me sessions of the con- 
ference, there were many and frequent meetings of the committees, 
in which the discussion of the subjects on the program was for the 
most part conducted. Not a single unfriendly, much less ill-tempered, 
word fell from anyone at any session of the conference, and the dis- 
cussions in committee were on the whole conducted with an unusual 
degree of good humor and with a marked desire not to allow person^ 
predilections, however strong, in favor of any particular point, to 
interfere with a unanimous decision. As a result you will observe 
that no minority report was made in any committee and that the 
single report of each is signed by all the delegates of which its mem- 
bership was composed. 

All of the subjects upon the program which required careful con- 
sideration were very fully gone into and satisfactorily dealt with 
by the committees having them in charge, and it would be unfair to 
our colleagues from the other 19 Republics represented on those 
committees not to call your attention to the fact that Uiey, one and 
all, showed not only invariable courtesy to the member from the 
United States but favorable consideration for his views whenever 
possible. 

Four conventions and 20 resolutions were adopted by the confeiv 
ence after discussion of each, but for the most part practically as 
reported from tiie conunittees. 

The following consideration of the work accomplished by the con- 
ference is submitted in the order in which the subjects appear upon 
the program: 



An appropriate resolution was reported by the second committee 
and passed by the conference. It is set forth in the minutes and 
embodies proposals made by the representatives (1) of Chile, for the 
erection of a building in the city of Buenos Aires for the purpose of a 
permanent exhibition of products of the soil and of the industry of 
al) the nations of America; and (2) of Cuba, for the publication of 
an artistic volume in which the declarations of independence of all the 
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American Republics shall appear, together with certain salient his 
toricsl incidents connected therewim. The representatire of thi 
United States was careful to explain to the conunittee his Govern 
ment's special interest in these centenaty celebration of the siste: 
Republics, quoting extracts relative thereto from the President's las 
annual message to Congress and from vour instructions to the dele 
gation. The resolution as adopted will be found in Appendix O. 



The third committee, which had this subject in charge, gave it full 
and careful consideration. 

All of the delegations, except that of Haiti, which was not repre- 
sented at the Tlurd Conference, presented memoranda (translations 
of which are appended to this report, Appendix H) relative to thf 
action of their respective Governments upon the conventions and 
resolutions of that conference. A tabulated statement showing at a 
glance the action of each Government upon the four conventions of 
the Third Conference is also transmitted herewith. (Appendix I.) 

In the resolution reported by the conunittee and adopted by the 
conference (1) cooperation between the Pan American committees 
and their respective Governments in the preparation for future con- 
ferences; (2) the estabhshment of such Pan American committees in 
countries where they do not yet exist; (3) the carrying out of the 
agreements reached by the 'Diird Conference in respect to natural 
resources, monetary systems, commerce, customs, and statistical 
schedules; and (4) the adoption of a system of deposit of ratifications 
with a view to their prompt exchange and to the speedy proclamation 
of conventions, as well as the adhesion of nations not origmally parties 
thereto, are provided for. 

The Chilean delegation having proposed a resolution suggesting 
that, in the codification of intemationallaw, as provided by the fourtb 
convention of the Third Conference, a distinction be made between 
questions of general and questions of purely American interest, the 
committee recommended that the same should be submitted to the 
consideration of the jurists having charge of the codification in 
question. 

A form of resolution submitted by the delegates of Costa Rica, 
Guatemala, and Mexico, and having for its object a recommendation 
that the congress on coffee, suggested in the thirteenth resolution of 
the Third Conference, assemble as soon as possible, in view of the 
crisis now existing in the production and sale of coffee, was considered 
by the third committee, as was also a memorandum by the Brazilian 
delegate setting forth the steps which had been taken in reference to 
the crisis by his Government. The committee thereupon caused a 
paragraph to be added to its report to the conference stating that in 
its view, the resolution of the Rio conference relative to a coffee con- 
fess being still in force, it rests with the Government of Brazil, as 
Uierein provided, to fix the date at which such a congress should be 
convened. A resolution to this effect was adopted by the conference. 
(Appendix P.) 

A translation of the report of this committee will be found on pages 
97 and 251. (Appendices I and DD.) 
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THE PAN AUEBTCAN UNION. 

The committee on the Bureau of American RepubUcs considered 
le advisabihty of couTerting into a formal convention the resolution 
assed and continued by successive conferences under which that 
istitutioD has hitherto been maintained. On the part of manydele- 
ates the behef v/bs expressed that the ratification of such a conven- 
on would require an mdefinite time on account of the constitutional 
rovisions in numerous Republics which require the consent of their 
ongresses. It wns felt that the activities of the bureau might be em- 
arrassed were a convention adopted immediately on account of the 
elays which might occur in its ratification. It was therefore decided 
} maintain for the immediate future the resolution under which the 
ureau exists, maldng therein such changes as might seem necessary, 
nd also to submit to the Governments the draft of a convention care- 
jUy considered by the committee, which might be concluded as soon 
s the Govemmentsshouldfind it convenient. (Appendices Q and R. ) 

The conference maintained the presidency of the Secretair of 
tate of the United States of America in the governing board oi the 
'an American Union. Indication has been made by the delegates 
f some countries that it would be more in accordance with the equal 
ignity of all the members in the union if the chairmanship of the 
card were made elective, but it was pointed out that by the common 
ractice of international unions a position of similar dignity is 
sually accorded the minister of foreign affairs of the country in 
rhich the union has its seat; and also that the presidency of the 
iecretary of State would powerfully assist the union and help to 
Qcrease its dignity and efficiency. The importance of these con- 
iderations was universally admitted, and the dignity of the presi- 
iential office was again conferred upon the Secretary of State of the 
Jnited States, as an honor freely bestowed by the American nations, 
n the absence of the Secretary of State, the sessions of the governing 
)oard are to be presided over by one of the American diplomatic 
epresentatives present, in the order of rank and seniority, and with 
he title of vice president. 

In order to acknowledge the dignity which it is proper to recognize 
D an international institution of such importance, the name of the 
>ureau was changed to "Pan American Union;" while the ;iame of 
he organization of American countries which supports the bureau 
pas changed to the briefer form of "Union of American RepubHcs." 

It was decided that a repubUc temporarily not represented by a 
liplomat at Washington might intrust its representation on the 
jovemin^ board of the Pan American Union to some member of that 
)oard, this member then having a vote for each country represented. 

Under a resolution passed at Rio de Janeiro in 1906, ran American 
;onunittees have been established in nearly all of the republics. It 
vas the original intention that these bodies should cooperate with 
.he central union in carrying out its work. In accordance with this 
)urpose and in order to make it more definite, the Fourth Conference 
imbodied in the resolution and draft convention relating to the Pan 
American Union an article defining the functions and relations of the 
Pan American committees. Being thus linked to the central institu- 
tion, they are to form with it a common organism, acting as its 
epresentatives and agencies in the different States, and having on 
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their part the right to bring to the central union matters relating 
their respective countries. 

The functions of the Pan American Union were not essentiaj 
modified. It was decided that it would be desirable for the unii 
to gather and publish information on the current legislative acts 
the American RepubUcs. The position of the Pan American Uni< 
as the permanent commission or agent of the International Americi 
Conferences was emphasized. The success of these conferences 
the future will depend largely upon the thorough and systemat 
work of preparation carried on oy the Pan American Union a| 
the committees. The questions considered by the conferences a 
becoming less general and elementary, far more detailed and tecl 
nical. The extensive body of accurate information required in tl 
making of treaties and resolutions which shall be of practical vali 
can be furnished only by cooperative work carried on through tl 
Pan American Union and the committees in the different republic 

The financial administration of the union was more definite) 
regulated with respect to the annual budget and the duty of th 
member States to pay their quota upon a fixed date into the treasur 
of the Pan American Union. It was left to the governing board t 
arrange for the fulfillment of the duties of a treasurer on the part < 
some official of the union, and to establish an independent system c 
audit. The importance of the Colurdbus Memorial Library as . 
center where the most complete information on all the countries < 
the union can be obtained was recogmzed, and the countries reaewa 
their engagements to supply this coDection with documents and othe 
books. In order to make the work of the Pan American committee 
more successful, and to form in each country a center of informatioi 
on all the others, it was also provided that documents and book 
shotild similarly be sent to the Pan American committees in ead 
country. 

It was felt that it would not be wise to attempt to make specifi 
regulations for all the activities of the Pan American Union. Th> 
power to provide in this manner for the control of the administratiot 
m all its agencies was therefore left to the governing board, and ii 
matters referring to the internal administration to the director general 

Tlie Pan American Union thus established is an organization o 
great importance and dignity. It was tharefore thought proper tha 
the title of the head official should be changed to "director general,' 
and that of the secretary to "assistant du*ector." In conuectioi 
with this change, the committee and the fourth conference expressa 
their high appreciation of the successful work of propaganda anc 
oi^anization carried on by the present director general, the Hon. Johi 
Barrett, as well as the efficiency of the assistant director, Mr. Francisci 
J. Yanes. 

In preparing and adopting the draft of a convention concemiuf 
the Pan American Union, the committee and the conference wen 
governed by the principle that in such convention there should bf 
laid down only the essential bases of the organization and functioa' 
of the union, leaving to the governing board and to the directoi 
general the power to determine, by means of r^ulations, ail th( 
details involved in the proper performance of the functions of thi 
union. The draft convention adopted rests entirely upon experien« 
and incorporates in a more formal manner the organization alreadi 
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STeloped by means of the successive resolutions and the activities 
F the union. In the draft of the proposed convention the essen- 
al elements of the organization are stated in a simplified form, while 
lany of the details of the resolution are left to the determination of 
legoveming board. 

The draft convention on the Pan American Union is in a form 
sady for the action of the Governments of the American Republics. 

During the discussions in committee, the organization and action of 
ae Pan American Union were thoroughly inquired into by the 
axious delegates. The work accomplished in the past was fully 
ppreciated and the means for increasing the usefulness of the institu- 
ion were discussed in detail and with deep interest. In a siprit of 
nendliness and cooperation the committee sought to perfect as far as 
-ossible the oi^anization of the union and to give it greater efficiency, 
cope, and dignity. 

APPRECIATION OF MR. ANDREW CABNEOIE's GEXER03ITY, 

The representative of the Unitad States on the second committee 
bought it beat to leave to the other members thereof the prepara- 
.ioi of the resolution embodying the appreciation of the conference 
»f Mr. Andrew Carnegie's generous gift toward the cost of the new 
>iiilding for the Union of American Kepubhcs. It was, however, a 
lource of much gratification to hear the many friendly and grateful 
eferences made by them, and by the delegates generally, to Mr 
!!larnegie's interest in the cause of Pan-Americanism, and to the 
jractical and generous assistance rendered by him to its furtherance 
ihrough the magnificent gift in question. 

You will observe from the resolution, which is submitted herewith 
is Appendix S, and which was passed unanimously, that the Govem- 
ng Board of the Union of American Repubhcs is instructed to present 
to Mr. Carnegie in behalf of the conference a copy of the resolution, 
together with a gold medal bearing on the obverse side the words, 
"To Andrew Carnegie, the American Republics," and on the reverse 
side, "Benefactor or humanity." 

PAN AMERICAN RAILWAY. 

One of the duties with which the conference was charged was that 
of reportii^ what progress had been made since the Rio conference 
upon the Pan American Railway, and of considering the possibility 
or cooperative action among the American Republics to secm-e the 
completion of the system. 

In the performance of the first part of this task, tlie labors of the 
conference were greatly simplified by the comprehensive but concise 
and businesslike report of the permanent Pan American Railway 
committee, through its chairman, the Hon. Henry G. Davis. Tlus 
report, bearing date of June 10, 1910,- was duly presented to the 
conference. A copy is hereto annexed, marked Appendix GG. It 
embodied all the information as to the progress of the work which 
had been received at Washington up to the time of its signature. 
Its statements were found to be correct, and its usefulness to the 
conference was much enhanced by the circumstance that the Ameri- 
can delegates were furnished, on their departure from the United 
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States, with an abundant supply of copies, printed in English a 
in Spanish, for dbtribution among their colleagues. 

Either in their formal reports, which wore printed for the use 
the conference, as to the action of their Governments upon the va 
0U8 conventions and resolutions of the conference at Rio, or in spec 
communications filed with the appropriate committee, staberaei 
on the subject of railways, usually witn reference to the Pan Ame 
can system, were made by the delegations from Argentina, Brai 
Chile, Costa Rica, Cruatemala, Honduras, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panam 
Paraguay, Peru, Salvador, and Uruguay, the United States preseii 
ing uie report of the permanent committee. It appeared by tl 
statement of Peru that about 200 kilometers of new railway hi 
been opened in that country since the period covered by the Det 
report. Mr. Mejia, of Salvador, the energetic and capable cliairmf 
of the committee on the Pan American Railway, announced durii 
its sessions that contra«ts had been concluded for tlie completion ■ 
that part of the line lying in his country. The delegate from Par 
guay, besides submitting a special statement for that country, pr 
sented a rectification of the boundary line, as shown in the ma 
accompanying the Davis report, between Paraguay and Bolivii 
The fact was generally understood, however, that tlie map was n( 
intended to be authontative as to international boundaries. 

After due dehberation it was decided in committee that it woul 
not be of any practical advantage for the conference to undertak' 
on the information before it, to adopt a specific and direct plan i 
cooperation among the American Republics for the completion of tl 
line, it being apparent from the oral statements of delegates, as we 
as from the pnnted and written documents, that the formulation ( 
such a plan would necessarily involve the consideration of variar 
local conditions as to which, especially in Colombia, further invest 
gation was essential. 

After numerous sessions the committee agreed upon and present? 
the following report: 

The fifth committee, charged with the conaideration of Subject VI of the progra 
of the pn>ceedingB, has the honor to present to the conference the result of its aeliber. 

From the eiamination of the documenta and data submitted by the permane 
Pan American Railway committee and by variouB dele^tions it appears that tt 
work on the Pan American Railway presents the following conditions: Of 10,211 
milee, which constitute the total length of the route from Washington to Buenos Aire 
there have been built 6,012.9 miles and there remain to be built 4,198.6 miles. 

The sections reapectiveiy belonging to the territories of the Republics of the Unite 
States, Mexico, and Argentina have been finished, 

Inthetimo which has ekpsed since the last conference at Rio considerableadvano 
have been made on other sections of this important work, but according to the dal 
before it the committee believes that tiie execution of the work in the part not yf 
constructed will not be completed within a term responding to the common desm 
manifested in this and in the preceding conferences it the union of the Republics doc 
not adopt measures designed to accomplish it in a more efficacious way. 

With these antecedents, and taking into account the different votes given in pn 
vious conferences in favor of the rapid completion of this work, which has contribute 
BO efficaciously to the union of the Repubiics, the committee proposes that the preser 
conference adopt the following resolutions; 

1. To continue the existence, with all its powers, of the permanent Pan America 
RaOway committee in Washington, to which, for the important services which it h 
rendered, the conference expresses its acknowledgments. 

2. To confirm the resolutions taken by the Third Pan American Conference on th: 
same point, 
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3. Taking into consideration the high moral and material advantage of the com- 
lete realization oC the important work projected, the conference char^eg the perma- 
ent Pan American Railway committee with the collection, in the briefest poegible 
me, of all the investigations and data, technical and financial, neceeaary for Qie 
(Tmation of a definitive plan and propoeition designed for the conetruction of the 
■ork, and earnestly recommendB the countries interested in its completion to adopt 
nd communicate to the permanent Pan American Railway committee the moet 
fiScaciouH measureo as to the guaranteee and subaidies which can be offered to facili- 
^te the fulfillment of this great common desire, to the end that the said committee, 
a view of theee communications, may propose a practical form tor the solution of the 
roblem, which would be impossible, or at least very remote of accomplishment, if 
; should be abandoned to the isolated action of each of the countries specially inter- 
Bted in it. 

This report was adopted by the conference without division. 

It may be mentioned, as one of the numerous signs of the wide- 
pread interest exhibited in the Pan American Railway, that although 
lie committee on the subject was a large one, consisting of a repre- 
lentative from each delegation, its meetings, which were held twice 
L week, were usually, if not uniformly, attended by all the members, 
ilthough some of the countries represented in the conference had and 
lave no direct concern in the project. 

DONSIDEHATION OF THE COMDITIONS UNDER WHICH THE ESTABLISH- 
MENT OF MOBE EAPro MAIL, PASSENGER, AND EXPBESS STEAMSHIP 
8EBVICB BETWEEN THE AMERICAN BEPUBLICS CAN BE SECUEED, 

This work was intrusted to a committee of seven. This committee 
liad a number of meetings, but it was suggested by the chairman that 
sach should prepare a statement giving the general idea of the con- 
ditions and constitutional powers limiting governmental encourage- 
ment, what had been done under such powers, and suggestions of 
means to secure the service desired. As a result certain recom- 
mendations were prepared, which accompany this report as Appen- 
dix U. 

The instructions to the United States delegation were such as to 
preclude the suggestion or approval of any definite means of govern- 
mental encouragement. For this reason the resolutions submitted 
were confined to such limits as were general in their application. 

The resolutions received the full approval of all the members of 
the committee, and were submitted to the conference by the chair- 
man on August 12, 1910. 

The extent and scope of the resolutions were explained by the 
chairman in his presentation of the report which is attached Hereto 
as Appendix HH. 

The resolutions were then voted upon one after the other and all 
were adopted without a dissenting vote. 



This general subject was considered by a committee of 20 made 
up of one representative from each delegation. At its first session 
three subcommittees were appointed to make the necessary pre- 
Uminary studies, the first of customs and consular administration, 
the second of census matters, and the third of commercial statistics, 
with the duty of reporting to the full committee measures tending to 
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establish uniformity of administratioD among the American Repub 
in the several regards named. The bases of these studies were 
several memoranda which accompany the report of the fuff conuuitl 
and the proceedings of prior Pan American Conferences and of ' 
New York customs congress. Material assistance was ^ven 
experts in consular and customs administration whose services w 
placed at the disposal of the subcommittees by the Argentine minis' 
of finance. 

The instructions of the Department of State to the United Sta 
delegation laid special emphasis upon the vexatious hindrances 
interchange of trade among the American Republics which result 
from the enforcement by them of regulations affecting their custoi 
and consular services, widely different in character, and leading 
confusion on the part of exporters and importers wno must comj 
with them. The delegation was urged to secure an agreement, . 
convention or otherwise, for such unification aad simpliffcation of t 
existing administration as would tend to remove these hindrana 
Specifically it was instructed to secure^ if possible, the adoption 
(1) uniform regulations respecting manifest^, (2) a uniform consul 
invoice to be made out in tne language of the country of import at 
in the currency of purchase, (3) unifomi certification fees for co: 
sular invoices of $2,50 gold where the invoice value exceeded ,$100, ai 
for le^er values, 50 cents, (4) an agreememt to dispense with consuli 
certification of manifests and bills of lading, and (5) a uniform ru 
that entry of imported merchandise should, in all cases where by reaso 
of delay in mails or for other satisfactory cause the original consuli 
invoice failed to reach customhouse authorities with the shipment, I 
allowed on a statement in the form of an invoice, accompanied by 
proper bond for the subsequent production of a duly certified invoia 
ana providing further that tecnnical defects in the consular docc 
mentation of shipments should not be the basis of fines or penalties 
and that manifest clerical errors in such documentation might b 
corrected after entry at the customhouse and without prejudice t 
the consignee or owner. 

The investigation of the committee disclosed that 18 of the Ameii 
can Republics require consular invoices and that the remaining 
require certificates of origin, which follow closely the requirements o 
the consular invoice. The committee had before it the forms of : 
documents of each country in Spanish and English. It was fouM 
that different countries required different specifications of shipment 
and different forms of certificates of shippers and consuls. A cob 
parative study of these forms was made oy the Argentine experli 
the result of ^™ich convinced the committee that the essential requin 
ments of all these documents could be combined into a single mter 
national form of consular invoice if there were omitted the certificate 
of shippers and consuls which must reflect the requirements of loci| 
laws. With this omission an international form of consular invoieJ 
was reported by the committee and adopted by the conference, whtdl 
is substantially the present United States form. 

By similar means the conmiittee reached the agreement that I 
common form of consular manifest, which document three of ta 
American Republics deem essential to safeguard their custoid 
revenues, could be adopted. 

In the view that the ship's general manifest was substantially j 
consolidation of bUls of lading and had no utility in the entry a 
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aaported goods, not subordinate to the consular invoice, it was 
Badily agreed by the committee to concur in the recommendation of 
h.e iixst conference to dispense with consular certification of that 
ocument, and also to dispense with the certification of the bill of 
iding as to the countries requiring the certified consulat invoice, for 
be reason that as the latter document embraces all material data 
et forth in the former and both accompany the shipment, the certifi- 
ation of the latter was unnecessary. 

In respect of fees exacted for consular certification of invoices, an 
xamination of the laws and regulations of the several Republics 
howed two general systems in force. The iirst may be appropri- 
■tely designated the flat-rate system, the consular certification fee 
>eing a fixed moderate sum intended solely as a compensation for 
lie consular service rendered. But two nations employ this system, 
»ne (Brazil) requiring the flat rate of $1.65 and the other (the United 
states) of $2.50. In the second system the certification fee is in the 
lature of a tax on the merchandise listed in the invoice, but this 
lystem is not uniformly apphed. One OToup of nations exacts a 
ixed consular certification fee corresponding to fixed invoice value 
»ith increments in the former corresponding to increments in the latter. 
Another group similarly requires a fixed consular certification fee 
jorresponding to a fixed invoice value, but provides that where the 
nvoice value exceeds a certain specified limit the prescribed consular 
jertification fee shall be increased by a percentage chaise on the 
imount in excess or shall be wholly substituted by a straight per- 
centage charge on the total invoice value. Two countries dispense 
Eiltogether with the fixed certification fee corresponding to fixed 
invoice values and exact a straight percentage charge on the invoice 
value whatever the amount, one of these requiring in addition thereto 
a stamp tax. The percentage chaise in all these cases is, in reality, 
an added ad valorem dutv on the merchandise imported. 

It was disclosed that tne diversity as to system of consular tariffs 
adopted by the several countries was not more marked than the 
inequality of the charges exacted by them. Taking, for example, an 
invoice value of $2,0(K), the consular certification fees range upward 
from a minimum of $1.65 to a maximum of $60. 

Representatives of those countries which exact fees for the consular 
certification of invoices in the nature of a tax on the merchandise 
imported were generally of the opinion that it was impracticable to 
replace that system ■with the so-called flat^rate system. It was con- 
ceded by them, however, that the charges were in many cases exces- 
sive, operated to restrict commerce, and ought in such cases to be 
reduced, but not below the point necessary for the maintenance of 
the consular service. -The final agreement of the committee, which 
was accepted by the conference, is set forth in Article VI of the reso- 
lutions reported under this head as follows: 

Conaular fees should be moderate and should not constitute an indirect method of 
increasing customs receipts. It ia believed that it is for the best intereete of lite 
intemation&I' commerce ol tbig continent that these feea, no matter what method ia 



The uniform rule proposed in the instructions to the United States 
del^ation that fines and penalties be not imposed on account of 
technical errors in documents authenticated by consul, and that mani- 
fest clerical errors therein be condoned {subdivision 5, supra), met 
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with general opposition on the ground that a provision to this effect 
would contravene a principle of jurisprudence of many Latin- 
American Republics, affirmed by their highest courts, namely, that 
mistakes in documents attested by consul raise a presumption of 
fraud which must be rebutted by conclusive proof. It was ui^ed 
that this principle was of the greatest efficacy in protecting their 
customs revenues against frauds. The attempt to secure an accepts 
ance of this rule had to be abandoned. 

The second set of resolutions reported by the committee, under the 
heading "Customs Regulations," and adopted by the conference, are 
a restatement, with modifications which made them acceptable to 
the committee, of resolutions of the New York Customs Congress, 
which had never been placed before the several countries in a formal 
way for their adhesion. It was deemed advisable by the committee 
that these conclusions of the New York congress should be reaffirmed 
and formally submitted with its other recommendations, beheving 
them to be an essential step in the unification of customs adminis- 
tration. 

In the third set of resolutions reported by the committee and 
approved by the conference an effort has been made to segregate and 
define that part of the work of unification and simplification of cus- 
toms regulations which is technical in nature and requires the pre- 
liminary study of specialists. A definite program for this study, 
which mcludes customhouse nomenclature, has been outlined. The 
conference has followed the precedent of the Third Conference and 
of the New York Customs Congress in devolving this work upon the 
section of customs, commerce, and statistics of the Pan American 
Union, in the light of whose investigation it is hoped a subsequent 
conference may take up and complete the projected unification. 

In the discussion in the committee in respect of census matters it 
was developed that the periodical taking of a census of population, as 
now required by law, had been prevented in certain of the American 
Repubhcs by the fact that it would operate to disturb the represen- 
tation in their legislatures, in view of the requirement that such rep- 
resentation shall oe based on population, and that considerations of 
this character might embarrass the taking of an all-American census 
for 1920, as suggested in the memorandum of the Director of the Cen- 
sus of the United States. The sentiment of the committee was favor- 
able to the taking of such a census wherever practicable, and that it 
should include also a census of industries and general resources. The 
committee was of the opinion that the lines upon which such census 
should be taken and the degree of uniformity which could be observed 
in such an undertaking and in the compilation of commercial statis- 
tics could, in the fimited time available to the committee, be indicated 
only in general outUne, and must be left mainly to the study and analy- 
sis of specialists in such matters, and that the duty of making such 
study and analysis and formulating timely recommendations to the 
several governments would be appropriately devolved upon the sec- 
tion of customs, commerce, and statistics of the Pan American Union. 
Resolutions of this character and in substantial accord with the views 
expressed in the memoranda of the expert statisticiaji of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor and of the Director of the Census trans- 
mitted with and made part of the instructions to the delegation of the 
United States were adopted. 
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The text of the report of this committee wiU be found in Appendix 
II and that of the resolutions, five in number, in Appendix V, 

The efficient consul general of the United States at Buenos Aires, 
Mr. Richard M. Bartleman, cheerfully cooperated with the represent- 
ative of the United States on this committee and rendered valuable 
assistance. 

SANITARY POLICE AND QOABANTINE. 

This subject w§,3 considered by a committee which was composed 
of one member from each delegation, and of which Dr. Carlos M. de 
Pena, of Uruguay, was elected chairman. 

The instructions of the Secretary of State directed us to " endeavor 
to procure from the conference a recommendation that the conclusions 
of the Mexican and Costa Kican Sanitary Conferences be adopted by 
the respective countries." A memorandum was presented by the rep- 
resentative of the United States delegation reviewing the work of 
previous conferences on sanitary matters and recommending, in ac- 
cordance with our instructions, the adoption of the conclusions of the 
sanitary conferences referred to. Discussion centered on the pro- 
posed amendment to Article IX of the sanitary convention of Wash- 
ington, whereby the of&cial proof of freedom from infectious disease 
must be "satisfactory to the interested party." The representatives 
of six countries objected to these words on the ground that they might 
put the commerce of a weak country at the mercy of the caprice of a 
stronger. After considerable debate it was unanimously agreed to 
propose in place of the words suggested the following phrase : Official 
proof "satisfactory to both parties interested." As these words ap- 
peared to the representative of the United States to accomplish the 
purpose intended, he, after consultation with the other members of 
the American delegation, accepted them, and they were incorporated 
in the resolution adopted. 

Notwithstanding his gHieral agreement with this proposition, the 
representative of Venezuela had certain reservations which he de- 
sired to put on record, and by vote of the committee he was per- 
mitted to append a statement to the draft resolution submitted to 
the conference. The resolution as finally adopted accomplishes, 
therefore, all that the delegation of the United States was instructed 
to obtain. 

The representative of the United States further suggested to the 
committee the desirability of including a recommendation that in 
case of epidemics the respective national governments assume con- 
trol of the situation. In the opinion of the committee this point was 
covered by the fact that such a resolution was already included in the 
recommendations of previous conferences, and he did not think it 
wise to press the matter. 

The text of the report of the committee will be found in Appen- 
dix J J, and that of the resolution in Appendix W. 

PATENTS, TRADE-MABKS, AND COPYBIGHT8. 

These subjects cover three topics of the program and the work of 
two committees, but they are so closely related that they can be 
treated t<^ether to better advantage than separately At the outset 
74034— S. Doc. 744. 61-3 2 
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we are pleased to state that we have succeeded in obtainmg the 
adoption of suitable conventions to regularize the mutual protec- 
tion of these classes of property among tlie American Repubhes. 

The history of the proceedings relatmg to the adoption of conven- 
tions between the American States upon these subjects is outlined 
in the report of the committee on patents, trade-marks, and copy- 
rights of the Third International Conference held at Rio de Janeiro 
in 1906, published on pages 154-160 of the Report of the Delegates 
of the United States (S. Doc. No. 365, 59th Cong., 2d sess.), which it 
is unnecessary to reproduce here. 

As a result of the discussion in the Third Conference, a conven- 
tion relating to patents and trade-marks was signed, not only by the 
representatives of the other American Republics, but also by those of 
the United States. The proposed convention was placed before 
the United States Senate for approval, but was subsequently with- 
drawn. The treaty was opposed principally on the ground tnat the 
provisions of the convention, if appUed to the United States, would 
give force arid effect to patents issued in accordance with the laws of 
any of the States adhering to the convention, notwithstanding the 
fact that some of these States granted patents without previous 
inquiry as to the usefulness of the article as to whether it was really 
an invention or an improvement. It was shown that the patent 
laws of the United States require a careful examination to be made 
of the state of the prior art to determine whether the invention 
claimed was new and useful as a prerequisite to the grant of a patent ; 
and it was urged that this system, which is in effect the basis of the 
commercial progress of the United States, should be maintained in 
its entirety. 

It was also shown that the carrying out of the convention would 
obUge the United States to furnish authenticated copies of patents, 
assignments of records, and other documents, imposing an enor- 
mous and needless burden upon that country. And the further 
ground of objection was presented that the treaty would have been 
in conflict with the most advanced systems and particularly incon- 
sistent with the Paris convention of 1883, the merits of which have 
been recognized by previous Pan American conferences. 

We have the honor to report that the three distinct conventions 
adopted by the conference can be entered into by the United States 
without disruption of its own patent, trade-mark, and copyright laws, 
and will not mterfere with the internal laws of the other Anerican 
Repubhes. 

The conventions finally adopted are substantially the same as 
those drafted by Mr. Edward B. Moore, the Commissioner of Patents, 
who accompanied the delegation as expert attache. The conven- 
tions are so drafted that they will harmonize (u) with the Interna- 
tional Convention for the Protection of Industrial Propertv, signed 
at Paris in 1883, and amended at Brussels in 1900, to which the 
majority of the European nations are adherents; (6) with the treaty 
of Paris of 1891, which provides for the international registration of 
trade-marks, and to which several of the European nations are adher- 
ents; and (c) with some modihcations, harmonize with the copyright 
treaty of Mexico. 
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In the drafting of the convention on patents (Appendix J) the 
conference has taken into consideration the objections raised by 
many of the States to the Rio convention, and has respected the 
provisions of the internal laws of the several signatory States. Gen- 
eral principles protecting and safeguarding the rights of inventors 
are prociauned, and the way is made easy for future uniform and 
universal legislation. While certain portions of the treaties of Paria 
and of Brussels have been adopted, it is provided that the present 
convention be considered as a substitute for all former treaties on the 
subject, and it is recommended that it be finally adopted by the 
signatory States as a basis for the enactment of their respective 
patent laws. 

TBADE-MAEHS. 

The Convention for the Protection of Trade-Marks (Appendix K) 
declares that any mark duly registered in one of the s^atory States 
shall be considered as also registered in the other States, without 
prejudice to the rights of third persons or to the provisions of the 
laws of each State governing the same. Provision is made for the 
payment of a small fee to cover the expenses of the international 
registration. It provides that the deposit of a mark in one State 
produces in favor of the depositor a right of priority for a period of 
six months, so as to enable him to make the deposit in tne other 
States. Trade-marks are then defined. Questions arising as to 
the priority of the adoption of a trade-mark must be decided with 
due regard to the date of the deposit in the country where the first 
application therefor was made. Provision is made that the falsi- 
fication, imitation, or unauthorized use of a trade-mark as also the 
false representation as to the origin of the product, can be prose- 
cuted by the interested party in accordance with the laws of the 
State wherein the offense is committed. The grounds upon which 
trade-marks can be canceled are also stated. Commercial names 
are protected without deposit or registration, whether they form 
part of a trade-mark or not. The convention also provides for the 
establishment of international bureaus at Havana and Rio de Janeiro, 
and defines the duties of the same. The registration of a trade- 
mark obtained in any one of the signatory States is made effective 
throughout all the Repubhcs represented in the conference, upon a 
certificate of ownersiiip thereof, issued by such State, being regis- 
tered in either of the international bureaus. 

This form of international r^istration differs from that set forth 
in the Rio convention wherein it is provided that the registration 
of a trade-mark securea in either of the two bureaus is made effective 
throughout all of the States, as if made in each of the several signa- 
tory States, save that any State b allowed one year from the date of 
ratification by the bureau within which to accept or reject such r^- 
ifitration. 

It is believed that the adoption of this convention will promote 
comity and commerce among the sever^ Republics, and, to that end, 
it is hoped that such action will be taken by our Government at the 
earhest possible moment. 
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COPYRIGHTS. 

In framing the Copyrieht Convention (Appendix L) the end kept 
in view was to provide legal protection in all the countries of the 
Union for works produced in any one or more of these countries, and 
tor works produced anywhere oy citizens of one of the signatory 
States. It was proposed at the same time to make this protection 
effective without an international court or bureau, relying mstead on 
the laws of the several countries for the maintenance of the rights 
guaranteed bv this convention. In pursuance of this purpose it was 
found adviaafele not to adopt the provisions for two bureaus contained 
in the convention signed at Rio de Janeiro, August 23, 1906, and 
which has been adopted as regards trade-marks. These bureaus 
appear to be unnecessary and calculated to render impracticable any 
convention embodying tliem. While the effectiveness of the present 
convention will depend upon the existence of proper and well-executed 
copyright laws in the several countries, it was not thought desirable to 
seek, through the ratification of this convention, to pledge each coun- 
try to adopt such copyright laws as might be necessary for a satis- 
factory execution thereof, in case such laws were not already in exist- 
ence. ' In any case wliere the requisite legislation had not been 
adopted the nation concerned might avoid the obligations of such a 
proposed pledge by simply refusing to ratify the convention; and any 
nation, finding it advantageous to proceed under a. legal S3''stem that 
afforded no protection to the works of foreign authors, or even to the 
works of the authors of the country in question, might not be expected 
to expedite the adoption of new laws, except under some motive more 
powerful than tliat offered by a suggested pledge presented in this 
convention. 

It is desirable that the laws of the several States should provide for 
a uniform general term of copyright protection; and if any nation has 
established a shorter term than the legal term established in other 
nations it may be supposed that, desirous of securing to its own 
authors rights as extensive as those enjoyed by the autnors of other 
countries, it will, on its own initiative, so modify its laws as to bring 
them into harmony witli the legislation of the other nations of the 
Union. 

In adopting thb convention the conference has aimed at efTective- 
ness by avoidmg Impracticable details of oi^anization. It has sought 
to secure, with a minimum of formality, trouble, and cost, protection 
in all countries of the union for all works that may be made subject to 
a law of copyright. The definition of works for which protection is 
sought under this convention is made sufficiently comprehensive to 
embrace "every production which can be published by any means 
whatsoever of impression or repubhcation." The right of propertj' in 
any such production recognized in any State in accordance with its 
laws shall nave full recognition in ail the other States, without com- 
pliance with any formality other than that there shall appear in. or 
on the work in question an indication that the right of property in it 
is reserved. The authors of the works protected under this conven- 
tion, or their assigns, shall enjoy in the signatory countries the rights 
which the laws of these countnes respectfully confer; but in no case 
shall the term of protection accorded exceetl that of the countrj' of 
origin, the country of origin being defined as that in which the work 
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is first published. Authorized translations also are protected in the 
same manner as original works. 

In conclusion we beg to say that great interest was manifested by 
the members of the Committee on Patents and Trade-marks in the 
meeting of tlie international union for the protection of industrial 
property, which is to be held in Wasliington in May, 1911, and to 
which all the American Republics have been invited. 

The report of the committee on copyrights will be found in Appen- 
dix LL. 

TEBATT FOR THE ABBITHATION OF PECUNIARY CLAIMS. 

The eleventh subject of the program of the conference was the 
"consideration of the continuance of the treaties on pecuniary claims 
after their expiration." 

By the Second International American Conference, held in the City 
of Mexico, a treaty was concluded, January 19, 1902, ty which the 
high contracting parties agreed (Art. I) "to submit to arbitration all 
claims for pecuniary loss or damage which may be presented by their 
respective citizens, and which can not be amicably adjusted through 
diplomatic channels, when said claims are of sufficient importance to 
warrant the expenses of arbitration." It was further agreed (Art. II) 
that all controversies embraced in the treaty should be submitted to 
the decision of the Permanent Court of Arbitration established under 
the Convention for the Pacific Settlement of International Disputes, 
signed at The Hague, July 29, 1899, unless the parties to the dispute 
should prefer to create a special jurisdiction; but as the Amencan 
nations, with the exception of the United States and Mexico, were not 
represented in the first Ht^e conference, it was provided (Art. Ill) 
that the treaty should be obligatory only upon States which had 
subscribed to that convention and upon those which should ratify 
the protocol, just then adopted at Mexico, looking to the adhesion of 
all tne American States thereto. Finally, it was stipulated (Art. V) 
that the treaty should be binding upon the ratifying States from the 
dat« on which five of them shoula have ratified it, and that it should 
remain in force for five years. 

By reason of this limitation, the question of renewing the treaty 
was one of the subjects committed to the Third International Amen- 
can Conference, which was held at Rio de Janeiro in 1906. In its 
instructions to its delegates to that conference the Government 
of the United States said: 

Thie is a matter Bpecial to the American States and it calls for special conaideration 
• • • The treaty waa to continue tor five years. It has been ratified by only five 
powers, including the United States. The treaty should be extended tor another five 
yean, and an ui^ent effort should be made to secure the adherence of the other powers. 



a readily ascertain whether the failure of ratification by twelve out of the 
seventeen powers who signed the treaty was due to some objectionable feature which 
can be remedied, or to fundamental objections, or to indifference. This treaty is the 
very simplest and narrowest form of a general agreement to arbitrate, and so long aa 
three-fouitha of the American States Mve not reached this point of agreement the 
discussion of any proposals tor compulsory arbitration of a wider scope would seem to 
be at least premature. 

When the question of renewing the treaty came to he considered 
by the committee to which it was referred, it gave rise to much dis- 
cussion. It seems to have been ascertained uiat the treaty had in

fact been ratified by eight, instead of by only five, of the signatory 
States, namely, by the United States, Mexico, Nicaragua, Guatemala, 
Salvador, Honduras, Peru, and Bolivia; but a large majority of the 
committee desired to modify it by adding a clause to the effect that 
arbitration should take place only after the legal recourses afforded 
by the courts of the country agamst which the claim was made had 
been exhausted, the reason assigned for this proposal being that the 
phraseology of the first article of the treaty lent itself to the inter- 
pretation that the ordinary course of justice existing under the 
mteraal organization of each signatory State was to be superseded by 
international arbitration. The minority of the committee main- 
tained that this objection was not well founded; but it was only after 
much discussion and delay that a report satisfactory to the majority 
of the committee and acceptable to the minority was secured unani- 
mously recommending that the treaty be extended. This report con- 
tained the following paragraphs: 

This partial ratification (ot the treaty by the ei^ht powera above named) may, 
perhapa, have been due to the precise terms in which the first article provides for 
arbitral jurisdiction, thia being poasibly interpreted to mean that the inherent intem&t 
rights and prerogatives of a state were in all cases to be substituted by an arbitral 
tribunal whose jurisdiction could not be avoided. 

It is clear that such an interpretation is not well founded. If it be established that 
all claims for loeaes and damages brought against a state by the citizens of another 
must be Bubmitted t« arbitration, when they can not be adjusted through diplomatic 
channels, it is but reasonable to presume that there are cases in which diplomatic 
intervention is justified. 

The internal sovereignty of a state, an essential condition of its existence as an 
independent international power, consists explicitlv in the right it always preserves 
ot regulating such juridical acts as are consummatea within its territory, by its laws, 
and of trying these by its tribunals, excepting in cases where, for special reasons (and 
to these international law devotee particular attention) they are converted into 
questions of an international character. 

It was deemed advisable, however, to amend the treaty by striking 
out the tMrd article, the substance of which is given above, the pro- 
visions of this article having ceased to be appHcable to existing con- 
ditions because of the adhesion of the American nations, after the 
conference at Mexico, to The Hague convention of 1899. Moreover, 
as the term of five years, during which the treaty was to remain in 
force, was understood to run as to each contracting party from the 
date of its act of ratification, it was decided to fix one uniform dayon 
which the treaty, as amended and renewed, should terminate; and 
the day adopted for this purpose was December 31, 1912. A treaty 
designed to accomplish these objects was accordingly signed August 
13, 1906. 

Such being the situation, we were instructed, "as The Hague gen- 
eral arbitration treaties, which were adhered to by most American 
Republics in 1907," did not "satisfactorily cover the subject," to 
"urge the continuance of the treaties on pecuniary claims after their 
expiration," and, if any government represented in the conference 
should desire to discontinue them, to ascertain its reasons therefor. 
According to tbe advices received by the department previously 
to our departure, the treaties of Mexico and Rio liad been ratified by 
eight powers, namely, the United States, Chile, Colombia, Costa Rica, 
Cuba, Guatemala, Mexico, and Nicaragua. By the summary sub- 
mitted, however, to the conference by the third committee of the 
reports and memorials presented by the various delegations, it appears 
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that there should be added to the list Ecuador, Honduras, Panama, 
and Salvador, making 12 Governments in all.' 

The question of continuing the treaties was referred to a committee 
composed as follows: Dr. Gonzalo Kamirez (Uruguay), chairman; 
Mr. Mario Estrada (Guatemala), secretary; and Messrs. John B. 
Moore (United States), Eduardo L. Bidau (Argentine Republic), 
GastSo da Cunha (Brazil), Amfirico Lugo (Dominican Republic), and 
Victoriano Salado Alvarez (Mexico). 

After the first formal session of the committee a draft of a new 
treaty, to replace the treaties of Mexico and Rio, was communicated 
by the chairman to the other members. This project contained the 
following article: 

Abttclb II. In CEiae the nation gainst which the claim ie made does not admit the 

Srocedure by the diplomatic channel, the arbitral tribunal shall treat this point of 
ifierence as a preliminary question, and if it decides that the diplomatic procedure 
is not appropriate, the claim shall be dismissed. 

If tbia preliminarj^ question shall be resolved in favor of the procedure by the dip- 
lomatic way, the arbitral tribunal shall tben take cognizance o£ the merits of the case.^ 

It will be observed that this proposal revived, in a specific but more 
pointed form, the question which provoked ao much discussion and 
proved to be so difficult of adjustment at Rio in 1906. It was re- 
ceived by the committee with general approval. It was opposedby 
the member from the United States on the ground that it tended to 
limit the freedom of diplomatic action; that it would have the effect 
of inviting denials of tne propriety of such action, and of dividing, 
delaying, and complicating the process of arbitration; and that it 
would be incapable of exact execution, for the reason that the ques- 
tion whether diplomatic intervention was justified could not usually 
be determined without an examination of the merits of the case. In 
the midst of this division of opinion, a solution was at one time sug- 
gested to the effect that the tribunal of arbitration should be required 
to decide all questions submitted to it, but tbis su^estion found httle 
support, since it was not thought to be desirable to impose upon the 
arbitrators the burden of deciding questions which might be alto- 
gether immaterial to the proper disposition of the case before them. 
Finally, the member from the United States urged that the attempt 
to make substantial changes should be deferred till the apprehended 
defect should actually be shown to exist and that this position was 
all the more reasonable in view of" the circumstance that none of the 
ratifying Governments had complained of the manner in which the 
treaties had operated. In the end, it was, after much discussion, 
agreed to adhere to the text of the first article of the treaty of Mexico, 
with the addition, proposed by the member from the United States, 
of the stipulation that the decision of the arbitrators should "be 
rendered in accordance with the principles of international law," this

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formiila, or its equivalent, having usualhr been inserted in the gen- 
eral claims conventions of the United States, although it may be 
regarded as a declaration of the obvious intention of the contracting 
parties. 

The preservation of the terms of submission of the treaty of Mex- 
ico, without qualification or impairment, having been secured, the 
committee readily concurred in the view that, as that treaty, although 
it had been amended at Rio, would by reason- of its reference to cer- 
tain articles of The Hague convention of 1899, which has been replaced 
by the convention of 1907, have to be amended yet again, it would be 
more convenient and more businesslike to make the new treaty com- 
plete in itself and to cast it in such form as to render unnecessary its 
recurrent adjustment to possible changes in The Hague conventions. 
This was done. Moreover, aa the renewal of the treaties of Mexico 
and Rio had been attended with difficulties, it was proposed by the 
representative of the United States that the duration of the new agree- 
ment should be made indefinite, subject to the right of a ratifying 
power to withdraw after two years* notice. This proposal was 
adopted, and a clause was added continuing in force the treaty of 
Mexico after December 31, 1912, as to any claims which might, prior 
to that date, have been submitted to arbitration under its provisions. 

After a final agreement was reached on the text of the treaty the 
previous discussions as to the question of diplomatic intervention were 
revived over the draft of a report which was presented by the chair- 
man of the committee. In this paper, in which there was an exposi- 
tion of general principles, interwoven with quotations from writers, 
certain expressions of pubHc men were cited as tending to show that 
the question of the propriety of the resort to the diplomatic channel 
might be treated as a previous or preliminary question, apart from the 
merits of the case. In this predicament the member from the United 
States deeming himself to be precluded, for reasons which have been 
sufficiently explained, from accepting all the conclusions of the report, 
proposed to add to it and to sign for himself the following declaration: 
The undersigned, while he refrains from enteimg into a discuseion of the statemenla 
of general principles embodied in the foregoing report, deems it proper to observe that 
he does not consider it to be practicable to lay down in advance precise and unyielding 
formulas by which the queBtion of a denial of justice may in every instance he deter- 
mined. Still leas does he believe it to be possible to treat this matter as a preliminary 
question which may be decided apart frohi the merits of the case, or to include in a 

Soeral treaty of aroitration. a clause to that effect. In the multitude of cases that 
ve, during the past 120 years, been disposed of by international arbitration the ques- 
tion of a denial of justice has arisen in many and in various forms that could not nave 
been foreseen; nor can human intelligence forecast the forms in which it may aiiae 
hereafter. In the futiu-e, as in the past, this question will be disposed of by the 
amicable methods of diplomacy and arbitration, and in that spirit of mutual respect 
and conciliation which happily grows stronger among nations with the lapse of years. 

As it was thought that this declaration would, if dealt with in the 
manner proposed, have the appearance and effect of a minority report, 
it was at length agreed that it should be embodied in the report of the 
committee {Appendix MM), where it is followed by the statement 
that the other members of the committee accept it, since they do not 
consider it to be in.conflict with what is set forth in the report. In 
this way the unanimous desire of the committee for a report which 
should bear the signatures of all its members was happily attained. 

It is a pleasure specially to acknowledge the untiring efforts which 
the eminent chairman of the committee put forth to expedite its 
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labors. As he was at the time indisposed, the meetings of the 
committee were usually held at the house of the Uruguayan Lega- 
tion, of which he was the head; bat in accordance with his wishes, 
they were held by special appointment, without regard to ofhcial 
noticesj whenever, in the day or in the evening, the members could 
convementlj assemble; and they were thus not only more frequent 
but loiter m duration than was customary. There can be no doubt 
that the attainment of the desire, felt by every member of the com- 
mittee, for a prompt and satisfactory termination of its labors, was 
facilitated by the example of industry and high purpose set by the 
venerable man who presided over its deUberations and by the feeling 
of deep respect in which he was held. 

The treaty (Appendix M) was adopted by the conference unani- 
mously, the Venezuelan del^ate stating, however, that Venezuela 
would sign the treaty with the special reservation that recourse to 
diplomacy should take place only when there had been a denial of 
justice, 

tNTEBCHANOE OF UNIVEHSITY PROFESSORS. 

For the purpose of promoting in each of the American nations a 
more perfect understanding of the intellectual life of th* others, 
two series of resolutions were framed and adopted by the conference, 
relating to the interchange of professors and students among the 
universities of the coimtries represented in the conference. The 
first series recommends that provisions should bo made under which 

{>rofessora in one university may be sent from time to time to give 
ectures or courses of instruction in other universities, such lectures 
or courses of instruction to deal chiefly with scientific material of 
special interest to Americans or with the conditions of one or another 
American country, especially with the conditions of that country 
to w^hich the professor in any ^ven case may belong. The second 
series of resolutions recognizes the interchange of students among 
American universities as a means of confirming the solidarity of 
the nations of the continent. The details of the methods su^ested 
for effecting these interchanges are contained in the resolutions 
already referred to and which are submitted with this report. 
(Appendix X.) 



In pursuance of your instructions on this subject, the delegation 
of the United States supported a resolution, which was adopted, to 
the effect that the conference noted with pleasure the initiative of 
holding a Pan American Scientific Congress at Santiago, Chile, and 
the results there accomphshed; also that the Governments of the 
American States be informed that the conference would consider 
advisable similar reunions in cities of America to be hereafter selected. 
The text of this resolution will be foimd in Appendix Y. 

A resolution was also adopted regarding the Fourth Scientific 
Congress, held at Buenos Aires in 1910, congratulatory of the work

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OPENING OF IISE FANAUA CANAL. 

The program called for the adoption of a resolution instructing 
the governing board of the International Bm-eau of the American 
Republics to consider and recommend the manner in which the 
American Republics might see tit to celebrate the opening of the 
Panama Canal. After some discussion the second conmiittee decided 
to report to the conference a resolution, wluch was passed, whereby 
the final settlement of that question is left to the governing board 
of the Union of American Republics in Washington. This resolution 
will be found in Appendix AA. 

FUTURE CONFEBENCES. 

The subject of the time and place of the next conference was dis- 
posed of by the committee to which it was referred at its first and 
only meeting. There was considerable discussion privately among 
the delegates prior to the meeting of the committee and a large num< 
ber thought that the conference should select Santiago, the capital 
city of Chile, as the logical point where the Fifth International Con- 
ference of American States should be held. It was urged by some, 
on the other hand, that the precedent established by the conference 
held in the City of Mexico, and substantially followed by the one 
held in Rio, leaving the decision of both place and time of subsequent 
conferences to the governing board of the Pan American Union should 
be adhered to ana at the first meeting of the committee on future 
conferences the delegate from Chile moved that the entire subject 
matter be left to the decision of the governing board- This motion 
prevailed, and the committee reported accordingly to the conference. 
When the resolution came up for adoption by the conference there 
was one dissenting vote. The delegate from the Dominican Republic 
voted in the negative, and, in explaining his vote, stated that he was 
of the opinion that Havana, Cuba, should be named as the place for 
the holdmg of the next conference. 

The delegate of the United States of America, pursuant to itistruo* 
tions, urged in committee the advisabihty of holding the conferences 
at intervals of six years as a minimum and thereby affording sufB 
cient time for the ratification of the conventions adopted at thi 
various conferences, but he deferred to the otherwise unanimou 
wish of the committee that an interval of not more than five yean 
should elapse between the reunions. The resolution finally adoptei 
(see Appendix BB) provides that the governing board shall havi 
the power to advance or postpone the date of the next conferena 
should circumstances arise making it desirable so to do, 

GENERAL WELFARE. 

The committee on general welfare was chiefly negative i_ 
activity. It was expected, among other things, to consider question 
on which action might be requested, but which had not been intra 
duced into the program. Its chief function was, therefore, to coq 
sider new topics that might be proposed, and to make recommendi 
tions to the conference respecting them. In this capacity its wot 
was important in that through it the conference was able to kee 
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itself free from discussions that might have consumed much time 
and would have been fruitless. The members of this committee, as 
well as the majority of the members of the conference, appreciated 
the necessity of giving to the topics of the program the moat thor- 
ough consideration; and that this might be done it appeared to be 
a reasonable rule for the guidance of the committee to withhold 
from the gener^ sessions all subjects not involved in the program 
unless they should seem to the members extraordinarily ui^ent. 
The maintenance of this feature of organization in future confer- 
ences will greatly facilitate the work demanded by the specific pro- 
gram and enable the conference in its g;eneral sessions peacefully to 
avoid discussions on questions regarding which no practicable or 
profitable result can be reached. 

CLOSING SESSIONS. 

The last session for the transaction of business took place on the 
27th of August. 

The thanks of the delegates were voted unanimously to the presi- 
dent, Dr. Bermejo; to the secretary general and his staff; and to the 
press of the Ai^entine RepubHc. The president and secretary 

feneral made speeches, translations of which will be found in 
.ppeudix D. 

On a motion signed by Messrs. Portela, Toledo Herrarte, Cruz, 
Lazo Arriaga, and Mejla, respectively ministers to the United States 
of the Argentine Republic, Guatemala, Chile, Honduras, and Sal- 
vador^ and of Gen. Carlos Garcia Velez, formerly Cuban minister at 
Washmgton, being all members of the governing board of the Inter- 
nationfu Bureau of the American RepubUcs when the program of 
the Fourth Conference was settled, it was unanimously voted to 
send a telegram to the Hon. P. C. Knox, Secretary of State of the 
United States, thanking him for the part he had taken in the arrange- 
ment of the program and congratulating him upon the success of 
the conference. 

At the previous session of the conference, upon the motion of a 
delegate from Brazil, it was unanimously voted that a telegram be 
sent to the Hon. Elihu Root, expressing sentiments of appreciation 
and remembrance. 

The closing session of the conference was held on Tuesday, August 
30, Dr. Carlos Rodriguez Larreta, who had succeeded Dr. Victorino 
de la Plaza as minister for foreign afiairs, beii^ in the chair. His 
exellency made a speech, to which Dr. Toledo Herrarte, minister of 
Guatemala to the United States and chairman of his delegation, 
replied. Translations of these speeches accompany this report as 
Appendix £. 

CONCLUSION. 

We feel that it is scarcely within our province to compare the 
results of this conference witn those of its predecessors; the more so 
as sufficient time has not elapsed since it came to an end for the 
formation of an accurate opinion on that subject. It may not be 
improper, however, to say that while the program was not so extensive 
as those of the three preceding conferences every subject upon it 
was effectively dealt with. There can he no douot, moreover, that 
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quite apart from the actual work accomplished, the constant intep- 
course and exchange of views in friendly conversation, during a 
period of neariy two months, between representative men from aU 
parts of America in an atmosphere of harmony such as has been so 
marked a feature of this conference, can not tail to react upon and 
to draw closer the relations between the countries represented. 

Indeed a distinct improvement has already been perceptible during 
the progress of the conference in the relations between several of the 
Repubhcs, and in our opinion it is difficult to overestimate the 
advantage to the cause or Pan Americanism to be derived from the 
periodical meetings of these international conferences. 

We can not conclude this report without an allusion to the generous 
hospitahty of which we have oeen the recipients here. Many enter- 
tainments have been given and excursions to places of interest 
arranged for the delegates to the conference, and we retain an agree- 
able recollection of the kindness and courtesy of everyone with whom 
we have come in contact; nor should we omit a special acknowledge- 
ment of the courtesy and cooperation of our minister, Mr. Shemll, 
and the staff of the legation.

Art. 21. Any del^ate may submit to the conference his written opinion upon the 
matter or point in debate, and may request that it be spread upon the minutes of the 
meeting in which it has been submitted. 

Likewise, any det^ation that may not be present at the time a vote is taken may 
write down its vote and leave it with or send it to the secretary and at the tdxae of 
canvassing the votes such votes shall be reckoned as if the del^ation were present. 

Art. 23. Attendance at the deliberations of the conference hEbU be confined to die 
following: The del^atee with their respective secretaries and attach^; the director o 
other accredited representative of the International Bureau of the American Republics 
and his secretary; the secretaries of the sessions; the interpreters and stenographen 
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of the conference; such repreeentativee of the preas as are properly accredited and are 
approved by the committee on organization, and the authorized attendante; provided, 
however, that the conference may, by a majority vote, extend the courtesieB of the 
conference to such persons as it may at any time designate. 

Whenever any deltsation may request that a meeting go into executive or secret 
session, the motion enall immediately be put and voteaupon without discussion. 
If the motion be carried the representatives of the press will at once withdraw, and all 
persons present will be enjoined to absolute secrecy as regards the business transacted 
at the meeting. 

At th^ close of each session, proper communication of the proceedings shall be made 
to the press, when desirable, by the secretary general, who will act in this duty under 
the general guidance of the committee on publications. 

Art. 23. The reports of the committees and the resolutions to which they refer 
shall be printed in Spanish, Portuguese, English, and French, and shall be distributed 
at the nest following meeting to the delegates for their consideration, but shall not be 
submitted for discussion until the next meeting after they were distributed in print, 
at least in Spanish and English. 



Art, 24. The deliberations of the conference shall be confined to such subjects as 
are contained iu the prt^ram, except When by a vote of two-thirds of the delM^tiona 
the conference decides to take into consideration a new matter submitted by one 
delegation and seconded by another. 

A motion to take into consideration a new subject shall be decided without debate. 



Art. 25. The number of the meetings of the conference shall not exceed 30. This 
limit, however, may be extended in case of a matter of vital importance and by the 
vote of two-thirds of the delegations present at the conference. 

The closing meeting shall take place as soon as all the subjects in the program 
may have been discussed; but in any case it shall take place on the 1st of September 

PEINTINO OF THE UlNOTEB. 

Aar. 26. The minutes approved by the conference shall be s^ned by the president 
and the secretary general. They shall be printed in Spanish, English, Portimiese, 
and French, in pages of two columns, and a sufficient number of copies shall be 
issued so that each delegate may receive four copies. The original minutes shall be 

!>reserved in the archives of the International Bureau of the American Republics at 
east in Spanish and Ei^lish. 

SIONATUBB OF THE FIIIAJ< UINTTTDS, 

Abt. 27. The day before the closii^ of the conference shall be devoted to the dis- 
cuBBion and wproval of the minutes written and printed in Spanish, English, Portu~ 
guese, and French, containing the resolutions or recommendations discussed and 
approved by the conference. The original records shall be signed by the delegations, 
and the Government of the Ai^ntine Republic will send within 90 days aiter the 
actual adjournment of the conference a certified copy of such records to each of the 
Governments represented at the conference and te Uie International Bureau of the 
American Republics. 

Art. 23. The foregoing rules shall be transmitted to the respective Governments 
immediately after their adoption by the governing board of the International Btucau 
of ttie American Republics, and they shall govern the action of the conference unless 
and until altered, amended, or repealed by the conference itaelf by a two-thirds vote. 
Hotions for this purpose shall be submitted without debate.

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raSTBTTCnONS TO THE DELBOATES OF THE TTNTTED STATES or 
AKBBICA TO THE VOTJBTH IHTEBNATIONAL CONFEBENCE OF AJISB- 
ICAN STATES. 

Sma: The I*resjdeiit said in his Inst annual meseage to the Congress: 

"On the 9th of July next there will open at Buenos Aires the Fourth Pan-Anjericu 
Conference. This conference will have a special meaning t« the hearts of all Ameri- 
cans, because around its date are clustered the anniversaries of the independeon 
of M many of the American Republics. It is not necessary for me to remind lh( 
CkiDgreffi of the political, social, and commercial importance of these gatheripg!. 
■ • • It is my purpose ta appoint a distinguished and representative delM;atioii| 
qualified fittingly to represent this countjy and to deal with the problems of inter- 
continental interest which will there be discussed." 

Among the foreign relations of the United States as they fall into cat^ories, the 
Pan-American policy takes first place in our diplomacy. In quoting what the Preo- 
dent has said, I can not too strongly impress upon you your Government's apprecii' 
tion of the importance of the occasion or its sense of the responsibility of the ser^'ice 
which you have undertaken in accepting appointment to represent this Ameriem 
Oovemment and people at a great gathering of the countries of half a world. i 

I desired you to report at the department at this time in order that you might have 
two weeks for study and consultation with the officials of the department in piepus- 
tion for your work at the conference. That work will, of course, be confined to Ik 
program and to such relevant matters as may properly come up, under the rules ol| 
the conference, for discuseion, and has nothing to do with other subjects of diplo- 
matic discussion, which are in the exclusive charge of the diplomatic service. Never 
theless, there is hardly a phase of the conference more important than its opportunil; 
for the representatives oi one Republic to come into intellectual and sympatheat 
contact with those of the others. 

Through such contact of men tvpical of the best feeling and thought of aU the Repul)- 
lica, the American peoples n^ually grow to know one another, and by this sun 
process of mutual understanding and appreciation are built solid international frieid- 
iShipfl founded in justice, respect, ^ood will, and tolerance. Hence, it is of pan- 
mount importiance that this delegation truly reflect the sentiments and ideas oi Ik 
Government of the United States in its Pan-American diplomacy. I therefore desire 
you, while at the department, to give yoiu' studious attention not only to your actual 
prospective work at the conference, but also to the task of becoming imbued with tb( 
frpint which animates the American policy of the United States, so that the tone M 
your whole attitude and action shall be in harmonv with that policy. 

To this end the delation should, so far as possible, have some general underetaini- 
ii^ of the conditions m each country and some appreciation of the signal achieve- 
mente of each nation in ideals, in government, in science, and in material 
advancement. 

The American peoples diSer in race and language, and in literary and SEsthetic 
inheritances. They have a common ground in their republican form of govemmein< 
their love of liberty^ in the acquisition of their independence and the history <^ 
their progress, and in their emerging through civil strife and their peopling sa^ 
developii^ of huge and wild lands mto orderiy modem States. They are Bound 
together tuso by a community of interest, and by the ties of mutual belpfulneis, 
both moral and material, and of a common destiny. • 

For reasons indicated above I shall embody in these instructions, merely as su^esi- 
ive, some comment upon recent American relations. But first I shall undertalf 
some discussion of the program of the conference. 

The Third International American Conference, held in Rio de Janeiro in 1906. 
adopted tJie following resolution: 

"The governing board of the International Bureau of American Republics is autilo^ 
iied to designate the place at which the Fourth International Conference shall meet, 
which meetii^ shall be within the next five years; to provide for the drafting of li" 
program and regulations, and to take into consideration all other necessary details." . 
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The governing board of the Buieau of American Republice, exercising the authority 
thuB conferred upon it, fixed Bueaoa Airee as the place, and July 9, 1910, ae the date 
of the conference, and adopted a program of Bubjeeta for conaiderauon. The respec- 
tive Governments, by indicating their intention to take part and by naming delcxatee, 
ajpproved this action of their diplomatic representatives m Waahington. It ia unGkely 
that the conference will undertake to enlarge the program, since it was framed after 
moat careful conaid oration, and the subjects omitted include such as in the judgment 
of the membera of the governing board would tend to eicite useless controver^. thus 
endangering the succesa of the present conference and militatii^ S^inst that of future 

For example, the governing board did not appear to think it advisable that discuO' 
don should be renewed as to whether a voluntary conference for geneial purpoeefl 
ought to assert competence to impose upon any Slate the arbitral aettlement of one or 
another particular dispute of long standrng, such as there atill exist, happily, only very 
few among the American Republics. Such arbitrations are the lineal result of the 
occasional failure of direct negotiations, but The Hague coqventions and the various 
bilateral arbitration treaties seem to express the most advanced position yet taken by 
the nations in cases where they do not spontaneously resort to arbitration simply as 
the sensible and enlightened aJtemative to force. Hence, evidently, the governing 
board's omission of arbitration from the prt^ram. Should occasion arise you would 
oppose propositioDS looking to the assertion of such competence on the part of the 
conference. 

, The same conaiderationa apply to an^ formal demand by the conference for con- 
ventions of general compulsory arbitration, or even an}^ declarations as to the proper 
methods of enforcing acceptance of boundary awards, since these might at this junc- 
ture be regarded by some States as efforts to put them at an unfair disadvantage in 
the adjustment of pending disputes. 

In your informal converaations with the delegates from other countries you will 
maintain such an attitude as will give rise to no suspicion of partiality or of a desire 
to use the present conference to aSect concrete cases. ■ 

As is well known, this Government now as always earnestly advocates the gene^ 
principle of pacific settlement of international disputes, and it believes that this is 
also the policy of all the countries i»rticipatin^ in thiB conference, but this conference 
would not seem an opportune occasion for oftermg or entertaining definite propositions 
on the subject. 

This Government's general views as to the proper purposes of Fan-American con- 
ferences remain as set forth in the instructions to the United States delegates to the 
third conference, wherein they were thus expressed: 

"The true function of such a conference is to deal with matters of common interest 
which are not really subjects of controversv, but upon which comparison of views 
and friendly discussion may smooth away uiSerences of detail, develop substantial 
agreement, and lead to cooperation along common lines for the attainment of objects 
which all really desire." 

I. The organization of the conferenct. 

This is the lirat subject on the program for the conference's consideration. The 
delegation of the United States should avoid being placed in a position of undue 
prominence in the selection of officers and committees. The system adopted by the 
third conference of havii^ the more important committees composed of one repre- 
sentative from each Republic gave good results, facilitated the prompt dispatch of 
business, and avoided discussion of controversial matters in the plenary sessions. 
You will advocate its continuance, and in general the adoption of the rules that r^- 
ulated the Rio de Janeiro conference, as recommended with slight modifications by 
the governing board. There appears little doubt that these regulations, like the 
prt^ram, will be adapted, and as a practical method you should now anticipate this 
action and proceed to subdivide the probable work, each delate specializing to 
some extent in order to qualify himself for useful service as a member of one or another 
committee . 

II. CommanoTatian of the Argentine national centenary and of the indeptndenet of the 
American Republics as suggested by the fact that many of those nationt celebrate their 
national centenaries in 1910 and neighboring years. 

This Government takes the most lively interest in the appropriate commemoration 
of the Ai^entine national centenary and of the independence of the other American 
Republics whose national centenaries occur in 1910 and the following years. The 
Bu^estions and plans of the Republics primarily interested should receive most sym- 
patbetic support and you will cooperate with your colleagues from those countries in 
s that may be proposed by them. 
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III. Submigsion and consideTatvyn of the rrporti of each delegation as to the action oj 
their Teivective GovemmenU vpon the retoluUont and convendani of the third confer- 
ence beta at Bio de Janeiro in July, 1906, iTtchiding a report upon the results acoom- 
pUihed by the Pan American committees and the consideration of the extension of their 
fv,nctions. 
The Government of many of the countriea participating in the conference have 

failed to ratify the four conventione recommended by tiie Rio conference. It is also 
possible that some ratificatione have been made which have not been commuiiicated 
or exchanged. You will endeavor discreetly to aecertain from your colleagues whether 
tbeee failmes to ratify have been due to real objections to tlie form or euhstances of the 
conventiunB, or only to difficulties and delays in procuring legislative approval. This 
information should be procured promptly on your arrival and it may afford you a basia 
for ur^ng and aiding the secunng, Uirough the various members of the conference, 
of action by the Govemmenls that have not yet ratified them. 

You will also advocate the adoption of a sy8t«m of deposit of ratifications which wilt 
tend to facilitate their prompt eichange and enable the conventions to be proclaimed 
as well as a mode of adherence in case of nonsignatory governments. 

Several countries have not yet named the Pan-Amerjcan committees recommended 
by the Rio conference. You will urge your colleagues t« use their influence with their 
respective Governments to establish such committees and advocate tlie enlargement of 
the functions of the Pan American committees to include cooperation with their Gov- 
ernments in the preparation of any reports called for by the Pan American Confer- 
encee and in the preparation of plans for future conferences, such aa schemes ft 
greater uniformity in census and other statistical schedules, for the more ready con 
parison of educational, industrial, financial, economic, and social conditions. 

IV, Submiigionandconmderationof the report of the Director of the International Bureau 
of the American Republici, together mth consideration of the presenl organisation and i^ 
recotntnendatiorts for the possible extension and improvement of its efficiency. 

Not a few of the resolutions of the last conference failed of any important results 
because of the paucity of the ratifications, because of the failure of the various Pan 
American committees to contribute information, because of the inability of the Fid 
American bureau to complete some huge task of collecting information, or from other 

With reference to this item on the program you should study the origin and statue 
of the International Union of American Republics and the bureau which is its office. 
The institution has grewn in a somewhat haphazard manner and it now seems h' '^ 
time that its organization, status, and workir^ should be clearly determined by c 
vention between the Governments which are its component parts. Its permaneney 
should thus be ]}rovided for and amon^ various matters te be elucidated and brou^l 
in conformity with the growth of the institution is the need of a system of auditmg 
of accounts on behalf of the Governments constituting the union. 

It is understood that the representative of the bureau will report to the conference 
upon all these matters. 

The delegation of the United States will cooperate, though its member of the ap- 
propriate committee, in the preparation of a satisfactory convention and will favor 
Its adoption by the conference. 



The drafting of a resolution expressing to Mr. Andrew Cam^e appreciation of bit 
generous gift for the construction of the new building of the American Republics in 
Washington will oresumably be intrusted to the representatives of some of the Latin- 
American Republics. 

VI. Report on the progress which has been made on the Pan Ameriixtn Railviay s. 
Rio conference, and consideration of the possiMlity of cooperative action among th 
American Republics to secure the completion of the system. 

Very considerable progress has been made since the last conference in the projection. 
sup'ej', and construction of railroads which will ultimately form part of the Pan Amer- 
ican Railway. The rapid economic progress of many of the re^ons traversed, an in- 
creasing realization of the importance of neighborly commercial relations, and the 
recently aroused interest among the capitalists of this country in the opportunitie 
for investment offered in Latin America are all factors which make the present a par^ 
ticularly appropriate time for the conference to add a further vigorous impulse towaid 
the ultimate realisation of the project. 
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VII. Conaideration of the eonditiont utuier which the egb^ligkmenl of more rapid mail, 
pattenger, and expreis steamihip service between the Ameriean Republiei eon be 

The improvement of mail aad steamship facilitiee between the American Republics, 
and especially between the United Stales and the Latin-American Republics, is of 
ihe gravest import as afiecting out pTesent and future commercial relations wilh those 
countries. You will manifest the mtetest this Oovernment feele in the subject and 
discuss the proposals of your colleagues. Various projects ot law have been proposed 
or are now pending before the United States CongTesa, but uncertainty as to what will 
be done in regard thereto renders it inadvisable at the present time for you to preeent 
any definite proposals to the consideration of the conference. 

VIII. Comideration of tneatures which mill lead to uniformity among Vie ATneriean 
Republics in consular documents and the teAnical requirementa of ciwtonw regulatiorts, 
and also in cenaut and commercial itatiitici. 

The task of assembling the vast amount of detailed information which would be 
requisite to an exhaustive comparison of all the r^ulations of the different 21 Repub- 
lics, which the Third Conference delegated to the International Bureau of American 
Republics, not unnaturally proved impossible. In the view of this Government it 
would be more practicable again to present generally the project elaborated in con- 
nection witii the PiiHt Conference, and seek by such means to make prt^jeas toward 
the elimination of vexatious hindrances to trade. 

In order to bring about the greatest freedom of commercial intercourse between the 
American Republics, it would seem highly deeitable to take steps to remove such 
objectionable consular and customs r^iulations as may be found to interfere with 
the eHorta of the citizens of each Republic to carry on business relations with the 
citizens of the others. A brief examinarion ehows tnat the regulations of the Ameri- 
can Republics are widely different in character and must l^d to contusion on the 
part of esportera and importers who must comply with them. Some of the regulations 
are so unduly eiacting that exporters from the United States have been faiown to 
abandon the trade with a particular country rather than undergo the annoyance and 
delay necessary to meet the consular and customs requirements. It would seem, 
therefore, that one of the most important reforms to which the Fourth Pan American 
Conference could address itself would be the adoption of uniform regulations and 
fees for the ordinary consular and customs acts and documents. 

Nowhere is the lack of uniformity in the consular regulations of ttie American Re- 
publics better illustrated than in the fees prescribed tor the consular certificates of 
invoices. It is recommended that each Republic be asked to join in a convention or 
in an iwreement for executive action to fix a uniform fee of $2.50 gold for the certifi- 
catee of each invoice, including as many as four copies; provided, however, that tor 
invoices the value of which does not exceed $100 the fee shall he 50 cents. This is 
in substantial accord with the agreement of the First International American Con- 
ference. 

Another object which might be accomplished to facilitate trade between the Re- 
publics woula be an agreement by convention or otherwise upon a uniform invoice 
for all shipments from one Republic to another and a uniform method of consular 
certificarion. The recommendation of the First International American Conference, 
if adopted with slight modifications, would afford a verv satisfactory solution ot this 
question by causing to be prescribed an invoice which ^ould be made out in dupli- 
cate, triplicate, or quadruplicate, in the languaee ot the country of import and ir ''~~ 



figures and not in words, and be in other respects similar to the form now in use by 
the United States, which has been found to be htehly satisfactory. 

In the interest of uniformity of atatisrics, as well as of the convenience of exporters, 
it would seem important that the consular certification of invoices should take place 
at the point where the merchandise is situated at the time of purchase, or, in other 
words, at the point from which it begins its journey to its ultimate destination; pro- 
vided, however, that where articles purchased in various places are forwarded to one 
point to be packed tor shipment abroad the invoice may be certified by the consul at 
the place where such aseemblinE and packing is done. 

It would also be desirable to nave a uniform rule that if by reason of delay in the 
mails, or for other satisfactory causes, an invoice certified by a consul could not be 
produced, entry be allowed on a statement in the form ot an invoice upon the execu- 
tion of a bond for the subsequent production of an invoice duly certified by the appro- 
priate consul. 
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_0 certification. For Uie . , , .. __ 

a view to the Bimplification of the relations under which comi^erce may be carried 
on, it would aeem deairable that unuorm r^;ulationa and uniform tees be adopted in 
respect to manifesto or that a regulation requiring no certification of manifeata be 
agteod upon. The United States does not require consular certificatbn of manifeete. 

Inaemuch aa nearly every country requiree imported merchandise to be acconi' 
p&nied by an invoice certified by a coehuI of that country stationed in the country ol 
exportation of the merehandiee, there would aeem to be no strong reason for requir- 
ing conaule, in addition, to certify billa of lading covering nuch shipmenta; and sa 
a^^reement to abolish the requirements for the consular certification of bills of lading, 
with the fees therefor, would aeem to be another step that might properly he taken in 
the direction of removing obstacles in Ihe way of perfect freedom of commercial inter- 
course. 

American merchanta seeking to carry on business relations with some of the olha 
American Republics have been put to much annoyance and expense by the enforce- 
ment of regulations impoaii^ fines or penalties on aecount of technical and clerical 
errors in invoicea. If an agreement could be reached, aa recommended by the FitA 
International American Conference, to the eSect that technical defects in tbe form 
of any document which has been duly authenticated before the consul of any of tiie 
countries should not in that country be deemed sufficient cauee for the imposition of 
fines or penaltiea and that all other manifest clerical errora may be corrected aft«r entry 
at the customhouse of the country without prejudice to the consignee or owner, com- 
mercial relatione between the American Republics would be greatly facilitated. It 
is probable that this change could be made by executive action on the part of the 
several Republics, 

Hardly leas important is the gathering and publiehing of commercial statiBtica and 
nmHTig them, so far aa possible, uniform. Present vanancee are so great, and com- 
mercial data are so interwoven with the varying tariff systems and trade customs of 
the 21 Republics, that prt^ress must necesaanly be slow. You will give careful 
attention to the memorandum on the subject prepared by Mr. Jacobeon, expert of 
the Department of Commerce and Labor, and, so far as opportune, favor the taking of 
piactidil steps in the line of his recommendations. 



IX. Contideratwn of the recomrrutuicUions of tht Pan Amerwm tanitary congrett

may tend to the elimination of preventable distaiet. 



Yon will endeavor to procure from the conference a recommendation that the con- 
clusions of the Mexican and Costa Rican sanitary conferences be adopted by the 
reepective countries. 

The recommendations on this subject contained in the instructions to the del^ate* 
to the third conference are reaffirmed for your guidance. 

The progiGss made in sewering and sanitation of the ports of the various Republio 
has been moat admirable, and it may well be expected that in the not distant future 
the few remaining unsanitary porta will be likewise improved. The difficultiei 
appear to be mainly financial, the necessary expenditures in many cases exceeding 
current municipal revenues. But it would seem to be an opportunity for foreign 
capital on a laive scale to contribute to most excellent enterprises, and no doubt is 
felt that it can be interested. 



The advance in commercial morality of modem times is in no way better illuetrsted 
than in the feeling among all enlightened nations that the author and inventor should 
be protected in the enjoyment of the fruite of their labor, and the American Republics 
have freguently shown themselves fully alive to the duty of protecting, within their 
jurisdictions, nghta in literary, artistic, and industrial property which have been, 
after due examination, estabhahed in other jurisdictio"- 



The subject of the protection of patents, trade-marks, and copyrights waa discussed 
at Montevideo, at Washington, at Mexico, and at Rio de Janeiro. The Third Pan 
American Conference adopted conventions which conserved in their entirety the con- 
ventions framed by the conference at the Cit_y of Mexico consolidating them inta 
one convention and making certain other provisions, such as that for the establishment 
of international bureaua at Havana and Rio de Janeiro, 
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The Rio de Janeiro convention was signed by the delegates of the United States, 
but its careful analyais by the Patent Office revealed such seriouE defects that it was 
deemed inadvisable that it should be even laid before the Senate with a view to 
ratification. 

In the first place, the engrafting of new provisions upon a combination of the two 
Uexican conventions made it unduly complicated. It imposed the obligation to 
recognize foreign patents even if such had been granted without any examination. 
It imposed an obligation, both useless and impossible, under which a government 
issuii^ a great number of patents would have had to send full data to the other signatory 
governments. It would have been in conflict with the most advanced systems, and 
notably would have been inconsistent with the Paris Convention of 1883, the merits 
of which have been reci^ized by previous Pan American conferences. 

It will be one of your important duties to seek the adoption of suitable conventions 



has appointed Mr. Edward B. Moore, Commissioner of Patents, as expert attach^ to the 
delegation. Mr. Moore has prepared drafts of three conventions covering, respec- 
tively, patents, trade-marka, and copyrights, and their provisions appear to this 
Government admirably responsive to the needs of the situation. In your advocacy 
of the conventions you will be g^iided entirely by the advice of the Commissioner of 
Patents, and in their discussion you should point out that they are entirely in harmony 
with the International Convention adopted at Paris in 1S83, emphasizing the tact 
thattheir adoption willgieatly improve the position of the Republics concerned in the 
discussions at the meeting of the International Union for the Protection of Industrial 
Property, which is to be held -in Washington in May, 1911, and to which all the Ameri- 
can BepubUce have been invited.

understanding and sympathy, and you will ^ive your hearty support to any practical 
plan tending to this end which may be devised.

You may support a resolution expressing appreciation of the valuable labors of the 
Pan-Amencan Scientific Congreea of Santiago. The delegates to that coi^ess were 
active and efficient and it would seem appropriate that they should receive a justly 
deserved recognition at the hands of this conference. 

XIV. Rexolution instructint/ the governing board of the International Bureau of tht 
American Republics to consider and recommend the manner in vMch ike American 
Republic* mtty see fit to ceUbrale the opening of the Panama Canal, 

It seems very fitting that some such resolution should be passed whereby the govern- 
ing board would recommend the manner in which the other American Bepublice 
might join with the United States by participation in the celebration of the opening 
of tne Panama Canal. 

The great benefits of easier intercourse and more convenient commerce the canal 
is expected to bestow upon all the Bepublics will doubtless engender great interest 
is mich celebration. 

XV. Fiiture conferencet. 

Strong reasons have been advanced againat holding the Pan-American conferences 
at short intervals. Fear has been expressed that t£e failure of important tangible 
remits in the form of actual conventions ratified and put into operation might create 
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an impreeeion of futility. Bearing in mind the extreme difficulty of agreement by 
21 Republics, and feeling atao that these conferencee have a meaning and a monl 
effect outweighing their material reeulta, the Government of the United States can 
hardly share this fear. However, the distances are great and the dele^tes have U 
be choeen from the ranks of busy men, and altogether I am persuaded that interv»lt 
of sis years aa a minim um would probably afford an appropriate frequency, unlen, 
in this particular case, it should be deemed expedient tmtt the next conference should , 
synchroniie with the celebration of the opening of the Panama Canal, 

After a year durii^ which the relations of a number of the Republics have been U 
times under considerable strain, so nmny difTerencee seem now either settled or wall 
on the way toward settlement that one may perhaps say without unjustifiable opti- 
mism that the time appears eepecially auspicious for the success of the Fourth rai- 
Americas Conference, 

So for as the United Statee is concerned, I am very happv to assure you of the con- 
viction of this Government that its relations with the Republics of Latm America are 
upon a firmer foundation, perhaps, than ever before. This gratifying situation no 
doubt arises, te a gr^t d^ree, from the fact that the very troublee of me past year have 
afforded opportunities for cooperation and for the expression, in action, of mutual 
confidence. 

When the relations of Peru and Bolivia were strained by the acrimony engendered 
by their boundary dispute, which had been submitted to the arbitration of the Gor- 
emment of the Argentine Republic, the United States, while adhering to the policy 
of abstention from any undue ming ling in the affairs of other countrie"^ had th« 
opportunity to voice its confidence that the Governments immediately concerned, 
if left to themselves, would reach a solution satisfactory to the dignity and interesta 
of each, and in a manner to do no injury to the great principle oi arbitration. This 
belief was justified by events and later, through ue action of the governing board oi 
the Pan-American Union, the way was also smoothed in a manner whereby the BoUv' 
ian Government is to be represented at the conference. This action of the governing 
board has an importance in that it laid down a principle, in which this Government 
firmly believes, namely, that membership in the Pan-American Union entitles each 
Government to particii^te in the conferences irrespective of the existence of diplo- 
matic relations between it and the Government in whose capital the conference may 
be held — a principle which the Government of the Argentine Republic was the finl 
to espouse. 

In response to the request of Coeta Rica and of Panama, the good officee of th« 
United Statee were extended to bring together the respective reptesentativee who 
signed a convention under which the ancient boundai^ dispute between the tm 
countries is to be referred to arbitration. 

Quite recently, when the armies of Peru and Ecuador had been mobiliied and were 
reported to be insight of each other, the Governments of the Argentine Republic and 
of the United States of Brazil joined this Government in offering their mediation, 
under The Hague conventions of 1899 and 1907 and in the name of Pan- Americanism, 
and it is sincerely hoped that this action will prove to have averted a war, Th« 
promptness and cordial unanimity of this tripartite movement for peace happily illus- 
trates the harmony and good will of the Governments concerned. Indeed, scarcely 
less important than the beneficent results which it is hoped has been accomplices 
is the fine example of these great powers working together for a high purpose — an 



an important contribution to the probable success oi the efforts of the Govemmenti : 
which directly offered their mediation. This joint action is interesting also as giving i 
to the American Republics the honor of first making actual avail of these meet impor- 
tant provisions of The Hague conventions. 

Among the achievements in which this Government had not the honor of a part 
may be mentioned the following: There has recently been adjusted a boumury 
question between Peru and Brazil, and conventions have been signed between Argen- 
tina and Uruguay and between Brazil and Uruguay, with a happy effect upon th« 
question of navigation in the River Plato, and, in the second case, upon a question ot 
access to the sea from northern Uruguay through Brazilian waterways, 

■Kie geographical proximity of Central America, the frequency of trouble in the lea 
fortunate of those Republics, and the relation to them of the United States as a monl 
iMtrty to the Washington conventions of 1907 have resulted in this Grovemment's being, 
lor a number ot years, frequently called upon to exert its influence among those 
Republics. The present year has been no exception. As you are aware, there are 
now no diplomatic relations between the United States and Nicart^ua for the reason 
ijiat this Government has not yet seen its way clear to recognize any Government u 
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in the poeaeaaion and exercise of the governmental machinery of the whole country 
Tith the consent of the governed, as able and willii^ to diacharge its international 
obligations, as capable oi resposding to a demand for indemnity foT the murder of 
American citizens last winter, as detOTmined to bend every effort to bring those guilty 
to justice wherever they may be, and as prepared to strengthen, for its part, and to 
abide by the Waehington conventions. 

The policy of the United States toward Nicaragua was fully set forth in a letter 
addressed to the then charg^ d'aSaires of the Government of Zelaya, who was handed 
his paasporta December 1, 1909. Although the situation in Nicaragua remains a 
r^TOttable one, that policy has already had the effect, at least, of freeing Nicar^ria 
from a dictator who was the scourge of his own people and who disdained and trampled 
upon the rights and interests of ^1 foreigners. 

In being compelled to take somewhat drastic action toward such a Government the 
United States well knew that its action would not be misconstrued by the progressive 
American Republics with stable Governments and high ideals, for such Qovernmenta 
know that to ask justice for our citizens and to refuse to tolerate and deal with mediieval 
despots is only to be true to the civiliiation and institutions which they share. If 
this were not true, then Pan-Americanism would be a sham instead of a community 
of free and equal Governments, each worthy and demanding the respect of the others.

Gbhtlbubn : Let my firat words be thoee of sincere acknowledgment to your eev- 
eial countrieB &nd governments, in the name of the people and of the GovemmeDt d 
Aigentina, for the courtesy with which they have entered into the common desire by 
eo promptly sending their delegates to the place of meetii^ previously dea^iiatea. 
At the same time let them be words of welcome to you all. 

You have arrived at an opportune moment, when Argentina, in the midst of gen- 
eral rejoicing on the occasion of her historic centenary, waited to hail your presence 
with the profound sBtisfaction with which she beholds you in tlii" capital, so geo- 
erouflly selected by the Third Conference, held in Rio de Janeiro in 1906, for lie 
meeting of this, the Fourth Conference, an act of deference to this country su^eeted 
by the commemoration of an event of great significance in the fiistory of Americi, 
and the forerunner of an epoch of emancipation and liberty. 

These feelings are mutual because they coincide with the same aspirations, willi 
the same ideals, that have constituted the permanent and uniform baas of democratic, 
representative, republican government in the whole of America from ita northein 
boundaries to its most southern extreme; anditis the common dedre of all and of each 
of its several divisions that in (hem all there shall shine the light of civilization aod 
liberty, and shall prevail sentiments of equality and justice, conducive to the well- 
being of their inhabitants. 

You inai^iurate, therefore, gentlemen, your seesionB and your labors under favoc- 
able auspices, all the more favorable to your deliberations if you take into account 
that there is not, in the entire program formulated for this conference by the Intei- 
national Bureau at Washington, any (Question or problem whatever that turns upcm 
interests or tendencies involving conflicts between the nations of any portion of eiwa 
continent; and to this the consideration is to be added that, in view of the spirit c( 
moderation and harmony now prevailing, there will not be the remotest occasion for 
any misunderstanding. 

Gradually we are coming to realize the positive advantages of these congresses, 
which represent the comiiw together of all the individual States of both Americu, 
to deliberate upon those subjects which, from their nature and their bearing upon 
the interest of each nation, are of common concern. 

Step by step, by progressive stages, we go forward without touchii^ or diminishing 
in any degree, by uie manifest sdii^ity of our acts and i^reements, the autonomy 
and liberty of the participating States, because the foundation stone of these asseui- 
bliee is the maintenance of the sovereigntv and independence of each nation. 

It is true that in not a few instances the deliberations and conventions approved b; 
the conferences have not received on the part of the several Statos approbation, 
sanction, or execution, but these failures or delays are the contingencies to which 
this class of agreements is subject and they only serve to confirm in fact that which I 
have already said with reference to the inviolability of the aovere^nty of the several 
SUtea. 

I must here render due justice to the memory of the illustrious and renowned 
statesman, Mr. James G. Blaine, for having carried into effect in ISEM), in his official 
capacity as Secretary of State for the Government at Washington, the first and memo- 
rable conference held in that city, and I cherish the conviction that as time goes mj 
and the republics of America become more and more aware of (he reciprocal benefit* 
to he derived from these periodical assemblies, they wilt hold in eVer higher appre- 
ciation the wisdom and foresight of that initiative. 

In tliis Fourth Conference you are to devote your attention to the consideratiOT 
of a widely varied progmm of subjects, which, though perhaps on the whole not 
very numerous or complex, are, nevertheless, in their fundamental character, rf 
practical importance, and you will do this with the aim of facilitatii^ and renderii^ 
uniform, in so far as this may be compatible with the interests of each nation, the 
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formulae, mecma, and procedure to be observed iu the dispatch and adminietratioii 
of important matters, m order to avoid expensive and mmeceeaary proceedinga and 
delays. Under this aspect may be considered the Bubjecta in No. VII, "Coneidera- 
tion of the conditions under which the establishment of more rapid mail, passenger, 
and express steamship service between the American Republics can be Becured;" 
VIII, Consideration of measures which will lead to uniformity among the American 
Republics in consular document and the technical requirements of customs r^ula- 
tions, and also in census and commercial statiatice;" IX, "Consideration of the recom- 
mendations of the Pan American Sanitary CongrcsseB in regard to sanitary police and 
quarantine and of such additional recommendations as may tend to the elimination 
of preventable diseaaea, " all of which, aa will be understood, are of manifest utility. 
Such will also be the cnaracter of the subject contained in No. X, with reference to 
"patenta, trade-marks, and intellectual and literary property," if there can be found 
adequate means to harmonize the various principles and methods which predominate 
in these matters among the several States. 

It can not be doubted that Subject VI, ''Report on the prepress which has been 
made on the Pan American Railway since the Rio Conference, and consideration of 
the possibility of cooperative action among the American Republics to secure the 
completion oi the system," is of the utmost importance among the subjects to be 
conBida«d, since that railway would be the basis of mutual understanding, union, 
and commerce between the nations of both continents and the bond which would 
unite them all in the development of their industries and progress. This problem, 
aa is well known, has passed beyond the region of improbability into that of feasibility, 
and there would appear to be good reason to hope that (he conviction of its reciprocal 
advantages will convert it into a happy reality. 

But I ought not to indulge in these detailed observations upon that which, in its 
entirety, will constitute your program, and I therefore return to the general subject. 

It is a fact that both the initiation and the actual meeting of the First Congress were 
looked upon with misgivings by the European nations in the aupposition that it was 
proposed to stir up local interests or sentrnients tending to create certain barriers to 
the commercial and political relations of the two hemispheres; and it was believed 
that there was visible among its designs a coalescence with the Americanist tenden- 
cies of the Monroe doctrine. Nor were there lacking those who suspected that it was 
proposed to introduce a department in international law creatii^ special principles 
for the peoples of America. 

Events and the upright procedure pursued in the successive conferences have, 
nevertheless, completely demonstrated the falsity of such imputations, and to-day, 
with due justice to the conduct of the American Republics, recc^ition is given to 
the great utility and positive advantages of these congresses, which, aside from the 
opportunity they aSom for the elucidation of those matters of common interest which 
constitute the basis of their program, draw closer the bonds of union and friendship 
between nations, some of wtuch are held tc^ether by their common origin and tradi- 
tions, while all of them are moved by aspirations toward the common ideal of libOTty, 
civilization, and progress. 

It would seem unnecessary to repeat, in this connection, what has already been 
said, namely, that the success of tne congress depends upon the conduct, compe- 
tency, and diligence of its members, since the eminent position, preparation, and 
culture of them all give the highest and most complete assurance of the wisdom of 
their deliberations. 

Permit me now to recall certain antecedents related to the world-wide economic 
imMrtance of the countries summoned to take part in this conference. 

The eminent Secretary of State, Mr. Blaine, to whom I have already referred, at 
the opening of the first congress, set forth the principal data with reference to the 
nations assembled for deliberation in the following terma: 

"Their total area," he said, "amounts to, with but little diHerence, 12,000,000 of 
8C|uare miles, which is more than three times the entire area of Europe and only 
elightly leas thaji the fourth part of the land surface of the globe. Aa lo their pro- 
ductive efficiency, whether of articloB indiepensable to human lite or of those meeting 
the demands of luimy, the level which corresponds to these countries is also very 
high, since the one and the other are furnished to them by nature in a la^r pro- 
portion than elsewhere in the same world. These vast territories contain at this time 



latiou would without difficulty exceed one thousand millions." 

Now, gentlemen, the most recent data shown by statistics demonstrate that these 
figures I^ve changed greatly to the advantage of the peoples of America, displayii^ 
the surprising progress which year by year takes place among them, revealing a 
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tendency to development in a proportion not only never exceeded, but never equ&led 
up to the present time by any other nations of the world. 

First of all, the number of eiatce haa been increased by the two new Republics of 
Cuba and Panama; their area haa grown by the addition of that of Cuba, and their 
population repreaenls at the present lime a total of 160,000,000 inhabibmte. As 
concerns theii economic efficiency the fact is that the sum total of their exports, 
which constitute an exponent of tne productive power of nations, amounts to about 
three thousand millions of dollars, while the grana total of their commerce, includiiu 
exports and imports, shows the sum of about six thousand millions of dollars, of which 
a httle more than one-half belongs to the United Stales of America and the remainder 
to all the other Republics together. 

The statistical results just given, compared with the corresponding data concerning 
European states, inciudme with them China, Japan, Russia, and Asiatic Turkej^, ai 
well aa Canada, Coneidorea as British territory, give us a percentage for the American 
Republics of 118.90 gold exports per inhabitant, compared with 110.13 Rold for tlie 
other Statee to which I refer, and of $33 gold per inhabitant in the general commerce 
of exports and imports, as compared with $22.20 gold lor the other slates. 

The data thus given show forth the rapid development which is taking place in 
the productive power of the peoples of America, who are going forward at this time, 
inspired happily by the most effective means of devoting themselves to the honest 
development of their industries and wealth, which are the basis of their proeperiiy. 

Fortunately all those frequent political conflicts which gave rise to sucn unfavoT' 
able opinions concerning the capacity ot the republics of Latin origin tor self-govern- 
ment and well-ordered administration are passing away, and the very nations which 
formerly entertained so doubtful an opinion are now turning their eyes toward these 
new centers of production and wealthj whence there come so many and such varied 
resources for the maintenance of Ihe industrial activity of the great manufacturii^ 
centflrs of the world, contributing to the cheapening and abundance of the means a 
subsistence. 

You will therefore, gentlemen, devote yourselves to (he tasks committed to you 
with Ihe conviction of the importance which our countries hold in the world's cons- 
merce and with the aim to confirm by friendly association the antecedent conditionB 
of harmony amongst all the peoples of both the American continents to draw tiiem 
more closely together in their cooperation for mutual progress and happiness by 
estendii^ to each other reciprocal advantages and mutual aid. 

Far from being the rivals of any other nation or portion whatever of the world, we 
may con^tulate ourselves upon the fact (hat all our states have embedded in Uieii 
constitutions the loftiest principles of civiliaatioa and of liberality toward all other 
nations and toward all well-intentioned men who may desire to reside in their terri- 
tories lor (he purpose of labor and subsistence under the protection guatauteed by 
their free institutions. 

It is pleasant, moreover, to call to mind on (his occasion the new direction siven tn 
world-wide politica by the incorporation into the world's concert and councilH at the 
last Hague Conference, on terms of equality with (he great nations, the greater part 
of the American States of Latin or^^n, even those of least extent and population. 

It had come to be the inveterate custom of the powers to deliberate among them- 
selves on the destinies of incipient and weak nations, as if dealing with States or 
sovereignties possessing neither voice nor weight in the control and development of 
the rules, principles, and declarations inherent in human societies, recc^nized as 
independent and sovereign in their international relations. 

This condition of precarious autonomy and liberty of action, and the constant 
danger of beit^ subjugated or suffering the mutilation of their territory, would h&\e 
contmued among these weak States but for the wise and famous declarations i^ 
President Monroe, to which we ought to render due homage; and but for the constant 
action of other continental powers of somewhat greater strength in the defense of theii 
territories and sovereignties as well as their declared intention to cooperate for the pro- 
tection of those States which were endowed with lees strength and fewer means of 
self-defense. 

Nevertheless, although such declarations and precautions have been in practice 
efficacious for the maintenance of the integrity ol those international entities, they 
could nothave a like influence in establishing their importance or the share they ought 
to have in the councils of the nations, or in the development of Ihe rules and prin- 
ciples and rights to which the nations, whether weak or strong, should be amenable 
and by which they would be protected in their reciprocal relations and in their inte^ 
national conduct, in peace aa well as in war, and in all those cases to which the law of 
nations is applicable. 

The continuance of such a state of things, though it might not be said to be due 
entirely to the abuse of power, was due, undoubtedly, to an abusive neglect, which 
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was neither right nor proper ae & matter oE reason or of law, and which therefore could 
not be perpetuBt«d witliout a violation of juatice. 

It ia true that the invitation to take part in tiie Hi^e Conference did not reeult 
from the spontaneoue action of the powers, but from the initiative and inaiHtance of 
the Gkivemment of the United States and of those of certain other important Republica 
of America, to whom is due the eipreflsion of sincere jjratitude; but it ia not tierefore 
to be held aa a fact less propitious or of less historical si^ificance that the small States, 
up to that time held to be disqualified by their infenority were thus admitted with 
the rank of sovereipi States to take part in the elucidation and sanction of principlee 
and reoolutions t-^*"*' v-,.* i-»»» z^^^,^^^^^*^j i^*^ ^,,i-.m^ <s«j ^^,^*^ :_**_„_*:~..*i 
law, and to whit 
administration. 

This sanction and recognition of the rights of the weak not only coincides with the 
principlee of sound reason and justice, as has been said, but it alao raises the dignity 
of our nations, impels them to progress and places them in the pathway of moral and 
material improvement wherein thev will contribute by their labor to the productions, 
the commerce and the prosperity of all. 

It is my privilege to state tliat it is undoubtedly the occasion of genuine satisfaction 
to see the ucreaeed number of delegates present in this coi^rees, exceedii^ that of 
fonner congresses, and I can say with entire confidence that, if not all the Republics 
are represented, this is due to causes entirely foreign to the desire and action of the 
Aigentine Government, which has, on its part, made every eSort to secure their 
participation. 

Upon your action and your wisdom depend, gentlemen, from this time the success 
which we must all hope for from the labors of this conference, which are safely intrusted - 
to the care of such distinguished representatives. 

Honorable del^ates, in the name of His Excellency the President of the Republic, 
1 now declare your sessions open. 



YotiH Ezcbllbhct; Permit me to assure you of my high a]>preciation of the honor 
which has been conferred upon me, as chairman of the del^ation of the United Statce 
of America, of responding to and thanking you for the eloquent oration with which 
you have welcomed to this magnificent capital the delegates of tl^ Fourth Interna- 
tional Conference of American States and declared our sessions to have b^un- 

It is deeply gratifying to be able to feel that the words of amity and fraternity to 
which you nave given such appropriate and graceful utterance are to be received as 
an expression ana faithful reflection of the spirit of harmony in which we have assem- 
bled and in which our deliberations will be conducted. 

We certainly are meeting this time in the midst of the commemorations of historic 
events the recollection of which must bring a thrill of pride to every American heart, 
and in respect to which the President of the United States, in his last annual message 
to Congress said: "This conference will have a special meaning to the hearts of all 
Americans, because around its date are clustered the anniversaries of the independence 
of so many of the American Republics." 

In the presence of those great transactions fraught with developments the beneficent 
eBects or which become more and more apparent with the lapse of years, we are 
neither North Americans nor Central Americans nor South Americans — we are simply, 
one and all, Americans, From a common condition of colonial dependence we have 
all of us alike passed through the trying ordeal of a struggle for national existence; we 
have known the sacrifices incident to such a contest, and the uncertainties that 
attend and succeed it, and we have alt alike rejoiced, as we do to-day, in the achieve- 
assured and vigorous national indepei^dei 



Scarcely, however^ had the movement for independence in Latin America reached 
a succees/ul conclusion, when the permanency of the triumph seemed to be put in 
jeopardy by the concert of antagonistic and reactionary forces in other lands. It w 



then that President Monroe, animated with the spint of American solidarity, and 
giving expression to the common interest and common ideals and aspirations of the 
Amencan people, made to the world the celebrated declaration since known as the 
Monroe Doctrine, to which your excellency has so happily adverted. This doctrine, 
conceived in the broadest spirit of American brotherhood, was designed by its author 
' be, as it has since become, a general charter of liberty and independence to all the 
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govenunental and colonial systems to the Amencan continent would not in future bt 
permitted, but it also proclaimed in no uncertain tt-rms that the American natioci 
would henceforth be masters of their own destiny. 

It is very gratifying to the delegation of (he United States to hear the toucbi]); 
tribute which your excellency has paid, and for which I bee leave to express out 
sincere appreciation and thanks to our great countryman, the late Mr. Blaine, for hi 

Cin bringing about the meeting of the First iDternational American Confereoct. 
w of us w ho knew Mi. Blaine well remember how deep and constant was his inta- 
est in the proceedings of that conference, and with what zest he labored for its succea, 
and although various projects and resolutions in which it resulted may not have been 
eventually incorporated in formal treaties, yet its results and those of the two confer- 
ences which have succeeded it mark as a whole a great advance in American inte^ 
national relations and in the relations of America with the rest of the world. 

We of this delegation do not doubt — and I am sure that such is the opinion also o( 
all the other del^atea here present^-lhat the work of the present conference will, si 
your excellency has intimated, be conducted in a spirit of harmony and with & viei 
to the largest possible measure of practical achievement. As is indicated by the pnv 
ffram, the conference is charged with the duty of facilitating international intercourse 
by arrangements of common utility W the several States of this hemisphere. 

It is (|ui(e true, as your excellency has justly stated, that the initiation and meeting 
of the fiTBt conference were looked upon by certain European nations with suspicion 
if not with actual alarm; but I think we may congratulate ourselves that no such 
feeling exists in any part of the world with respect to the fourth conference which in 
assembled here to-day. 

It can not be teo frequently afflnned that there is nothing in American eolidaritj' 
and constantly increasing friendship to imperil the interests of the old countries fropi 
which the peoples of America derive their language, their laws, and many of th«ii 
customs, or indeed the interests of any other countries in the world. On the coo- 
trary, we, delegates from the countries here in conference assembled, hope and fee! 
that the older nations will realize from our experiments in government and from 



American international solidarity that national aggrandisement and prosperity a 
be attained far moro readily by friendship than by war. We hope and feel also uui 
whenever friendship between nations is based, as that of the American Repiiblics k 
upon a desire to promote the welfare of mankind and the advancement of order and 
justice, such friendship can not fail to he instrumental in the furtherance of higher 
ideals and a potent factor in (he di^usion of the blessings of peace not only on this 
American continent oE ours, but in other lands beyond the seas unto the uttennoei 
parts of the earth. 



HoNOBABLB Dblboatbb: First of all 1 desire to express our acknowledgment of 
the honor which you have conferred upon the Argentine Republic in designatii^ the 
president of her delegation to occupy this high office in this honorable conference 
and, in voicing the sentiments of the nations. Itake pleasure in declaring to you that 
all oE you are now in your own country and in your own home. 

Favored with the honor of havine you as her guests, the city of Buenos Au^ee will 
endeavor to make your stay agreeable to you, so that you yourselves, placing your 
hand upon the heart of the Argentine people, may perceive her ardent aspiration! 
toward confraternity with the omer nations and her persistent efforts to work out her 
own destiny among them, holding as the invariable rule of her international actioo 
the inspirations of justice and peace. 

The purpose which brings together in this hall the high representatives of America 
has been defined and made clear by the experience of preceding assemblies, eetting 
aside under the dictates of prudence everything which might divide us, in order to 
seek those practical solutions which will direct them without stumbling l« the eecuritj 
of that American solidarity to which we all aspire. 

It is easy, moreover, to recognize the influence of that saving thought that Soats in 
the atmospheie of our century, which grows strong in the minds of statesmen, and 
moves upon the conscience of the nations. It tenches us that nations, as well » 
individuals, are called upon to constitute a juridical conimunity, a society ruled 
exclusively by justice and by law. 

Rel^^ted by the present to a distant past which will not be repeated in the future, 
' ' 8 for political confederations and defensive alliances wrought out in the 
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CoDgreaB of Panama, and in tbe asaembliee which succeeded it down to the middle 
of the past centuiy, have been Bubetitutod by a imivetsal interchange profitable to all, 
and the dialrust oE those timee there has succeeded a loyal lecc^ition of the civilizing 
influence of Europe. 

As to the indisputable desuubility of giving unifonuity to the nilea of international 
private law in order to decide such conflicts as ariee from the diversity of legislation, 
this natter, which engaged the attention of the Congrean of JuristH in Lima in 1867 
and that of Montevideo in 1888, now awaits the execution of conventions already 
entered into. The committee of jurists which is about (o meet in Rio de Janeiro, and 
future conferences, wUl aleo contribute lo the more precise determination of the rules 
of international public law, contributing to the action of the universal peace conCTesees 
held at The Hague in which, with the participation of America, a permanent tmiunal 
of arbitration has been o^anized, the usages and customs of war, as well as those of 
neutrality, have been regulated, while at the same time it has been proposed to 
ornmize an international prize court. 

lie Stat«B of (he New World, as has been well observed, constitute a numerous 
family compared of twenty-one sisters. To this it may be added that, older or younger, 
great or small, strong or weak, their rights are the same; and in these conferences, 
which we may consiaer as family councils, it is proposed to eetablish among them a 
unity of thought and of aepirations, in order that their practical and economic rela- 
tions may be more cordial, their interests more harmonious, and their rights more 
completely guaranteed. 

As an eipresaion of this American solidarity in its new and progreaeive outlook 
and in the broadening of the scope of its action, diplomatic conferences, such as ours, 

J')in hands with the scientific conEressee held in Buenos Aires, Montevideo, Rio de 
aneiro, and Santiago, Chile; with the medical congresses assembled in the same 
capital cities, and with the student congresses inai^urated in 1907 in Montevideo. 

All these contribute, each in its own sphere, to cause the countries represented in 
them to know each other better, to direct their efforts effectively to the easy removal 
of tbeir difficulties, and, what is more than all, to learn to love one another, for this 
is the lav of nations as well as of individuals. 

Furthermore, the policy of cooperation on the part of the several American States, 
not directly interested in a given conflict, for the purpose of facilitating solutions 
which are all the more reasonable and just because friendly and conciliatory, in 
the use of procedure compatible with the sovereignty of the nations m question, will 
contribute effectively to the maintenance of peace, and, with peace, general prosperity. 
^Gentlemen, I undetHtand that I am to preeide over a diplomatic assembly in whidi 
each nation reserves to itself the benefit of its own vote, because the decisions of the 
majority do not compel the minority. We have not come together te debate doc- 
trines or to verify auppositions, but to leave on record the measuree which public 
opinion in general recommends in order to secure the well being of all. AlUiough 
lees brilliant than that of a scientific or parliament&ry congress, the task of the Fourth 
Intamational Conference will he no less beneficent and practical; it will draw closer 
the bonds which unite the American Republics, will harmoaize theiiinterests and con- 
solidate international amity.

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All the topics of the pn^ram of the Fourth International Pan American Conference 
have now been exhausted, and in inviting you to the act closing its eesaiona undef 
direction of bis excellency the miniBter oi foreign afiaira, I futhll my duty in con- 
gratulating you upon the labor that has been performed, Uie spirit by 'nhirb it has 
been animated, and the fniitful results that it is destined to produce. 

The program undoubtedly has been a limited one. and, it should be stated, wisely 
a limited one. It baa comprehended topics of practical imporiance tending to bind 
countriee tliat join one another but wbidi do not cany on a reciprocal trade. In it 
there is nothing savoring purely of doctrinary or scientific interest, such ae befil« 
.1— ! — 1.-.„4., "f international law and the important features of which have been 



already codified in The Hague Conzrea 

And should we seek the cause of the limitation we must indicate where the evil lies. 
Nobly ei^aged in the task of institutional organization, Latin America feels within iu 
midst the agitation of grave problems of internal order upon the solution of which in 
turn depend still graver problems of international policy. 

The day will come, nevertheleas, when, once internal peace baa been assured along 
with the guaranty of all rights and lib^ies, and once American confraternity has been 
consolidated along with tne prevalence of legal resources and the concentration of all 
interests, it will be possible to discuss openly the problems and doctrines that occupy 
the mind of the thoughtful and that agitate the mass of the people in regard to whatever 
concerns the community at large or in particular the relations of the States of America. 

Toward that goal these periodical conferences are impelling us, and as to the present 
one I may state that, in the debates carried on with such a breadth and abimdance ol 
knowledge in the meetings of the committees and in the deliberations of the plenary 
sessions as well, the delegations here assembled have displayed a most exalted ^iril 
of conciliation and mutual concession by which all difficulties and divergences have 
bsen smoothed away. 

It could not be otherwise when one remarks the deferential consideration shown 
toward this Republic, and of which eloquent testimony has been given by the Govem- 
menta adhering to this conference in their appointment of deie^tions composed ol 
representative persons versed in public affairs and inspired by the loftiest sentiments 
of najmony and cordiality. To this should be added the adoption of the moat approved 
methods of parliamentary procedure, as theyare observed in the diplomatic congressei 
of the world when bringing to the attention of the assembly proposals naturally elabo- 
rated by the aid of opinions freely uttered and mutually rectified and harmonized in 
the delrates of the committees. 

And the practice in question may be regarded as established, not by precedent 
alone, butby the significance as well of these conferences. The problems affecting the 
interests of tne States and possessing a scope not always foreseen and a complex nature, 
call for mutual and temporary concessions; to which should be added the circum- 
stance that in a juristic society in process of formation law must be worked out grad- 
u^y and in a conciliatory fashion, that is to say, through a general interchange of 
ideas of men and of capital which constitute, as they do, the basis of present day 
civilization. 

Messrs. Delegates, if the preceding Pan American conferences have merited ibe 
prestige of illustrious statesmen like Blaine, Hay, and Boot, respectively, the presenl 
one does justice to the lofty inspiration of its honoiary president^ His Excellency the 
Secretary of State, Philander C. Knox. Owing to his deferent initiative, seconded by 
the other nations represented in the International Bureau, the first topic of the pro- 

S»m is devoted to "^the commemoration of the centenary of the Argentine Nation and 
e independence of the American Republics." 

On your part, recognizing the fact that commerce is the chief agency of intemationtl 
union, you nave proposed meholdingof a permanent exposition of the products of llie 
soil and industry of America at large ana the publication of an artistic work which

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Bhallrepioduccfaceimilesof thedeclarationeofiadependeace, a brief hietorical sketch, 
and the portraits of the heroes of emant ipation. 

And it is fitting to recall at this time that that emancipatioo, aside from a number of 
local circumBlances, beholds iia initial cause in the great movement of the Engli^ 
colonies of (he north, in which George Washington was the fighting arm and the geniue 
of aclion, Jefferson the power of mind that stuiped the act of independence, the new 
Magna Charta of America, Chief Justice Marshall, its sapient organizer, who definitely 
modeled Ihe most perfect organism that has ever been evolved from the human mind, 
and which has illumined the path that leads to the determination of principles gov- 
erning the conduct of nations, as has been set forth with hie acknowledged scientific 
authoritativencss. by our learned colleague, Mr. John Bassett Moore, in his commemo- 
ration in the State of Delaware of the centenarj- of the genial expounder of the Coneti- 

Id this final session the del^;ation of the Argentine Republic wishes to give expres- 
sion of ita gratitude for the share taken bv the delegations in Ihe commemoration of ite 
national festival after having made like aemonstrations of homage to Ihe anniversaries 
of Colombia, Peru, and Ecuador which coincide with the period of our deliberations. 

You have also rendered due homage to that apostle of peace, Mr. Andrew Carnegie, 
and to hie generous efforts in behalf of universal progress, pointed out the advantages 
of scientific congresses like that of Santiago, Chile, and of Buenos Aires, and deter- 
mined upon the manner of celebrating the opening of the Panama Canal, the impor- 
tance of which for the world's commerce and the cause of peace undoubtedly will 
surpass that of the Suez Canal. 

This widening of tiie spirit of confraternity displayed in the celebration of a glory 
and progress common to the entire continent has oeen intetrupted by manifestations 
of sorrow shared equally by all ; I refer to Ihe expressions of condolence transmitted to 
t!osta Rica for the calajuity visited upon the city of Cartage, and to the Republic of 
Chile for the death of its illustrious F1«sidcut, me Excellency, Mr. Pedro Montt. In 
the solemn eeeeion held for this purpose it may be said that America at large bowed 
reverently before the remains of one of her favorite sons because, if indeed Mr. Montt 
was horn in Chile, his great heart belonged lo the continent entire, having served, as 
he did, the cause of peace among all the nations of Che New World. 

You have improved the organization of the Pan American Union by givi^; to its 
Oi^anic charter the solemnity of a convention eo as to show, it would seem, that the 
eSort of two decades has strei^thened the solidarity of right and interest in the con- 

The honorable Dr. Knox has summed up in iehcilous terms the great objects of the 
institution by observing that, thanks to its influence, the nations of Pan America 
would succeed from year to year in drawing more and more cloeely the bonds of good 
understanding and greater community of interests which join them; and Senator 
Root, who has left such pleasant recollections among us, has seen in the monument, 
destined k> aheller it like a confession of faith, a pact of fraternal duties, a declaration 
of fidelity to an ideal; the rule of universal public opinion condemning as an enem^ 
to the happiness of the American Republics whatever bv reason of a rebellious spirit 
or selfish ambition may aris€ to distrust the peace that should endure. 

Furthermore, the Pan American Union, not having been the result of a violation or 
of a preconceived idea of international policy, lives and will continue because it has 
arisen out of a general conviction of the benefits that it brings, and finds therein its 
greatest support. In this wav one may understand why the sentiment of American 
solidarity throbs in the entire niatory of free America and why it has made its infiuence 
felt even in the midst of armed contentions that have disturbed the peace of the 
continent. It was the spirit' that hovered over the chaos. 

As the surest means of attaining these results you have broached the study of meas- 
ures conducive tfl the increase of land and water communication as aided by uniform- 
ity in consular and customs Hgulations and commercial statistics. It has been 
remembered that, out of the 3,400 kilometric leagues separating Washington from 
Buenos Aires, tese than one-third of that distance luie yet to be covered ere the great 
work of the Pan American Railway; will have been completed. It may be added that 
the railway in question, as well as river communication by the La Plata to the Orinoco, 
which is to be its complement, and the investigation of which was recommended in 
the conference at Mexico, will constitute eventually the chief arteries of circulation 
in the ceotral portion of the continent. 

Following the same order of ideas in regard to the closer union of our peoples you 
have recommended the holding of a congress of American universities to promote 
univeraity extension and other measures of intellectual cooperation and have made 
some provision at the same time for an interchange of professors and students. 
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In this regard I must obaerve that in the univerailiee of this country will be beard 
foi many years to come tbe pleasiiig ecbo of the eloquent lecturea given in them by 
famouB American profeesora, like Sherrill of the United States, MaMua of Peru, 
Cruchaga Tocomal and Alvarez of Chile, and Ramoe Pednieza of Mexico, harmonizing 
with tiMt oi the words of authority pronounced by the great mastera of present day 
science in Europe. 

So far as conventions and literary and industrial property are concerned, it must be 
acknowledged that you have taken a great step in legislating separately for each and 
in consecrating decisively a principle laid down by universal justice, through the 
provision that a recognition of property right securea in one Stale in accordance with 
its laws as fully effective in all the others without the necessity of observing any other 
formality, so loi^ as there shall appear in the work some statement indicative of 
property right reserved. 

It is a positive consecration of tbe well-known aphorism; literary property is a kind 
of property through which the immanent sense of justice has preventeti the spoliation 
of the noblest products of human effort. 

While not denying that tbe rule of reciprocity in benefits may be a decisive element 
in negotiations of a commercial character, it must be admitted that in tbe interchange 
of scientific, artistic, or literary works the theory of the mercantile balance doee not 
apply, for the reason that a nation is always benefited by ibe diSuaon of knowledge 
whatever be the origin of the work containing it. 

It only rebiains for me to allude to your important recommendations concerning 
the convention of Washington on sanitary police and the explanation of the conven- 
tions on pecuniary claims with respect to the only cases which are lo be preceded by 
diplomatic negotiations. 

Messrs. Delegates. I have made then a synthesis of your work which is not to be 
sterile, and, in taking leave of you wiOi the expression of my acknowledgment for the 
kindly considerations with which I have been honored, I beg that you will convey 
to the heart of the nations so worthily represented in this conference the good wishes 
of this people for their happiness and aggrandizement. 

Toil them that the Argentine nation longs for the day when America entire shall 
have finished her institutional evolution in the.Bense of forming "an indestructible 
union of indestructible states," as runs the phrase consecrated by the most authorita- 
tive Areopagus on earth. 

That it also may attain grandeur through the labor of her sons and the interchange 
of peace with all the other nations. 



ADDRESS OF SB. XPIFAKIO POBTBU., ADOUBT 37, 1910. 

I am not going to make a speech; I am only going to say a few words in order to 
express thanks in my own name and in those of my coworkers in the office of the 
secretary general, for the motion presented by my distinguished friend, Mr. Quesada, 
of the delegation of Cuba, and for tbe very kind words with which he has supported it, 

I do not know, gentlemen, whether the office of the secretary general haa done 
everything necessary to make your labors easy and your stay in this capital agreeable, 
but I can assure you that at least everything possible has been done; such has been my 
endeavor; in order to respond to the honor shown by your Governments to our coun- 
try and to make you feel at home among us, which would temper the unavoidable 
homesickness with which you were bound to be affected on account of absence from 
your country, from your families, from your business, from everything thai binds one 
to his native soil. 

I ought in my turn also Ui thank you profoundly for all the assistance which you 
have rendered to the office of the secretary general without which the accomplieh- 
ment of your complex and difficult task, to which 1 have alluded, would not have 
been possible. 

And now, gentlemen, upon the very happy termination of your tabors, I hope that 
you may lake to your homes the best impressions of this Icuid, and with them the 
beautiful vision wnich you leave among us of America, great in the expansion of its 
commerce; in its industries; its intellectual culture; strong in the close, the intimate 
solidarity of its moral, material, and political interests; and loved and respected 
because of its observance oi right and its devotion to justice. 
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We have nitneBsed an exceptional event. Buenos Aires has aeen America con- 
vened in this memorable assemnly. No ceremony could have more worthily figiired 
in the celebration of our first centennial, and the republicB of the continent could not 
have rendered greater hamaee to our independence nor have sent us their congratu- 
lations by more dietinguished meseengetB. 

The future conferences will meet successively in the other capitals o£ America, 
and before ihey have completed iheir final circle and before the circuit close OH 
Buenos Aires, gentlemen, about a century will have elapsed. Neither we, nor even 
our children, are to be seated ^ain on benches such as ttese. 

Things sometiineB are more lasting ilian human life against the destructive work of 
time; but it may also be that this very building, recently completed, will have been 
replaced at that time by some edifice more vast and more sumptuous, which will 
better correspoDd to the immense capital of the second centennial. 

Only the past of your deliberations will remain indestructible; the minutce which 
will contain the thought of the Govemmente and of the best men of America con- 
cerning difficult problems; the treatiea signed to draw nearer and develop the inter- 
eeta; tne harmony of twenty nations sprung into independent eicistence almoet at 
the same time and under the same condttiDns; and, above all, gentlemen, you must 
permit me, on this occasion, to disclose the common feeling that there is an American 
spirit; tbat there is a continental spirit which could not be formed among the colonial 
and dispersed islands of Oceania, nor among the barbarous tribee of Africa, nor among 
the fiovereignties of Asia, of which Japan alone ha.9 achieved incorporation into 
contemporaneous civilization, nor in Europe itself, our common mother, the civilizer 
of the world, which counts races by nations, and has not yet been able to completely 
obliterate its sectional ant^onisms. 

But this peculiarity, gentlemen, imposes duties upon us which are correlative. 
We must establish a common friendship to protect ourselves reciprocally in the devel- 
opment of our material interests; we must respect the rights of all the republics and 
never exereise force except to the rule of justice; great or small we must not forget, 
either, that the acts of our Governments and of our political parties give prestige to 
or tarnish the name America. 

I recoeniie that along this path your conferences have made great strides and were 
always Uie s^ificant expression of a high ideal of conlinenlal fraternity. If your 
programs are narrow, it is because they designate a neutral ground upon which with- 
out serious misunderstandings so many sovereign nations can meet; but, on the other 
hand, they are fully carried out, always markii^ thereby the gradual extension of 
our first victories. You, repre.'^entatives of America, have worked lor the better- 
ment of your intellectual, economic, and mercantile conditions. You have stimu- 
lated interehange of all sorts and overlooked boundaries for many interestt^. You 
have consolidated the intellectual union by legislating wisely on the bureau of our 
Republics. You have fostered the study of national problems, and you have honored 
the labors of the scientific congresses. And if at times you interrupted your fruitful 
labors it has been to render hom^e to the American spirit, sending to the peoples, 
or to men, your word of encouragement, of gratitude, or of consolation. 

I certainly do not belittle the importance ot the work done, if I allow myself to 
hope for the future, once international boundaries are established and the final ques- 
tions which separate certain countries of the continent are settled, that the prt^ams 
of future conferences be enlarged, including all the problems of industry, commerce, 
resources, and laborj seeking how our railrimds, how our rivers, how our great oceans 
may be converted into factors ot a single pn^ress and a single welfare in order that 
we may reach the common ideal of obtaining the happiness of our people* and of lov- 
eline, also, as far as possible, the inequalities of fortune and history, 

I have said nothing on the principles ot international law, because I do not believe 
that there is an American international law, I bcliovo there is but one civilisied 
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intemadoD&l Iaw, aod eince all the American Republice have been iaviled to 
conference of The Hague we ought, in my judgment, treat theee questions wilb i: 
other natianB of t^e earth; but 1 again invoke the American apint and I aak yv. 
"Why should not the nations of this continent be the heralds and movers of that nr 
which echoeeevervwheie agitating the spirit of the popular maseee in the great natict 
the clamorous wish of univentat peace? . 

The firat Hasue Conference produced the Convention for the Pacific Settlement 
International Disputee, which created the committeex of investigation and aided d 
procedure to establish scientific arbitration. Owing to thi8 world-wide treaty-^ii 
first in the history of humanity — many grave difficulties that might have diBturb- 
thepeace of nations have disappeared in peaceful agreeraents. 

The second conference desired to boIvb two moet important problems that 
present a decisive step forward in the pn^ess of intemational^w — obligatory art 
tration and the creation of a paramount court of justice. Both problems were solv'- 
in principle, but their application is delayed by difficulties which it is impotviblt ■ 
overcome. The agreement to formulate the rules of obligatory arbitration was on 
obtained on eight poinlsandonly had the votes of 32 nations. In the three States di 
voting and in the nine contrary votes, ^ntlemeDj no American nation ia numberei. 
The anembly, however, desired to obtain unanimity before adding ihis new triumi: 
to the universal treaty of the fiist conference. 

The permanent court of justice which would have had to apply the rules of obi* 
atoryaroitration was created underacouveiition which recoivod unanimoua appro v 
but it was not possible to find any svstem, accepted by all the nations, under whi 
to organize the new tribunal. While some supported equality of representation 
alt countries, others desired to provide, by means of diplomatic procedure, a p 
portional representation in accordance with the influence which each country ex 
cised in the world. The first theory gave the majority to the weak nations; ib 
second gave it to the strong imtions; irreconcilable ideas, and the establishtnenl 
the new permanent tribunal remained at a standstill. 

1 have just stated the most important problems of contemporaneous intemationi^ 
law. They mark, in my judgment, the only channel that can lead us to the judi. "' 
I>eace of the world. We shall reach it by that road or we shall not reach it at

conduct of nations. Peace can not come except from the sanction of universat las.'. 
and the establishment of an international tribunal. 

And, therefore, in your exalted rostrum which has the continent for its audit 
I solemnly pray that the natives of America, be it through their Government*, k 
it through tne office of their republics in Washinalon, be it in a fifth conference, 
study the problems, seek the most appropriate sonilions, and that united they sup- 
port them as a contribution to human happiness in the first conference that hmt 
assemble at The Ht^e. 

Gentlemen, in this year the majority of our republics complete a century of indrf 
pendentlite. We can now say, as in Washington, "America for humanity, becaufl 
we are sovereign nations and the place we occupy in the world we owe to strengdl 
of OUT own arm and to our blood heroically shed. But let my last words be to send froiD 
here a message of acknowledgment to the great nation which initiated these eoD' 
ferences, which preceded us in the stru^le for independence, which afforded wj 
the example of a fruitful people or^nized as a republican nation, which on a dxy 
memorable in history said: "America for the Americans," and covered as it ««k| 
with a shield the independence we hod won.

If the fourth international conference, which at this moment solemnly closes in 
session, had endeavored to show with those that preceded it and demonstrate in 
an irrefutable way the broad and friendly spirit in which all its acts have been per- 
formed, it could not have succeeded in doing so any better than to-day by desig- 
nating as representative of the honorable delegations who compose this august bodv 
the humble representative of one of the smallest countries of the continent, anil 
signifying by such noble procedure that in this memorable love feaat, offered to all 
America by the glorious Argentine Republic, all of us take part with equal right aud 
identical responsibility, and that under the sumptuous roof of this building, -whicb 
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baa been our home, tbere ie but one title which can and ought to resound, and that 
ia the title of "Brother" 

To render thanks for the immenee honor which through my person is bestowed 
Upon the people and Government I repreBent and to the section o£ the New World 
to which 1 am proud to belong would be to belittle its magnitude and to endeavor 
to crystallize in words, always inadequate, sentiments and feelii^B which man has 
not yet learned toeiprees. I confine myself, therefore, to saying to you all, "Thanks, 
my colleagues and companions." 

ConfereaceeliketHepresent respond to a very lofty aspiration; they are the magnifi- 
cent esponente of the grade of civiUzatnon and culture reached by humanity and Uiey 
have in the history of the world of Columbus, connections, antecedents, and founda- 
tions which sanction them in an immutable and definite form. To the infinite as- 
pirations of the liberator, .who, after having emancipated constellations of peoples, did 
not free himself from his ideals except upon the boundless bosom of death, did 
the initiative of the Congress of Panama belong, as did the generous, exalted and sym- 
pathetic action of one of the greatest and noblest of spirits which has breathed in this 
continent — that of Henry Clay, whocouldiuBtly be called the father of the Pan Ameri- 
can idea, and this idea is one that, like all redemptionary and important ideas, has 
made its way in the world, and has had ita precursers, its promoters, its martyrs, its 
apoetles and its converts. To recall their names already anointed with the gratitude 
of peoples would expose me to the risk of making lamentable omissions, and therefore 
I limit myself to asking that this conference, the direct result of their eSorts, should 
retain a thankful remembrance of the spirits of those illuatrious dead and of the very 
eminent persons who happily for us still live, and who have sCru^led and suffered in 
order to plant the luxuriant tree from which we are beginning to gather already the 
ripened and most beneficial fruits. 

If the group which is the fatherland is nothing more than the extension of the family 
and the utter in its turn does not represent anything more than the multiplication of 
the individual in time and space, how can we help but comprehend that the tendency 
and aspiration for American fraternity are for us, the sons of the Western Hemisphere, 
the highest form of patriotism. Man grows fond of the crags, mountains, plainit, and 
valleys in which his first years were spent, and he who studies ethnical and geograph- 
ical affinities becomes firmly attached to the portion of the globe in which he happens 
to be borne. America, if not created at least discovered by the gigantic enterprise 
of the hero of Genoa, arose, an immaculate, entire and pure virgin at the same his- 
toric moment, and although its fiite has been different during the colonial period, un- 
derstood that in the future the deetiniee of its various sections were inseparably con- 
nected; finding the genuine expression of the sentiment intuitive, and therefore in- 
destructible in the fonnation ot the Monroe Doctrine, interpreted in its broad and 
magnanimous spirit bv the eminent Aiventiue statesman who to-day honors us with 
his presence and who by the just votfi of his own fellow-citizens must very soon fill the 
Bnnreme maKistry of this privil^d country. 

Much has Deen said in analyzing the ultimate result of the conferences, of the fears 
that their assembling might cause our common mother, Europe. Publicists, perha))6 
badly infcmned, may have been apprehensive that upon the assembling of the Ameri- 
can peoples in fraternal intercourse, we were about to forget what we owe to those 
civilizations so niany centuries old; and to renounce, like ungrateful children, our 
origin, our country, and our blood. Happily nothing has occurred that might justify 
8u^ pessimistic apprehensions; and with a calm spirit and dispassionate judgment, 
these periodical meetings are judged, it will be understood that, at the same time 
they benefit our peoples, assure peace, increase their welfare, render firm their credit, 
and extend their possibilities and eneigy, they influence in a decisive manner the 
harmonious development of the world, and therefore they affirm and draw closer the 
bonds which unite us with the countries of the Old World. All of which tends to 
better the conditions of living mankind in the world and in hastening his pn^reesive 
development, broadens and augments the sum of happiness to which the race can 
aspire, constitutes a secure guaranty of its commercial expansion and of its future 
prospects, and guarantees by this means the growth and the power of the others, since 
the attaiiunent of large properties rests more on the wealth and on the advance of the 
other bodies than on the properties themselves; and never on ruin or decadence or 
downfall of their rivals. 

Men inspired no doubt widi excellent intentions, but dragged by the P^asus of 
a generous Utopia have believed that they could save themselves at a given moment 
bma deep abysses and that they could scale inaccessible heights, going so Car as to 
Mv that conferences like the preeent have defrauded the hopes of the peoples and 
fallen far short of the desires that move humanity, in view of the limitation of the 
programs and the severe conciseness of the topics treated in them. Such a manner 
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of tbi"fc'"g involves no doubt btoad and I&udable views, but it implies at the sun« 
time a complete forgetfulnees of what is fatal and irreeiatible in the laws that rule 
the world with rc^;ard to biol<^ical and social matters. If Linnteus attained his glory 
and Darwin hia univereal renown, proclaiming and proving that nature doee not 
skip, we have shown by our action and our modest labor that we prefer to advance 
a centimeter upon solid and finn ground to launching oureelveH like Icarus in tiit 
starry firmament and to fall like him with our wings broken and our illuaions dead, 
upon the cold realities of the earth. A great man, who can ngt help being remem- 
bered during circumstances like the present, Senator Root, said upon in&uguistiiig 
the monumental edifice tliat shelters the Intemationat Bureau of the Americu 
Republics, tliat the Pan American ideal had advanced slowly and euiely, and thai 
thia itself proved its deepeeatednees in the minds of the tieoplea and was an aeBumncc 
of its success in the future. "Make baste slowly," saia the ancients, our inaet«iB in 
everything, and to this wise and profound advice we havo conformed id dischaiging 
the taak commended to our zeal. 

I am not going to enter upon an analvsis of the work done by this conference. 

After the brilliant scene and complete slat^ment ol it made by our venerated 
president, it would be a task as venturesome as it is unneceesary. At this point I 
would like only to recall that the statesmen and diplomats who, with the valuable 
cooperation of the illustrious Secretary of Slate of tne United States, Philander C. 
Knox, formulated in Washington the program that has served as the basis for our 
deliberations had in mind especially th^ idea of strengthening and drawing clwef 
the relations among the peoples of the hemisphere by creating a community of interest 
among them; by increasing maritime communication; by assuring the existence of 
the ^n American Union, the importance and utility of which is shown by two 
decades of most meritorious and prolific labor; by preserving the health and life of 
the inhabitants of the New World throu^ the adoption of proper and humane meaa- 
urea, both hygienic and jirophylactic; Dy guaranteeing Mtistic and literary prop- 
^ty; by fixing the form m which our exchange of professors and students may be 
arranged so as to bring up men and generations fitted to the task of accompliahing 
what we unfortunately have not been able to do, and by fostering, in general, among 
die members of the great American family who think well of one another but who 
know one another very slightly the currents of soiidarily, cohesion, and sympatb; 
which have already brought with them as an immediate result, though never suffi- 
ciently appreciated, the knowledge that we have acquired and that has oeen obtained 
of us m this great and prosperous country. 

We have agreed, furthermore, upon the manner in which the opening of the Pao- 
ama Canal is to be celebrated, which, if due indeed to the persevering and bercui«aD 
eSorls of the great American people, represents for the world at large the beginxdng 
of a new era; it opens a broad and alluring haven to the nations of the continent, 
and to tliose of the central portion of it in particular; and by reason of its incalculable 
importance may only be compared with the discovery of America, that gave us mate- 
rial existence, and with the political emancipation that made us freemen at once 
responsible and conscious. 

Hand in hand with our friends we are seen, at once united and interjoined, inton- 
ing on memorable occasions hymns to the epic glories of the American Republics 
and mingling our tears with those which a destiny implacable and blind has drawn, 
for one reason or another, from the eyes of our brethren. 

The same spirit of kindly forbearance and brotherly concord has prevailed throu^- 
out our debates and discussions. Tourneys there were in which, as in medical 
times, the champions embraced one another in knightly fashion before and aft«r Hie 
combat, but never a poisonous encounter to leave a ^nrticle of rancor or bitterness 
in the heart. Divergent views and opinions could have been carried to extremes, 
but the circumstances simply prove that we move in an atmosphere of complete 
liberty and ot absolute independence, and when, as is bound to occur, an agreement 
was reached and a conciliation efiecled, there were neither conquerors nor conquered, 
since both felt the same intimate satisfaction, the same consoling fruition. 

Here is the work that under the high and favorable auspices of the supreme gov- 
emment of the A^entine Republic it has fallen to ue to realize. It is not for me to 
judge or estimate it, but I think it proper to affirm without boasting that, on leaving 
for the last time this room in which we have so often assembled, we can bear with ns 
to our respective countries the satisfaction of haviiig performed whatever lay within 
our power, thus fulfilling worthily the mandate with which we have been honored 
and, BO far as we could, cooperating in the attainment of the ideals that are to assure 
the happiness of our children and the good fortune of the pleiades of peoples, alike 
republican and democratic, who make up the New World. 
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Ungrateful would it be U in concluding this oration I was Dot to render, in the name 
of mv honorable colleaguee, a heartfelt tribute of gratitude asd acknowledgment to 
the Argentine Government, over which Hia Excellency Mr. Jos6 Figueroa Alcorta 
ao worthily preaidee, and to hia eminent coliaboratore as well, for the constant and 
multiple favors that nave been sbown ua; to the illuHtriouB gentlemen of the preceding 
bottid who, by reason of their undeniably exquisite tacttitlneaB and benevolence, were 
the prime factors in the success that has accompanied this congress; to all the author- 
ities of this marvelouH capital for their courteous and kindly efiorta in our behalf; 
and finally to the committee of moat distinguished ladies, who with their many deeds 
of hoepitality reminded us of the warmth and sweetness of our distant and beloved. 

Hr. Minister, a sentiment of most intense admiration bae pervaded us when we 
b<&old the giandioee and incomparable manner in which the Argentine Republic has 
made known to the world and to factory the progress and advancement which the 
blessingB of peace and the stimulating action of right and justice, honorable labor, 
and w^th of soil have enabled it to attain within a century of autJinomous and inde- 
pendent life; and in acknowledgi^ and extolling most enthusiastically such won- 
drous rosultfl we lift our prayer to Providence that the future may have still greater 
triumphs in store for this noble people and that they may continue to be as they are 
iMnr^ the honor and glory of the Latin race and the gem of Intimate pride of their 
ctmtmental brethren.

Mr. PTtiident and honaraJile delegaUr. 

The del^iation of the United States of America to the Fourth Intemational Con- 
ference of Americaa States has the honor to Bubniit the foltowinK report of the action 
of the Government of the United States on the conventions and resolutions adopted 
at the Third Conference, held at Rio de Janeiro," July 21 to August 26, 1906. For 
convenience of reference the several conventions and resolutions herein referred to 
have heen given numbers corresponding to the order in nhich those conventions and 
resolutions appear in the report of the del^iatee of the United States to the lliird 
Conference. 



I. The first convention concerns the establishment of the status ot naturalized citi- 
zens who again take up their residence in the country of their origin. This conven- 
tion was approved by tne Senate of the United States on Januaiy 13, 1908, was ratified 
by the President on January 16, 1908, and the instrument of ratification was deposited 
with the Government of Brazil on February 25, 1908. 

II. The second convention, which deals with pecuniary claims, was approved by 
the Senal* of the United States on March 2, 1907, was ratified by the ftesident on 
March 13, 1907, and the instrument of ratification was deposited with the Government 
of Brazil on April 23, 1907. 

III. In regard to the third convention, which relates to patents and inventions, 
drawings, and industrial models, trade-marks, and literarj' and artistic property, it 
may be slated that, owii^ to the great difficulty of harmonizing existing patent Eegis- 
lation and practice with tne plan of this convention, no action thereon has been taken 
by the Government of the United States. This legislation and practice conform in 
all particulars to the treaty of Paris of 1S83, to which the United States, Brazil, and 
the nations of Europe have adhered, and aa the working of that treaty have been 
BBtiafactory to all the signatory States, it is believed to be m the interest of all nations 
that any new conventions into which they may enter should be framed on similar 
lines, to the end that a system uniform and world wide in ita operation may be estab- 
lished. 

IV. The fourth convention provides for the appointment of a commission of jurists 
to prepare a draft of a code of private international law and a draft of a code of public 
intemational law regulating the relations between the nations of America. This con- 
vention was approved by me Senate of the United States on February 3, 1908, was 
ratified by the President on Februarv 8, 1908, and the instrument of ratification was 
deposited with the Government of Brazil on March 16, 1908. The Congress of the 
tlnited States has made an appropriation for the expense of the representation of the 
United States on this commission. 

We tnay add that the United States has ratified the copyr^ht convention adopted 
by the Second Conference held in Mexico in 1902; but, even with re^trd to this con- 
vention, the situation has recently been somewhat changed by the action of the copy- 
right congrees held in Berlin in 1909, the proceedings of which have an important 
bearing upon any new intemational copyright measures that may now be in contem- 

KESOLUTIOHB. 

1. Instructions in harmony with the first resolution, which was designed to advance 
the cause of intemational arbitration, were given by the Government of the United 
Stat«B to its repreeentativee at the Second Peace Conference at The Hague. 

2, 3, 5, 8, and 10. The second resolution, concerning the reorganization of the 
Intemational Bureau of the American Republics; the third resolution, relating to the 
building for that bureau; the fifth resolution, dealing with the creation of a section 
erf commerce, customs, and commercial statistics in that bureau; the eighth resolu-

This cumtiiittee promptly effected its organization, and has since held frequeil 
meetings in the city of Washington. It has put itself in communication with the com- 
mittees appointed by other governments for the promotion of the common purpowf 
for whi<^ such committees were created, and has been helpful in securing the rati- 
fication of the conventions to which the Government of the United States haa given 
its adherence as herein reported. 

The committee has had under consideration the question of uniformity of censia 
data, and has suggested that it would be advisable for all the countries of the Interna- 
tional Union of American Republics to establish a periodical census of p>opuUtioD. 
and that this conference might well recommend for the purpose the appointment (rf 
an international census committee, which should have as its aim the taldi^ of a 
census for all America in 1920. 

The committee, furthermore, has furnished the Department of State with teponi 
on certain Pan American interests and relations and has supplied the Secretary of 
State with data for his use in making suggestions, as a member of the governing boari 
of the International Bureau of the American Republics, for the pn^ram of the present 
conference. 

8. As recommended in the sixth resolution, which concerns public debta, the Gov- 
ernment of the United States instructed its delegates to the Second Peace Conferem* 
at The Hague to bring to the attention of that conference the question of the compul* 
Bory collection of public debts and pecuniary claims, and the conference adopted t 
convention for the limitation of the employment of force for the recovery of contract 
debts. 

7. On the seventh resolution, which concerns the rf^lation of admission to iht 
practice of the liberal professions, the Government of the United States, on accouoi 
of the limitations imposed upon it by the Constitution, has not been able to take direct 

9. As to the ninth resolution, the object of which was lo assure the periodicil 
assembling of tbe conference at short intervals, the Govemmeut of the United Stain 
views witli approval the method embodied in this resolution, whereby the goveroii? 
board of the International Bureau of the American Republics was authorized ic 
designate the place of meeting, and, subject to the conditions fixed by the conferencr. 
the date thereof, 

. 11. The Government of the United States has complied with the three recommendi- 
tions contained in the eleventh resolution, which relates to sanitary police, havii^ 
been a signatory party to the convention of Washington, October 11, 1905, and dim 
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that time having beea reprasented at the eauitary conventions held in Mexico in 1907 
and in CoBta Rica in 1909. Th* United Statee, funhennore, has so perfected the eani- 
tation of its ports that all are now free from plague and fever. 

12. The report of the special Pan American Railway committee on the subject- 
matter of the twelfth reaolution, which concerns the Pan American Railway, is, by 
direction of the Secretary of State of the United Slates, herewith submitted to the 
honorable conference, 

13. On the subject matter of the thirteenth reeolation, no action has been taken by 
the Government of the United States on account of the fact that the conference on the 
coffee industry suggested by that resolution has not been convened. 

14. In compliance with the fourteenth resolution, the Pan American committee of 
the United States considered the problems of fluctuations in exchange and a report 
upon this subject was'prepared under its direction.

BEPOBT OF THE ARGENTINE DELEOATION. 

Hit ExcelUney the Pretident of the Fourth International American Conference: 

The delegation of the Argentine Bepublic to the Fourth International American 
Conference has the honor to submit the following report regarding the action of the 
Government of the Republic on the resolutions and conventions of the Third Con- 
ference, held at Rio de Janerio in Jiily, 1906. 



I. The Argentine representatives in the Second Peace Conference at The Hague 
were authorized to adhere to the resolutions which might be adopted in the sense of 
promoting the adoption of the principle of arbitration. 

II. The Rejiublic has orgamzed the Pan-American committee to which resolution 
IV of the Third Conference refers. To that end and by decree of June 30, IW, it 
organized said committee consisting of Drs. Mario Ru(z de loa Llanos, HoractoOaldeWin, 
and Jacinto C&rdenas, in order that they might move the approval of the resolutions 
adopted by the Third Conference and to furnish to the International Bureau of the 
American Republics all data which it might need for the preparation of its labors, 

III. The Argentine delegates to the Second Peace Conference at The Haeue were 
authorized to consider the question of the compulsory collection of public debts and 
pecuniary claims, and they took part in the reactive deliberations, 

IV. InthereportwhichtheAreentine delegation presented to the Third Conference, 
with respect to the part of the Republic in the construction of the Pan-American 
Railroad, the following statement was made: 

"That the extension to Q\iiaca of the railroad to Bolivia had abeady been con- 
tracted for hy the Argentine Government; and the studies made of the Bolivian 
section, from La Quiaca to Tupiza, the completion of this section was indispensable 
and of great advantage," 

Wo Dave the satisfaction to stale to the conference that the Government of the 
Republic has entirely finished the portion allotted it in the railroad program, the 
capital being connected with the noilhernmost boundary of the territory, 

V. The iEiepublic has likewise complied with the recommendation made to the 
Governments that they should have prepared a study of the monetary eystem existing 
in each of the Republics, specified in reaolution XIV, sending to the Bureau of the 
American Republics the respective data. 



Under date of May 16, 1907, the executive sent to the honorable congress a message 
relating to the convention on international law, signed at the Third Conference on 
August 23, 1906, requesting the approval of the following draft of a law: 

Article 1, Let the convention signed at Rio de Janeiro, on August 23, 1906, hy 
the delegates of the Argentine Republic and the other nations represented in the 
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Third International American ConfereDce, foi the constitution of an international 
board of iurigla, composed ot one representative from each State, for the ptupoee irf 
preparing a draft of a code of private international law, which shall govern the relatiou 
between the nations of America, and whose first meeting shall presently take plan 
at the city ot Bio de Janeiro, he approved." 

(The other articles are fannal.) 

This draft is still under consideration by the honorable cor^teM. 

VII. As far as concerns the other conventions concluded at the Third Conference, 
they were sent to Congress under date of June 18, 1909, accmnpanied by the foUowii^ 
message: 

" IV) (A< honorabU Con^rat: 

"The executive has the honor to siibmit to your honor the conventions «duch I 
inclose in certified copy, and which were signed by your del^^tes at the Third Xnte> 
national American Coiuerence convened at Bio de Janerio. 

"They are: 

"A convention fixing the status of naturalized citizens who again take up their 
residence in the country of their origin; 

"A convention on pecuniary claims; and 

"A convention on patents, designs, and industrial models, trade-marks and lit«iarf 
and artistic property. 

"Another convention adopted by the same conference, and relating to the meeting 
of a board of iurisls chai^d with preparing the draft of codes ot public and private 
international law. was already submitted for your approval under dat« of May 16, 1907, 
and since then hafi been pending your decision. The reason why that convention 
was sent you separately and prior to the others was because of the speed with which 
its fulfillment should nave Been accomplished in accordance with provisions, and 
the end for which it was destined. 

"The importance and propriety which these apeements have for the int«reslso{ 
the Republic and for the greater progress of its relations with the countries of Americs, 
in conBonance with the sentiments of fraternity which inspired said conference, viW , 
not escape your eminent sagacity. 

"Therefore, (he executive refrains from entering upon considerations of this nature I 
and refers to the report and pertinent incloeures of our delation, copy jncloeed, 
as well as to the other documents of the conference which the printed volume containi I 
therein published and which is also inclosed. 

"In this sense, the executive asks of your honors that you mav see fit to give yonr 
approval to said convention in the form of a draft of a law which he sends heiewitli." 

Of these conventions the one referring to the status of naturalized citizens who 
again take up their residence in the country of their origin and the one referring U 
pecuniary claims have been approved by the chamber of deputies and await, in order 
la become laws, the final approval of the senate. 

So far as concerns the one relating to patents, trade-marks, and lit^^ry and artistic 
property, ila approval has not been Ihoueht urgent because this point has been i 
eluded in topic X of the program of the Fourth Conference.

Youa Excellency: The delegation of Brazil has the honor to present to tlieFourd 
International American Conference the following report on the reeolutiona a&d cm 
ventions adopt«d by the Third Conference convened at Rio de Janeiro in July ai 
August, 1906. 

"nie following were approved by the National Congress of Brazil: The reaolutiii 
ot August 23, 1906, on sanitary police (legislative decree No. 1864, January 9, 1908); 
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the convention of August 13, 1906, "Fixing the atatus of naturalized citiMnB who 
wain take up their residence in the country of their origin" (le^slative decree No. 
2116, October 8, 1909); and the convention of August 23, 1906, ''Beconunending tjie 
meeting of an international conuniseion of jurists at Rio do Janeiro in 1907, for the 
purpoee of preparing a code of private international law and another of public inter- 
national law which should govern the juristic relations between the countries of 
America." (Legislative decree No. 1834, of Decemebr 7, 1907.) 

The meeting of the internation^ conuniseion of juriBte covered by the convention 
of August 23, 1906, was postponed until May 21, 1911. 

There still await the approoation of the National Congress of Brazil: The resolution 
of August 13, 1906, "Reorganization of the International Bureau of the American 
Republics"; the resolution of August 13, 1906, "Establishing in the departments for 
foreign aSairs of the American countries special committees charged with the duty 
of promoting the approval of the resolutions of the in temational Amencan conferences' i 
the convention of August 13, 1906, "Pecuniary claims"; the resolution of August 22, 
1906, "Practice of tie liberal protesaions"; the convention of August 23, 1906, on 
"Trade-marks and literary and artistic property"; the resolutions of August 23, 1906, 
on "The Pan-American I^lway"; and the resolution of August 23, 1906, "TTrgii^tiie 
Qovemments to hold an international American conference at the city of SHo Paulo, 
Brazil, for the purpose of taking effective measures for the benefit of the coSee pro- 
duceiB. " 

Concerning the matters relatit^ to the resolutions of August 16 and 23, 1906 fCom- 
mercial Relations, Monetary S^tem, and Sections of Commerce, Customs ana Sta- 
tistics), the delegation of Brazil has the honor to present, as inclosures, for the con- 
sideration of the Fourth International American Conference, the followii^ data, 
documents, reports, and publications: 

I. Development of the railroad system in Brazil up to June 30, 1910 (incloeure 
No. 1). 

II. General movement of the mails of Brazil (incloeure No. 2) willi copies of the 
postal r^ulations (inclosiu^ No. 3). 

III. Teltw^ph systems of Brazil (incloeure No. 4) with the schedule of the stations 
of general d^ivery of telegrams (incloeure No. 5), and a graphic diagram of the receipts 
ana expenses, number of telegrams, number of words, and length of telegraph lines 
(incloeure No. 6). 

IV. La Politique MonStiare du Brazil (incloeure No. 7), the report of Dr. Juan 
Pandia Calogetu; a study which the Third Conference in one of its resolutions 
recommended to Uie Qovemments of the American countries.

Meun. DeUgatti to the Fourth InUmatiotuil American Con/ererux: 

Before entering upon a consideration of the matters relating to the fulfillment of 
Article III of the program of this conference, the delegation of Chile re^rds it as 
a primaiT and pleasing duty to renew to the Aigenrine Nation the testimomal already 
rendered by the high public authorities of Chile of appreciation for the transcendent 
fact in its patriotic annals which is commemorated m this present year. 

The most important political event of the nineteenth century undoubtedly was 
the emancipation of the American Continent, preceded, as it was, shortly before by 
the rise of the great Republic of the United States of America, the example of which 
was followed and its republican organization imitated by tiie nationalities eetab- 
lished in the remainder of America. 

The second feature of the program under which the present Pan American Con- 
ference begins its work has to do with the idea of commemorating what might be 
called the birth of the young American nationalities, by reason of the fact that this 
year sees the advent of their first centenary of independent life. 
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Taking into eonaideration the drcuniBUnce fiiat the celobraljon of an historic*! 
bet of BUch (culminating importance coincides with the meeting of this conference 
in the capital of the Argentine Republic, the delegation of Chile propoeee, as a meuu 
of strengthening its recollection, the following reeolution: 

"That by joint efiort of all the nations represented in this conference there be 
erected in the city of Buenoe Aires a suitable edifice for the permanent exhibidon 
of the products and manufacturea of all of them under the name of Pan Americao 
Exposition of Products." 

In com;)liance with what ia agreed upon in Article III of the program, the delega- 
tion of Chile now proceeds to lay before the honorable assembly the views suggested 
by the principal conventions and resolutions adopted in the Third Intematdinial 
American Conference at Rio Janeiro in the year 1906, 

The conventions and resolutions of Rio Janeiro have been ratified by Chile. 

The conference of Rio Janeiro recommended the establishment of special aectiom 
dependent upon the minister of foreign aSairs, and charged among other functiong 
witii the duty of promoting the adoption of the agreements made in t£e Pan American 
conferences. In compliance with this resolution, the Grovemment of Chile, by 
decree of December 31, 1906, appointed a committee composed of Messrs. Joaquin 
Walker Martinez, Luis Antonio Vergajra, Emilio fiello Codecido, Adolfo Guerrero, 
Aiuelmo Hevia Riquelme, and Alejandro Alvarez, 

On August 28, 1907, this committee issued a report on the conventions of the con- 
ference in question and also on the resolutions which were of a nature to be sab- 
nutted to the approval of the National Congress. In this report, which is appended 
to the present treaties (Appendix A), these conventions are examined and tne con- 
clusion is reached that all of them should be approved by the legislative power, is 
which also is recommended the approval of the resolutions concerning Hie treaty on 
the exercise of the liberal professions concluded in Uexico, and the sanitary conven- 
tion previously agreed upon in Washington. 

The assent of both branches of the National Congress having been obtained, the 
President of the Republic, in accordance with constitutional procedm-e, approved 
those conventions on the following dates: 

By law of June 17, 1909, the convention dealing with the exercise of the libenl 
professions; 

By law of June 2S, 1909, the convention establishing the status of naturalited 
citizens who again take up their residence in the country of their origin; i 

By law of the same date, the convention relating to pecuniary clamis; 

B^ law of July 2, 1909, the convention relating to patents and inventions, drawiogi 



By law of July 3, 1909, the convention relating to a codification of intematiunaJ law; 

By law of July 23, 1909, the sanitary convention; i 

This delegation is pleased to inform the representatives of the countries meeting i 

in this aeeembly that all the conventions which were made a subject of agreement 

in the conference at Rio de Janeiro, have been made a part of the legislation of the 

Republic of Chile, ' 



In the juc^ment of this delegation it is manifestly desirable that the conventioD 
be put into practice which provides for the creation of a commission of jurists, to be 
composed of one representative from each of the signatory countries, which shall 
prepare the plan of a code of public international law and of a code of private inter- 
national law which may regulate the relations among the States of America. Thi) 
convention has been approved by a number of States sufficiently large to produce 
results in accordance witn article 3. 

On the other hand, taking into consideration the importance of this subject, tbe 
delegation deems it advisable to have the conference indicate the bases or geneial 
lines along which the international commission should proceed in the performance 
of its duty. 

We believe that the attention of the codifying commission ought to be ceiit»«d 
upon those matters on which the States of America have shown themselves to be in 
a^eement or on which the commiasion thinks that such agreement would not be 
difficult to secure. The conventions signed in the previous conferences and the 
results of the Congress of Private International Law held at Mont«video both furnish 
useful antecedents in this respect, A similar basis is offered by the conventions and 
resolutions of the European international congresses in which the States of Ameiic* 
have been represented or to which they have given their approval. 

Outside of the commonly accepted division of international law into public and 
private, a division which the aforesaid convention adopts in its provision for the 
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ejparation of a. plan of a

code for each of these two branches, the delegation of Chile 

unqueetionably advantageous for the conference to axtapge 

r a separate code justified by the special character of the intemaliooal questions 

that affect the relations of the American Continent. 

_ One very marked distinction in fact may be observed between international queo- 
tiona common to all civilized nations, which consequently posseea a world application, 
and those questions which are peculiar to this continent, either because uiey arise 
in America alone or because they relate solely to the Ameticaa countries. 
To the diversity of problems arising out of conditions peculiar to each is due the 



je of this second group of relations o£ an American character, without implying 

D ^neral any antagonism between such relations and those which are common to ftU 
iiations or any opposition whatever to the srowing solidarity of all the States. 

In the work of codification it would be desirable to give especial attention to these 
numerous questions of a purely American sort in order that they may be dealt with 
suitably on our Continent, the particular reason beinc that since tbey have not arisen 
in similar form in Europe they have not been considered by the publicists from that 
pointof view and accordingly have not been made the subject of conventions between 
the States or of resolutions on the part of international congresses. 

As examples of questions of that nature we might mention those which have to do 
with problems of immigration; the investment of European capital in America; con- 
tracts for colonization; concessions of national property and public works, especially 
to foreign syndicates; nationality; rights of foreigners; diplomatic claims, especially 
pecuniary claims; civil wars and the many questions connected with them, such as 
the recognition of belligBrencyj neutrality, the right of asylum; the rights and duties 
of adjoning states in aieai claimed by two or more States that have not carried the 
delitnitstion of their frontiers to that point; the responsibility of States in cases that 
have not yet been taken sufficiently into consideration by international law, such '~

the acts of nomad tribes or those done in regions which on account 6f their ge<^raphical 
conditions lack properly constituted authorities; sovereignty over polar regions, el«. 

Starting from the fundamental distinction that wo nave made, the delegation 
submits to the conference the idea of recommending to the codifyinc commission 
that, in addition to arranging the subject matter in acccodance with we recognized 
division into public international law and private inteniational law, it divide its 
work into the two groups, the one of world application and the other of American 
application such as we have mentioned. 

The subject matter having an American application would be made up into a 
plan which, after having been brought to the knowledge of the several Governments 
and having been examined by them could be presented with their respective observa- 
tions for the approval of the next Pan-American conference, in accordance with 
article 3, including articles 2 and 7 of the convention of Rio de Janeiro on inleruational 

The subject matter having a universal character would be made up into a separate 
plan that would follow a like course. But in view of the world importance of such 
subject matter, it would he desirable to submit the aforesaid plan,^in the name of 
the American States that misht have approved it, to the next Hague conference, 
which probably will meet before the coming American conference. In this fashion 
the American nations would make known to that congress their desire of arriving 
at a more complete juristic regulation of international relations. 

In conclusion, the delegation of Chile has the honor of submitting to the consideration 
of the conference the following 



The Fourth International American Conference resolves: 

To confirm the convention agreed upon at the third conference of Rio de Janeiro 
relative to the codification of international law by means of a commission of jurists 
and believes that in the performance of Its duties it should arrange its work on the 
following bases: . 

(a) In addition to keeping separate the usual divisions of the subject into public 
international law and private international law, it should also subdivide its work 
into matters of universal application and of American application; 

(6) The matters of American application would be nmde up into a plan which, 
after having been brought to the knowledge and attention of the governments, could 
bo pfeeent^ for the approval of the next Pan American conference in accordance 
with Article III, paragraphs 2 and 7 of the convention of Rio de Janeiro; 

(e) The matters of universal character would be made up into a separate project 
that would follow a like course and it would be presented in the name of the American 
States which might have approved it to the next conference at The Hague. 
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PBCTTNIAKT CUIUS. 

Aaotber of the conventions agreed to in Rio de Janeiro to which the delegation of 
Chile desires to call the attention of the conference, is that which deals with pecuniarj 
clairoB. This eubject, intereetiDe in itself, is given a special place on the progiam, Mo. 
11. This convention seta forth tliat the treaty on pecuniary claims, signed at Meiico 
on January 30, 1902, is to remain in force, with exception of Article III, which iseiip- 
pressed, until December 31, 1912, for both the nations that have ratified it and for 
those which may hereafter ratify it. In its firet article that treaty of MexicostaM 
that the high contracting parties obligate themselves to submit to arbitration all 
pecuniary claims that may be preeentM by their reepective citizens and -which can 
not be settled amicably by the diplomatic medium, provided always that such claims 
are of sufficient importance to warrant the expense of arbitration . 

It is undoubtedly of great importance that the American Stales should duly r«^;ulate 
this matter which has given nse to so many conflicts on the Continent and which 
accordingly is of real American interest. 

The text of the first article of the Mexican convention above mentioned indicate 
the complex character of this subject. It comprises two principal points that maj 
be Bet forth in the following terms: 

1. When has a State the right to make a claim in behalf of its citizens? 

2. What means are offered for the settlement of the question? 

The first point is by far the more important for the American States, understanding 
as they have done the necessity for determining it, and in fact they have made several 
conventions with European States or among themselves. 

It is not Burprising that the international American conferences should have dealt 
especially with this matter. In its session of April 18, 1890, the first conference of 
this sort meeting in Washington made, contrary to the vote of the United Stat«s and 
with the abstention of Haiti, interesting declarations about the rights of foreigners. 

The Second Pan American Conference similarly believed it desirable to deal with 
this subject of the rights of foreigners. Taking as a basis a project presented by (he 
del^ation of Chile, and one from the delegations of Colombia, Ecuador, Venezuela, 
and the Central American Republics, the following convention was agreed to in 
Mexico on January 29, 1902, by all the delegations with the exception of that of tlie 
United States: 

"Art. 1. Aliens shall enjoy all civil rights pertaining to citizens, and make use 
thereof in the substance, form, or procedure, and in the recourses which result there- 
from, under exactly the same terms as the said citizens, except as may be otherwise 
provided by the constitution of each country. 

"Abt. 2. The States do not owe to. nor recognise in favor of, foreigners, any obliga- 
tions or responsibilitiee other than tnose established by their constitutions and lawe 
in favor of their citizens. 

"Therefore, the States are not lesponsible for damages sustained by aliens throu^ 
acts of rebels or individuals, and in general, for dami^es or^inating from fortuitotia 
causes of any Mnd, considering as such the acts of war, whether civil or national; 
except in the case of failure on the part of the constituted authorities to comply wit^ 
their duties. 

"Art. 3. Whenever an alien shall have claims or complaints of a civil, criminal, o 
administrative order against a State or its citizens, he shall present his claim to 
competent court of the country, and such claims shall not be made, through dipk 
matic channels, except in the cases where there shall have been, on the part of the 
court, a manifest denial of justice, or unusual delay, or evident violation of the priu- 
ci^es of international law." 

The delation of Chile believes that it would be advantageous to have the con- 
vention of Rio de Janeiro on pecuniary claims, which, as above mentioned, is to be in 
force until December 31, 1912, renewed for an indefinite period; and believing that it 
should be imderstood in accordance with the principles of intomational law sanc- 
tioned in the convention approved at Mexico on the rights of aliens, would be gratified 
also were this latter convention tji be ratified by all tiie countri^ of America. 



The last two conferences have ^ven especial attention to the reorganization of the 
Bureau of the American Republics, which wae founded by a resolution of the First 
Pan American Conference held in Washii^lon. 

In the conference of Mexico a resolution was approved in which was laid down a 
plan of oiKanization for the office on the fundamental basis of giving to it a truly int^- 
national character. Accordingly it is stated in Article I : 

"The International Bureau of the American Republics shall be under the manage- 
ment of a governing board which shall consist of tne Secretary of State of the United 
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StAtea of America, who shall be its cbairmiui, aad tiie diplomtktic repreeentativeB of 
all the Rovemmente represented in the bureau, and accredited t« the Govemment 
of the United States of America." 

One of the topics proposed in the program of the conference at Rio de Janeiro was 
that of reor^nizing the Intemational Bureau of American Republics on a more per- 
manent basis and of enlarging the sphere of its activity. 

Following out theee ideas, the conference at Rio approved an important resolution 
in which are aet forth with greater preciaion the fmictions intrusted to the bureau 
and insured its duration for a period of 10 years, which may be continued indefinitely 
by others of like length, and mtemal r^idations were drawn up also for the manage- 
ment of the office force. 

The program of the fourth conference takes up similarly the study of the actual 
organization of the bureau and of the recommendations relative to the extension of 
the term of its operation and t« the improvements which mizht be introduced in it. 

On this point, availing ourselvee of the same purposes that have inspired the agree- 
menlH of previous conferences, tending to give to the office of the Bureau of the Amer- 
ican Republics all the necessary stimulus for the realisation of the beneficent work 
of drawmg the countries of America more closely together, we are of opinion that, 
apart from the duties intrusted to it by those ^reements, it ought to serve in general 
as a bureau of information regarding the commercial relations of the Repuolics of 
North, Central, and South America among themselves, eo as to promote the inter- 
change of their products and secure by these practical methods the creation of new 
and permanent bonds of friendship. 

As a corollary of this primary object, we believe that preferential attention should 
be given to examining (he question of the establishment of new means of communica- 
tion amoi^ those countries, with the idea of making them easier, more rapid, regular, 
and fteq^uent, as well as to the assurance in a practical and effective form of lines of 
iutemabonat navigation which may befit these purposes on the basis of Qie lowest 
freight char^ for the products of international American interchai^ and of the 

ntest rapidityin communication that may have as its object the stimulation and 
jlopment of^ commercial relations between two or more countries of the continent. 
The delegation of Chile has observed with interest the establishment of the Inter- 
national Bureau in its new and sumptuous building, the construction of which is due 
in great part tA the munificence of the American citizen, Mr. Andrew Carnegie, and 
it approves with pleasure the proposed resolution to t«stify to the gratitude of the 
American Republics. 

COUUERCIAL RBLATIOKe. 

Another of the resolutions adopted in Rio de Janeiro refers to the promotion of com- 
mercial relations among the countries of the continent. On (his pomt the program of 
the fourth conference includee a study of the bases on which may be attained the 
establishment of a more rapid service of communication by steamer for the carrying 
of mail, passengers, and cargo among the American- Republics. 

Up to this time the Govemment of Chile has not been informed whether the Gov- 
ernments represented at the fourth conference or the International Bureau of the 
American Republics have made any progress in this matter or laid down the bases in 
question. 

Accordingly this delegation confines itself to the expression in general form of its 
feeling in regard to this point on the program and to the declaration with the support 
of certain facts which prove it that the Govemment of Chile is disposed to cooperate 
in the improvement of maritime communication which may bind the Republic with 
the couD^es of North, Central, and South America. 

This delegation does not ignore or exclude in any way the valuable contingent 
which the fleets of Europe bring to our means of banaportation. 

It understands, of course, the advantage of having the American countries provide 
simultaneously with the fleets of Europe lor the interchangee bv sea that may concern 
them by the natural means of their own merchant marine. And it thinks that this 

Cgram may be realized only if certain American countries, those to which nature 
given an extensive seacoast, give a vigorous impulse to the increase of their mer- 
chant fleets. 

Beyond doubt the opinion held by the people and the Govemment of Chile is that 
our general deetiny is bound Ifl the mcreaae of the national merchant marine. 

For a number of years the Govemment has granted to Chilean maritime navigation 
the open protection of no small subsidies. 

By praiseworthy individual initiative there has been constituted a great navigation 
enterprise, the South American Steamship Co., which pliee alon? the entire west coast 
of tlie Pacific as far as Panama, and whicn at one time carried the commercial flag ot 
Chile as far as San Francisco. 
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Accordingly there haa been eBtablished in the country & commercial fleet, the 
capacity of Which in Bteam and sail, in vessels of more thai) a hundred tana, reached 
in the biennial period, 1907-8, 156,316 tons (Lloyd's Register). The tonnage of the 
United Statee in the eame period was 4,511,928; of BrazU, 210,685; of the Argentine 
Republic, 130,071; of Uruguay, 57,447; of Mexico, 31,046j and of Peru, 26,242. 

Chile is thus tlie third among the Americas powers which with their merchant fiag 
croee the seas extending from me United Stat«a to the Straits of Magellan. 

The favor, however, that the public authorities have shown to national navigation 
has appeared deficient; and at mis present moment out congress is considering a bill 
presented by the executive which proposes a seriee of systematic meaeures tendii^ 
forever to secure to the commercial marme of ChOe a future of increasing proaperity. 

According to the purposes which it has in mind, and according to its traditional 
policy, the Government of Chile looks with favor upon such means as will extend the 
radius of lines already eatablished and make the transportation of paaeengera more 
rapid and freight charges cheaper around the American Continent, and particularly 
along the South Pacific coast. 

The Third Pan American Conference, assembled in Rio de Janeiro, approved a 
resolution drawn as follows: 

"The Bureau of the American Republics shall be intrusted with the task of pre- 
paring a plan which shall contain the definitive bases of tie contract which may be 
concluded with one or more steamship companies for the establishment of new Unas 
between the countries." 

Chile would be greatly pleased if the means of transportation already established 
on the initiative of its own citizens were to aid efficaciously la securinjg thiscontntct, 
and in promoting the progress of steam navigation among the countries of the New 
World, ae is desired in the agreement of the Third and in the program of the Fourth 
Pan American Conferences. 

CUBTOHa RGOULATIONS. 

The conference at Bio de Janeiro intrusted to the Bureau of the American Repub- 
lics a study of the customs le^lation of the countries, in order to procure an agree- 
ment upon uniformity in administrative procedure in America. 

In the program of all the International American Conferences there is an article 
dealing with llie simplification and unification of customs procedure, the tormtJitiea 
of which, when they are not confined to measures indispensable lor safeguarding 
legitimate collection of fiscal duties, constitute a aerioua obstacle to a commerce that 
needs liberty and rapidity in its operations. 

The formalities of customs procedure harmonise in general with the syst«m of 
adminiatration peculiar to each country, and accordingly should be r^arded as 
belonging exclusively to its internal legislation . 

Certain recommendations of a general character, however, could be made in an 
international American conference with the object of incorporating them in the 
legislation of the countries of this continent so as to produce, so far ea possible, a unifi- 
cation of customs formalitiee. 

Preceding the preparation of auch proposals a compilation should be made of the 
laws and regulations of each of the American Republics dealing with customs pro- 
cedure, and the data thus brought together ahould be studied and compared by persons 
poaseased of technical or expert knowledge in these matters. 

To this end, the conference of Mexico recommended the holding of a customs con- 
gress composed of one or more delegates from each Government, who should be named 
from among cuatoms administrators and presidents or members of chambera of com- 
merce. The customs congress met at New York in 1903, and, althoi^h made up of 
persons specially fitted for the study of theae subjects, was not in a position to make 
detailed recommendations because of the lack of data and information furnished in 
advance. It ap^iroved certain conclusions of a very general character (Appendix B), 
almost all of which have been sanctioned in the legislation, r^ulations, or custoina 
practice of Chile, and insisted, furthermore, on the necessity and urgency of carrying 
on the investigation indispensable to success in deliberations on customs matters in 
the future iutemational conferences. 

Owing to the lack of preliminary investigation, the necessity for which had already 
been strongly ui^ed, the third international American conference found itself unable 
to recommend the adoption of determinate measures which would serve to attain the 
beneficent result for which efforts have so long been made and agreed to the estab- 
lishment of a section of commerce, cuetoms, ana statistics in the Bureau of the Amer- 
ican Republics, which by means of a permanent and adequate oiganizatioa could 
make an investigation of the customs legislation and consular and statistical regula- 
tions of the Republics of America and prepare a report on the matter which should 
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be presented in advance to the Governments of th« countriee represented in them 
conferences. 

The conference of Mexico recommended to the cuBtoms congrees an investigation of 
the means that might be adequat« to establish in the Republics of America a common 
nomenclature of products and commoditiee, in Spanish, English, Portuguese, and 
French, which should be destined to serve as a basis for commercial statistics and to be 
adopted in the schedules, tarifis, and other custonu laws of the American Republics. 
And in order to make the inveatigation which was to be earned on by the customs 
congress useful and complete it recommended to each of the. Governments of the 
Republics of America that the higher administrative officials of customs examine the 
nomenclature or vocabulary made iip by the International Bureau of the said Repub- 
lics, so that they might have in mind the remarks or corrections which the examina- 
tion of the vocabulan' might suggest to them. 

In the judgment of the delegation of ('hile it would be desirable for Ihe international 
American conference assembled at this capital 1o insist upon the importance of the 
aforementioned work of investigation and to determine Ihe proper means for realizing 
the aspirations iterated with so much regularity by former conferences, namely, that 
of rendering uniform the nomenclature of commodities, the basis of commercial sta- 
tistics, and the customs procedure in the Republics of the continent. 

PAH AUEBICAK RAILWAT. 

The idea su^eeted by the previous Pan American conferences of binding the various 
Republics of the continent by rail was the subject of an intereetii^ resolution adopted 
in the last conference at Rio de Janeiro. That rraolution, among other things, 
provided — 

''That, with the object of contributing within the shortest possible time to the ter- 



Q of the Pan American Railway, each Republic, when giving its support U 
the constructions of lines destined to serve local interests, should follow, as far as 

Eosaible, the intercontinental route," and the able report presented to that conference 
y theHon. H.G. Davis, president of the permanent Pan American Railway commit- 
tee, in alluding to the part that concerns Chile in the realization of that idea, men- 
tions, as projects conducing to the end in view, that of prolonging northward the 
longitudinal system of the Republic, that of constructing an int^-Andine line from 
Arica to La Pas and another of like nature so as to join Valparaiso with Buenos Aires, 
the execution of this latter project being, in the words of the Hon. Mr, Davis, "the 
end of a truly gigantic work desired for more than a half centiuy," 

It is particularly pleasing for the delegation of Chile to state that the recommendation 
of the conference of Rio deJaneirohasbeen taken by the Government of the Republic 
under ,^cial consideration, and that so far as Chile is concerned with this great pro- 
posal 01 the previous conferences the work may be regarded as Unished. 

In the messase read by His Excellency the President of the Republic at the open- 
ing session of the National Congress on the 1st of last July is found the following 
declaration: 

"Between the cities of Puerto Montt and Tacna, which are 3,439 kilometers apart, 
1,795 kilometers have been united by railroad and 1,436 have been contracted for and 
are now under construction. Only the section between Zapiga and Arica, which 
comprises 210 kilometers, needs to be contracted for so that Tacna and Puerto Montt 
may be united. Within four years the city of Puerto Montt will be in communication 
by rail with the city of Pisagua," 

It is equally pleasing tor this dele^tion to state that since the line from Arica to 
La Paz has been contracted for Ihe work of construction is in active operation and that 
within two years the capital of Bolivia will be joined to the port of Arica. This rail- 
way will connect with the interior lines of Bolivia east and south, and will thus form 
part of the Pan .American system. 

Last April the (jovemmenLs of the Ai^entine Republic and of Chile officially inau- 
gtuated tile railway that joins Buenos Aires with Valparaiso, thus realizing witniu the 
time desired the hope expressed in the report of the Hon. Mr. Davis. 

It ought to be added also that both Governments, inspired with the desire of serving 
the interests of the two Republics, are promoting the construction of other lines which, 
aside from the one inaugurated in April, will put the coasts of the Atlantic and of the 
I^ijfic into communication. 

In this regard, the Govemnient of Chile has furthered the construction of theTrans- 
Andine line via Antuco to which it has granted a fiscal subsidy of £200,000 and a like 
stimulant is being given to the line called Pirihuaico, Both lines, situated more to 
the southward than that of Juncal, recently opened to traffic, are intended to cross 
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the Andes by more accessible paeees and will supply the meaiia tor profitable com- 
mercial mtercbange. 

So as to know tbe detAile bearing upon tbe succinct etatemeut preceding, the follow- 
ing appendices are added which are depoflit«d in the Secretariat;

BEPOBT OF THE DELEQATIOH OF COSTA RICA. 

Mr. SacBETABT Gbkbbal: 

In compliance with the requirements of Article III of the program of the Fourth 
International Conference, I have the honor to inform the Conference, on behalf of the 
Government of Costa Rica, concerning the matters to which it relates. 



Conference, whi^ met at Rio de Janeiro in July, 1906. 

In the spirit of thcee conventions, the Government of Costa Rica has taken cogni- 
eance of all the acts having a bearing upon them. 

As yet the Fan American committee, t« which the respective reeolutioD of the 
Third International Conference refers, has not been appointed. 

A section of the ministry of fore^n relations has prepared to deal with these matters 
BJid therefore the necessity for constituting such committee has not been felt up to 
this time. 

In matters of customs and commercial statistics, we have in force smoothly 
running regulations which simplify the operations of warehouse removals and fix the 
various duties and processes for the entry, dispatch and clearance of various kinds of 
vessels and merchandise. I venture to append a copy of those regulations. The 
laws of Costa Rica make obligatory the use of manifests and consular invoices in 
harmony with the resolutions adopted in the previous international conferences. 

I deem any measure most useful which will tend to render the procedure in such 
matters uniform among the countries of commerce, since it will do much to extend 
reciprocal trade, 

Costa Rica is guided in the matter of sanitary police by the international conven- 
tion of Washii^ton. It has put its precepts into practice, and is eng^ed actively in 
adopting every means for assuring the sanitation of its cities, and particularly of 
its ports. 

We are gratified to be able to say that in our Atlantic and Pacific ports there haa not 
arisen in many years a single case of plague or yellow fever. 

In a cablegram that I have just received, statements in the press concerning the 
recent appearance of this latter disease in the Republic have been denied by the 
Government. 

As to marine sanitation, the greatest possible vigilance is observed. 
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The international eanitaj-y commimion, the medium of infonnatiou for the American 

Republics, ae eatablished by the Third Fan-American Conference, is in full operation. 

In December of last year the third international sanitary conference met at San 



the Official Gazette. 

My Government haa continued to give attention to the construction of the Inter- 
continental Railway, with a view to increasing the lines which are to unite Coeta Rica 
with the two countries adjoining on the north and south, since it presumes that, should 
the rout« planned be not exactly followed, the Pan-American Railroad will he carried 
on by the union of the aections in the various States. 

In that sense Costa Rica has advanced considerably, and the portion of the railway 
to the Pacific that remains to complete the Interoceanic Railway, will shortly be fin- 
iahed. This will cause the section in question to be utilized ae a part of the Pan 
American, by extending the branch from Punta Arenas to the north as far as the fron- 
tier of Nicaragua, or the other route will be adopted whenever the Guapiles Railroad 
is ctmstructed on the Atlantic side as far as the eastern boundary of the country last 
named. The line from Limon to the boundary of Panama is progressing rapidly. 

When this subdivision is taken up especially, I shall have the honor to present a 
complete report on the railroads existing in the country, with precise mention of the 
sections that remain to be constructed and of their possible cost and completion. 

In Costa Rica there is a law covering the property rigbte in mercantile and industrial 
inventions and a regulation for the registi^tion ot trade-marka, dated September 11, 
1896. The law fixes the term of 20 years as the duration of the right to the use of an 
invention. '■ 

The convention of Rio de Janeiro in part chanses lesal principles, hut as it has not 
been poeaible to carry these provisions mto eSect in the majority of our countries, we 
have not tried to hannonize our laws with the conventioits. 

On account of its great importance at present, this is a matter that demands especial 
study for the purpose of reaching conclusions equitable to all the nations. 

Coeta Rica has not had any diplomatic claim for damages and injuries caused to 
foreign citizens or corporations, and it is to be hoped that it never will have any. For 
thia reason there has been no necessity ot adhering to the treaties on pecuniary claims 
aigped in Mexico in l!)02andextendea in Riode Janeiro in 1906. In any event wecon- 
riaer its extension very proper, but it would be necessary to make express mention 
in the new convention of the prmciple accepted at the Second Conference, and re^rd- 
ing the rights of foreigners, to the effect that resori shall not be had to the arbitral 
claims tribunal unless all the judicial remedies of the country against which the claim 
is made shall first have been exhausted and that there shall have been on the part of 
the courts a manifest denial of justice or an abnormal delay or an evident violation of 
the principles of international law. 

It is a matter of respect due to the insUtutions and to the administration of justice 
in our countries, and it is an equitable measure as well, not to place the forei^er on 
a better footing than that vouchsafed our own citizens by creatmg a special jurisdic- 
tion for his clamis. 

I believe that I have reported upon the principal que8tion» proposed, and I have 
the honor, your excellency, to submit myself with the assurance of my meet distin* 
guished consideration.

KEPOBT OF THE DEIEQATIOH OF THE BEPVBLIC OF CUBA. 

Mr. Pbesident: In accordance with the provisions of the third topic of the proKrom 
of the Fourth International Conference of the American RepubUca, the Culnn dele- 
gation, undersigned, have the honor to submit the following memorandum relative 
to the action of the drovemment of the Republic upon the resolutions and conventions 
of the third conference held at Rio de Janeiro in July, 1906. 

Four conventions were signed as follows: 

1. Fixing the status of naturalized citizens who again take up their residence in the 
country of origin. 

2. Pecuniary claims. 

3. Patents of invention, designs, and industrial models, trade-marks, and litet&ry 
and artistic property. 

4. The codification of intematioiial law. 
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The firet has not yet been ratified, because ita text was in conUadiction, in the 
judgraent of our Govenuneat, with the provi«ion8 of the CouHtitution. 

The convention signed Au^t 13, 1906, provides as follows: 

"Art. I. If a naturalized citizen, a native of any of the countriee signine the present 
convention, and naturalized in another, shall again take up hL residence m his native 
country without the intention of returning to the country in which he has been 
naturalized, he will be considered as having reassumed his original citizenship, and 
as having renounced the citizenship acc|uired by the said natutalization." 

This article comprises not only the citizen already naturalized, but also those who 
may become naturalized subsequently. 

'Art. II. The intentioanottoretum will be pieeumedtoexist when the naturalized 
person shall have resided in his native countiy fo' more than two years. But this 
presumption may be destroyed by evidence to the contrary." 

Article VII oi the constitution of the Republic of Cuba providee: 

'"Cuban nationality is lost: 

"4. In cases of naturalized Cubans, by their residence for five years continuously 
in the country of ori^n, except when serving an oilice of fulfilling a commiaeion of tbe 
Government of the Republic." 

The Cuban delegation, as vrell as others, commented in Ibe sixth committee of the 
conference at Rio, which had this matter in charge, upon the shortness of the time; 
that is, the period of two years. But, such term having already been set as a prece- 
dent in several treaties with the United States, and wiui other powers, the third con* 
ference adopted it in the final convention. 

The Gioveniment of Cuba understood that Article VII, clause 4, of the constitution, 
abeady cited, precludes the ratification of said convention, being in conflict with 
Article II thereof, and therefore it refrained from reconmiending its ratification. 

The second of the conventions signed at Rio de Janeiro declares in force until 
December 31, 1912, the tieaty upon Pecuniary Claims, signed at Mexico January 30, 
1902, both for the nations which had already ^reed to it, as well as for those which 
might ratify it thereafter, abolishing Article III, which declared that said convention 
was oblatory only on the States which might have subscribed the convention for 
the pacific settlement of international disputes signed at the Hi^e in 1B99, and for 
those States which should ratify the protocol adopted at the said second conference 
by the countries there represented upon adhesion to the conventions of the Ht^ue. 

This convention was simed at Rio de Janeiro August 13, 1906, and was approved by 
the Govenunent of Cuba March 17, 1908. 

The third convention signed at Rio de Janeiro relates to pat«nts of invention. 
drawings, and industrial models, tiade-marks, and litemry and artistic property, and 
was concluded August 23. 1006. 

The signatory nations of this convention adopted the treaties signed at the Second 
International Conference at Mexico, January 27, 1902, with the modifications set forth 
in the later convention. 

The Republic of Cuba, on January 10, 1006, adhered to the treaty on patents of 
invention, drawings and industrial models, and trade-marks, signed at Mexico during 
the second conference; but has not yet adhered to the convention on literary and artis- 
tic property, signed on the same date, because the said treaty {of Rio) declares by 
Article I that the signatory nations adopt, spontaneously, the two treaties of Uiexico 
before mentioned. Ixith relating to patents and tiade-marks and the one relating to 
literary and artistic property, and Cuba had already adhered to the former. It has not 
been able, therefore, to recommend the adoption of the aforesaid convention of Rio 
de Janeiro. 

The fourth convention, si^ed at Eio de Janeiro on August 23, 1906, provides for the 
appointment of an international commission of jurists, composed of one representative 
from each of the signatory States, selected by their respective Governments. This 
commission was to oe organized for the preparation of & draft of a code of private 
international law and one of public international law which should regulate the rela- 
tions between the nations of America. The Republic of Cuba has not as yet ratified 
this convention. 

Besides the aforesaid conventions, the conference at Rio de Janeiro adopted the 
following resolutions: Arbitration; thereoi^anizationofthelntemationalBureauof the 
American Republics: building for the International Bureau ot the American Republic; 
special divisions in the International Bureau; section of commerce, customs, and sta- 
tistics; liberal professions; public debts; sanitary police; intercontinental railway; 
commercial relations; future conferences; monetary system; natural rei^jurces; coffee 
conference.

The Government ot Cuba has rontributed with its quota to the construction of the 
above-mentioned building, and haa also accepted the increase plan for the support 
of said bureau, beginning July 1, 1908, to satisfy the new amount. 



In accordance with the resolution of the conference of Rio de Janeiro relative to 
this important subject, Cuba gave appropriate inBtructionB to its delegates to the

Likewiae, the instructions su^ested by the Third Pan-American Conference at Rio 
de Janeiro concerning this subject were given to said delegates to the Second Hague 
Conference, 



The recommendations which are referred to the Governments by this resolution are: 

1. That agreements be promoted between the signatory governments to stimulate 
as much ae poesibte rapid railway communications, steamship and tel^rapfa lines, 
and poet conventions for the carnage of samples. 

2. That good connections be made for railway and telegraphic lines. 

3. That goods in transit over the routes ot communication in any country shall pay 
only for the servicee rendered by the adec[uate instalbtions of tne ports and rrnds 
passed over, on the same scale as such services are paid for by goods destined for the 
coneumption of the country over whose territorv the transit is effected. 

The Government of the Republic of Cuba nas taken under consideration these 
recommendations and will receive with special satisfaction any ^reements which 
may be proposed to it in that sense. As to the aubjecta mentioned in the second and 
third paragraphe above, it is a pleasure to ua to make known that the laws and regu- 
lations in foree concerning railways, telegraphs, and merchandise in transit, are in 
harmony with said recommendations. 

LIBERAL PROFESSIONS. 

The resolution of the conference at Rio de Janeiro, relative to this matter, confinee 
itself to confirming integrally the treaty upon the practice of the liberal professions, 
signed on January 28, 1902, by the Second ('onference held in Mexico and to recom- 
mending its adoption and ratification. 

The Government of Cuba has not adhered to said treaty, it being incompatible in 
some of its provisions with existing legislation on the subject, which has not yet been 
amended, the adoption ot the aforesaid convention being now looked into by the 
educational boards. 



The Republic of Cuba adhered to the sanitary convention of Washington, and sent 
delegates to the Third Sanitary Conference held in Mexico, December, 1907, and to 
that ot San Joe^, Costa Rica, of 1909. Cuba has complied, therefore, as Far as it is 
concerned, with the recommendations of this resolution. 



The governing board of the International Bureau of the American Republics, havii^ 
been authorized to designate the place oF meeting for the Fourth International Amer- 
ican Conference, selected, in January, 1908, the city of Buenos Aires. The Govern- 
ment ot Cuba hastened to express its acquiescence, appointed as representatives the 
undersigned delegate?. 
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COFFEE PKODUCnON. 

The reeolution o£ the Bio do Janeiro conference concerning thia intereeting branch 
of the resources of several ufttions represented therein, recommeDded to the respective 
GovemmenlB the holding of an international American conference to adopt efficacious 
measuree for the benefit of coffee producta, designating the city of Sao Paulo, in (he 
United Statee of Brazil, for the meeting of the conference. The Goveroment of Cuba 
hae been and 19 disposed to consider with special interest the advisability of being 
repreeented in eaid conference, if such conference be deemed necessary by the Gov- 
ernments most directly interested in this subject, 

UOKETAKT SYSTEUS. 

The resolution on this subject recommende the preparation of detailed reports upon 
the monetary systems and their history of the several nations represented in the cm- 
ference, and upon the fluctuations of the type of exchange in the past 30 years, u 
well as the preparation of tables showing the influence of said fluctuations on com- 
merce and industrial development; said reports to be forwarded to the Intem&tion^ 
Bureau of the American Eepublics tor the preparation of a resumS, and for publica- 
tion and distribution among the several Governments at least six months before the 
meeting of the present conference. 

The department of state of the Republic of Cuba, opportunely acamunted the 
department of the treaeury with this resolution in order tmtt it might begin the prepa- 
ration of thiB material, but it could not be prepared by the date indicated, ft will 
however be transmitted to the International Bureau of the American B«public8 for 
the ultimate action contemplated.

Garcia Velez, formerly envoy extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary of Cuba 
in Mexico and in Washington, and at present appointed in like capacity te the Argeu' 
tine Republic; Dr. Joe^ Antonii5 Gonzales Lanuza, lawyer, professor of the University 
of Havana, and fonnoriy delegate of Cuba to the Third International American Con- 
ference; Licenciado Bafael Montoro, lawyer, envoy extraordinary and minieter pleni' 
Ktentiary at London, member of the advisory board, and del^:ate to the Third 
ternational American Conference; Dr. Eraamo Reguetferos, lawyer, and member 
of the advisory board ; Dr. Artenio Sanchez de BuBtamante, lawyer, senator, profe«or 
of the Univercity of Havana, and delegate te the Second International Peace Confpr- 
ence at The Hague; Dr. Manuel Sanguiliy. lawj'er, senator, and delegate ti; the Second 
International Peace Conference at The Hague— at present secretary of state of Uie 
Republic; Sefior Manuel Marques Stirling, ex-chai^ d'affaires in the Argentine Re- 
public and at present minister to BrazU; and Dr. Fernando Sanchez de Fuentee y 
Pelaea, lawyer, professor of the University of Havana, secretary of the delegation to 
the Second Peace Conference at The Hague.

REPORT OF THE DEtBQATION 07 THE DOHIKICAN REPUBUC. 

Mr. Presidbnt: In pursuance of Article III of the program of the Fourth Inter- 
national American Conference, of which you are the worSiy president, 1 have the 
honor to inform your excellencv concerning the execution on the part of the Govern- 
ment of the Dominican RepuDlic of the resolutions and conventions of the Third 
International American Conference held at Rio de Janeiro in July, 1906. 
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1. la puTBuance of the recommeodation contained in the lesolution of the Tliird 
Conference of Kio do Janeiro, dated August 22, 1906, tlie Dominican Republic an- 
nounced through its delegate to the Second International Peace Conference at The 
Hague, at the se^ion of October 16, 1907, to be in favor of the proposition made by the 
delation of the United States of America, with an amendment to the effect that arbi- 
tration should be obligatory and reciprocal, ia which there should be embraced every 
claim of a pecuniary nature, including those for damages and injuries, aad that the 
judgment should be rendered in accordance with justice instead of equity. 

2. In accordance with the resolution of the Third Conference, above referred to of 
August 7, 1906, the Dominican Government gave to the delegates it sent to the Second 
Peace Conference at The Hague, instructions looking to the rendering the principle 
of arhitfation practical, who were the only ones to assert themselves in favor of me 
principle of obligatory arbitration without reserve. Such is the faith that the Domini- 
can Eepublic baa in the efBcacy of justice as a fundamental principle. 

3. In fulfillment of the convention concluded at the third conference of Rio de 
Janeiro on August 23, 1906, and relating M the meeting in that city of an international 
commission oijurista charged with drafting a project of code of public international 
law and one of private international law miich should govern the relations between 
the nations of America, the undersuned has had the honor to liave been designated 
by the Dominican Government on A&rch 12, 1909, to represent (be Dominican Repub- 
lic on said commission. 

4. Abo, and by decree of January 21, I91D, the Pan American committee haa been 
organized to which the resolution ol the third conference of Rio de Janeiro of August 
13, 1906, refers. Said committee is composed of seven members, and in addition to 
the duties imposed by the Eio resolution, it has that of furthering the approval of the 
conventions and other agreements signed by the Dominican Repiihlic at the Second 
International Peace Conference at The Ht^e, 

5. The other conventions and resolutions are still awaiting approval, and no doubt 
they will be approved before the end of the present year. This circumstance pre- 
vented Qie Dominican Republic from participating in the Fourth International 
Conference of San Jos4, Costa Rica.

In accordance with the proviaions of Article III of the program, the delegation of 
Giulemala htti the honor to submit for your distinguished conaideration a succinct 
npmt coneertting the action its Government has taken with respect to the resolutions 
ajMl CMivantions of the third conference held at Rio de Janeiro in July, 1906. 

1%e convention that fixes the status of (naturalized) citizens who again take up 
their residence in the country of their origin, was ratified by Guatemala, April 20, 
1907, and Guatemala had the satisfaction of being the first of the American nations 
todoBo.

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The convention on pecuniary claims was also ratified on April 20, 1907, it being 
proper to note that Guatemala had, in due coutae, ratified the treaty of Mexico, Co 
which thia convention refers. 

On April 19, 1907, Guatemala ratified the convention on international law, having 
named in due time the peison who should represent her on the international com- 
miesion of jurists created Dy Article I of said inatrument. 

The convention on patented designs, and industrial models and trade-marks, and 
commercial, literary, and artistic property was ratified on April 19, 1907, the four 
conventions mentioned above being ratified anew on February 15, 1909. 

In order to property fulfill the resoIutionB adopted at the third conference, the 
Government of Guatemala has taken all the necessary steps, »b wc shall endeavm to 
diow, enumerating the principal ones. 

As it has not yet been possible to create a special Pan American sectioo in the 
ministry for foreign afiaiie, what refers to this important matter is at present treated 
in one of the bureaus which form part of the department above mentioned. 

For the erection of the building of the International Bureau of the American 
Republics in Washington our Government gladly contributed ite quota. 

Few questions occupy the attention of the Guatemalan authorities more or with 
greater reason than the maintenance and regulation of an efficacious eanitary police, 
which at the same time that it protects the nations who maintain commercial rela- 
tions with us, aasuree the health and welfare of the inhabitants. With this end in 
view we were not only among the first to adhere to the International Sanitary Con- 
vention of Washington and to send our representatives ia the congreesee that were 
held in Mexico in 1907 and in Costa Rica in 1909, approving the resolutions adopted 
by theee learned assemblies, but the following measures tending to the same end 
h^ve been taken: The sanitation of the Guatemalan- Atlantic coast, especially Puerto 
Barrioe, undertaken and carried out by the railroad company of Guat«mala; the 
creation of a special board of health provided with all kinds of suppliee, for the piir- 
pose of secondine and maintaining the works carried on in said zone; the isBuance 
of a aanitary code, the atrict enforcement whereof ia intrusted to a technical board 
of public health and hygiene, the members of which are invested with authority; 
the establishment of an institution of Rnj rriR l vaccine, and of a Pasteur institute, and 
•everal other foundations of a philanthropic character, which, like the "Gota de 
Leche" and the "Home for the Aged and Convalescent," are deetined to better the 
general hj^enic conditions, and especially those of the coasts. 

The efficacy of the measures enumerated is evidenced b/ the fact that in the 
B«public of Guatemala not a single case of yellow fever has appeared since 1906. 

Coffee being the principal product of export of Guatemala ana many other countries 
of America, our Government would view with very special pleasure if the meeting 
could be eSect«d of the international 'American conference relating to this matter, 
to which the respective reeolution refera, which was approved by the conference of 
Bio de Janeiro and proposed by the Guatemalan del^ate to that assembly. 

Without prejudice of making a detailed report te the Pan Amerian Bailway com- 
mittee concemii^ the development and increase of the railroad lines which haie 
been constructed in Guatemala during the laat decade, it is very pleasing to thia 
delegation to tell you in accordance with the contracts entered into with the Centnl 
Bailway Co., on the one hand, and with the Guatemala Eailwav Co., on the other, 
within two years Guatemala will have completed its portion of tbe railroad, unitii^ 
it by rail with the bordering Republics offMexico and Balvador. In order to connect 
with the railroad sysfems of the first of.'said nations, we only lack 25 milee, which will 
be completed about the]beginning of next year. 

It is an honor for the delation of Guatemala to offer to the president and dele- 
gates the assurance of their higheet and most distinguished consideration.

lo compliance with Article III of the program approved by the Koverning baud 
of the International Union of the American Bepubhcs, 1 have the honor to inform 
the Fourth Pan-American Conference that Honduras has approved the coavenlioiis 
and resolutions of the Third Conference and has endeavored to carry out its tecom- 
mendationa. 

Our commercial relations vdth the other nations of America continue to improTe 
from day to day, thanks to the efficient protection given by my GovemmeDt to all 
enterprises that tend to diaw closer together the countriee of the conlineiit, either bf 
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ginntiiiK tliem eubventioDe or francliiees and conceeaions which contribute to their 
Bupport. 

Tne Govemmeuit of Honduras ha^ given especial attention to the questioii of sani- 
tation, and I am pleased to state that it was not only represented in the sanitary 
coD^KSsee held in tba capitals of Mexico and Honduras, but dutt, aaeigted by the 
Sanitary Board of New Ch'teans and by the Vaccination Institute of San Salvador, 
it has prevented the spread of yellow fever and of smallpox which, in an epidemic 
character, invaded the country from the western frontier. 

No work has been completed concerning railroad lines that could be utilized for 
the Pan-American Railway, because the small lines that are in operation, or under 
construction, are all on tbe Atlantic side; but the Government is dispoeed to giant 
concessions and franchises to facililale the construction of these lines on the Pacific 
coast, and I have no doubt that requests will be made it to this end by the Salva- 
.doran railroads now approaching the frontier of Honduras. 

My Government, wnich faithfully observes the pacts signed by its del^ates, will 
do all in its power to carry out the provisions which proceed from this conference, 
because it is convinced that said provisions all tend to the improvement of the con- 
ditions of life of the great American family,

RKPORT OF THX DBUSATION OF MEXICO. 

At the Third International American Conference 4 conventions and 14 resolutions 
were signed. 

The Government of the Uniteii Mexican States has decreed that, in so for as possible 
within the limits of theconstitutional institutions of the country, the measures neceaMry 
in order that said pacts — some of them real treaties and others conventions ad-refereu- 
dum — should have full force and effect; and if for any reason it has not been possible 
to put them in force tbe Government itself has joined in tbe celebration of special 
treatiee with one or more of the American nations, so as to make effective in this 
manner the fundamental principles by which the three former conferences and the 
present one hove been inspired. 

CONVBNTIONH. 
KATttKALIZAriON— PBCUNIABT CLAIMS. 

The conventions on naturalization and claims for injuries and pecuniary dami«es 
have been approved by the senate, notwithstanding that, rtgarding the first, tne 
promulgation of the decree relating thereto has remained pending, since it was thought 
proper to await the result of the general revision which it is proposed to bring about 
DyfMesican legislation concerning naturalization and the righta of foreigners. 

CODIFICATION, 

As to the codification of international American law, Mexico appointed in due 
coune its representative to form part of the commission of jurists which is to study 
the projects of future codes, but the meeting of this commission, as is known, has 
been postponed to a future date. 



PATENTB-^TRADE-MARKa — INDUSTRUL pSOFERTT, 

The conventions on artistic and literary property, and on patents of invention, 
drawings, industrial -models, and trade-marks, were limiteid to the adoption, with 
some modification, of tbe treaties signed ad referendum at the Second Conference 
on January 27, 1902, for which reason the Government of the United Mexican^ States 
baa not been able to enact any measure relating to the same, inasmuch' as it did 
not approve the aforesaid treaties of 1902.

ABBtTRATIOK. 

Hexico has always been and is now in favor of arbitration, believing that same, 
though different from any other lecourse, pacific or violent, is the only one that 
strictly combines juristic principles in the eettlement of international disputes.

The resolution on this subject, signed in Rio de Janeiro Ai^uet 7, 1906, was limited 
to the ratification of thepnnciple of arbitration, and to lecommendioK that in the 
Second Conference of The Haeue, then about to convene, a. general convention 
^ould be adopted which would De accepted and enforced by all the nations. 

As in said peace conference only the reconunendatioc was made, without cmi- 
eluding a treaty, the United Mexican States have resorted lo the celebration of special 
conventions, and in this sense have concluded recently a general treaty of aroitra- 
tion with the United States of America. 

On the other hand, and even though the necessary requisites for placing it in full 
efiect were not complied with by the neiiatory nations, the atbitratioti celebrated 
at the Second International American Conference was approved by the Senate ti 
the United Mexican States. 

REORQANIZATION OF THE BUREAU OP AUBRIOAM REFUBLICB. 

The reeolution of the Third Conference concerning the reorganization of the Inter- 
national Bureau of the American Republics in Washington is very interesting. 

Experience has proved the difficulty in arriving at an eSective and sudden a^ee- 
tnent among the American nations to put in force the conventions and reaoluaoas 
of former assemblies. 

Up to within a few months, for example, the convention of August 13, 1906, con- 
ctuoed between 19 nations in Rio de Janeiro, on a subject as important as that rt 
extendii^ to December 31, 1912, with the exception of article 3, the period of duntion 
of the treaty which was signed at the second conference on January 30, 1902, on 
H a'"'" for injuries and }>ecuniary damagee, had not been ratified by the United Mexi- 
can States, by the United St^es of America, and by the Republics of Colombia, 
Guatemala, and Nicaragua, 

It is, therefore, quite necessary that the means of rendering efiective the ap^e- 
ments of the Pan American confMencw be sought. 

Fnun that point of view, the International Bureau in Washington can play a very 
important part. 

Among tne objects that article 1 of the reeolution of August 13, 1906, sighted in the 
lliird Conference, aaaigne to said bureau is "to assist in obtaining the ratification of 
the resolutions and conventions adopted by the conferences." 

This rule, apparently so simple, covers a series of problems from the form in which 
the bureau should give that assistance to the manner in which it should take measures 
binding on the signatory nations, and it ie to be hoped that the present conference 
will formulate some bases concerning this point.

The resolution on the develoiimeat of the commercial relations among the Ameti- 
can Republics embraced two pointe: 

(1) That of the exemptioa £rom duties of merchandise in transit, and (2) that of 
contmcts with navi^tion, railway and telegraph Unea. 

As to exemption irom duties uie Government of Mexico has not adhered to the 
resolution, because it would require a complete change in the present fiscal o^ani- 
zation of the country; and as to the special conttacta referred to it is to be borne in 
mind Uiat the national railway lines nm through all the territory of the Republic 
from the frontier of the United States of America to that of Guatemala, and from the 

eof the Gulf of Mexico to thoee of the Pacific, without taking into account the 
that are under conatructioii. 
On the other hand, it is hoped that there will be made known the bases that the 
Bureftu of the American Republics may formulate, in order that the Mexican Govern- 
ment may decide the form in which easier maritime communications with South 
America may be secured, now that it has established at the present time communica- 
tions of importance with a part of South America, with Central America, and with Uie 
United States' of America. 

PDTUBB CONFEBBKCRe, 

The United Mexican States have complied by sending its delegation to this con- 
ference, as well as the publications and laws of the different branches of public ad- 
ministration, which remain at the disposal of the said Pan American aaeembly. 

COHMEBCIAL BBSOtJRCBS. 

As to natural resources the report of the International Bureau of the American 
Republics is awaited, and the resolutions of the conference on this subject, held in 
Washington, should be considered, ,

SbnorabU DeUgatet of the FovrA International Araerieon Conference: 

In accordance with Article III of the program of this conference, the delegation of 
Nicar^ua has the honor to report to you the steps taken by its Government upon the 
resolutions and conventions of the tliird conference convened at Rio de Janeiro in 
July. 1906. 

Nicaragua baa given special attention to the execution of those resolutions and has 
been amon^ the first to ratify the conventions that' demand that requisite. The 
national Itgislative assembly for which it is proper under the constitution and local 
laws of the State to ratify international treaties and conventions, gave, on February 
20, 1908, its approval, in due course communicated to the department of foreign aSairs 
o/ Brazil and to the Internationa! Bureau of the American Republics, to the first, 
second, and fourth conventions, concluded at Rio Janeiro, on natura iiaatlon, pecu- 
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uiary clftimg, ftndpatente.deeigiiB and industrial models, trode-markB, and literary and 
artistic property. 

- The Btudy of nmneroua and important internal mattew of the country has precluded 
the l^ielative assembly of Nicaragua until the present, from examiDmg with a view 
to Approval the third of the conventions of Bio de Janeiro upon the (onnation of a code 
of puDlic and private international law. Neverthelesa, the Government, knowing 
that this approval will not long be delayed, when circumetancee permit ite study by 
the legiBlative body which had formerly approved the treaty, made in the conference 
at Mexico, has already named its repreflenUtiveeon the international commiseioa ol 
Jurists which should draft it. It is not to be doubted that in the coming legialatoie 
tlds convention will be ratified, and I do not think it rash to assert from now on then 
will he no obstacle to Nicaragua's being repreeented on that commission, whose 
meeting, as is known, has been proposed. 

The Government of Nicaragua understanding the usefulness and the benefit of one 
of the most important recommendations made to the government* represented at the 
third conference, which ia that of August 13, 1906, for uie establishment of committecfl 
subordinate to the ministry of foreign affairs, chaiged with promoting the approval of 
the resolutions adopted by the International American Conference and ta rumiah to 
the International Bureau of Washington the data needed for the preparation of its 
laboiB, organized, by resolutions of May 2 and October 6, 1909, the aforesaid committee 
presided over by the assistant secretary of foreign afiairs and subordinate to that 
department. The internal troubles of the country have not permitted the committee 
to occupy itself with all the industry desirable to the discharge of its duty, bo that its 
labors, m the short time that it has been organized, have been compelled to be very 
limited and the report of them has served me as the principal basis lor the present. 
Concerning the recommendations for the reorganization ot the International Bureaa 

. of the American Republics, and for the establishment of a section of conimeice, 
customs, and commercial statistics between the American nations, the International 
Bureau of Washington will furnish better and more concrete information. The action 

. of the Government ot Nicaragua has been limited to its participation in the main- 
tenance of said bureau, to instructions communicated to the administrative offices 
of the countnr to cooperate in the beet possible manner for the important puipoaes 

- of such a usenil institution, and to fumieh to the bureau in Washington all the infor- 
mation it may request, as well as that which tends to better and extend the contracts 
with steamship companies that cany on the commerce between Nicaragua and the 
other American countries. Effort is at present being made to have the company of 
navigation between the ports of Mexico and Salvador extend its line as far as the potts 
of Nicar^ua ao (hat communication with the northern countries mi^t be easier aod 
more rapid; and the committee created on the recommendation of Rio de Janeiro a 
also interesting itself in the removal of tonnage tax. It would not be too much to say 
to you here, that the governments of Centra) America, anxious to improve com- 
munications between their countries, have concluded in Washington on December 20, 
1907, a treaty in which they bind themselves to establish and improve the means ot 
communication, such as linee of steamers, submaiine cables and telegraphs and tele- 
phones. 

Nicaragua has approved the convention relative to the liberal professions, signed 
in Mexico in 1902, and it is to be noted that the laws of the country do not require 
Nicaraguan citizenship tor their exercise. Thus, also, the sanitary convention of 
Washington of 1905 has been approved. The important question concerning fluctua- 
tions in exchange ia being studied with the care possible, and the general monetary 
plan is waited which the International Bureau of the American Re^ublice had 
announced in order to decide what would be most practical. 

Regarding the progress made in the works of the Pan American Railroad, the honor- 
able comnuttee created by the former conferences will inform you later, and it is 
pleasii^ to sa^ to you that endeavor has been made to bring the lines ot railroad in 
construction m Nicaragua to conform as far as possible to the lines of the comnuttee 
of 1893 in order that tbey may he availed of and the work ot the intercontinental 
route become easier. 

It will give me pleasure to present to you separately a detailed report on this sub- 
ject, which shows the advance niade in my country.

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BBPOBT OF THE DELBOATIOH OF FANAHA. 

Mr. Fkbsidbnt: In obedience to Article III of the pn^nun of tbe Fouitli Inlema- 
tional Conference of the American Republics, I have the honor to submit to you, in 

a capacity as delegate of the Republic of Panama, the report concerning the action 
en by my Government on the reBolutione and conventions of the Third Conference 
held at Rio de Janem) in July, 1906. 

It is well known that my country, which in 1906 did not yet have the luster of a 
long independent existence, bad the honor for the first time of entering, as a sovereign 
entity, into the concert of American nations. 

The agreement approving the principle of arbitration for the settlement of questions 
that may arise, as well as that relative to the inadmissibility of the use of force for the 
collection of contract debts as supported at The Hague peace conference, and the 
declaration ofarbitration made at this famous conference, to which my country had the 
honor of being invited, have been approved, as has also the convention for the limita- 
tion of tiie use of force for the collection of contract debts. 

The agreement providing for the creation of a conunisBion of jurista chained with the 
duty of preparii^ the plan of a code of public and private international Taw was also 
sanctioned by my country, since my Government appoint«d a delegate of the Republic 
to the Pan American Juristic Coneresa which was to meet at Rio de Janeiro in 190S 
and which has been postponed indefinitely. 

Panama Jiaa put no obetacle in Che way of recovering citizenship in the case of citi- 
zens who, after becoming naturalized in other countries have returned to their country 
of origin with the purpose of remaining there permanently. Ever since the banning 
of independence liberal laws on this point have been enacted. 

Save in very tare and exceptional cases the laws enluge rather than restrict the 
means of acquiring citizenship in Panama. 

Pnwreaa wnich also has sought a place among ub has increased production and 
wealth in the new republic so greatly that the construction of a railway has been 
begun which will connect the capital of the Republic with the citv of David, the. 
EDoet remote of the important cities of the Isthmus of Panama on the shores of the 
Pacific and the nearest of them to the frontier of the Republic of Costa Rica. Thia 
railway will form part of the Pan American system which in a few years will join the 
one already constructed in the province of Bocae del Toro on the Atlantic side, also 
adjoining the Republic of Coeta Rica. The former line will be more than 500 kilo- 
meters in length an^ will be constructed with public funds. The latter already has 
nearly 300 Iduimeteie in opemtion, with 26 locomotives and 350 passenger and freight 
cars, and by Government concession, has been built by the well known United Fruit 



__j for the treatment of contagious diseasesi yellow fever, smallpox, bubonic plague 
and other diseases subject to quarantine are now unknown in the Republic, and the 

mortality is so much reduced that, taking the annual average of 50 per 1,000 deaths 
in 1005, two years after its separation from Colombia, when the capital of the Re- 
public had only 22,000 inhabitants, at the beginning of 1909, when the population of 
the city had reached 45,000, the annual average was hardly 19 per 1,000. It is un- 
doubtedly now much smaller, according to data before me, since progress in this 
branch of the public service has gone steadily forward while the population in all the 
toritory of the Republic at the same time has increased considerably. In San Job6, 
Coeta Rica, Panama was represented bv a delegate at the Fourth International 
Sanitary Convention and approved througn its delate the several resolutions therein 
adopted for the prevention of epidemics and the lowering of mortality on our Con- 
tinent. 

The committee connected with the ministry of foreign affairs, charged with the 
duty of providing the bureau in Washii^ton with whatever it might need, has not 
been appointed, in the hope, perhaps, of improving or enlarging the organization of that 
bureau. In all probability it has not been created because the personnel of the min- 
istry has been deemed sufficient to supply the bureau, whenever the case might 
arise, with anything needed for its labors. 

Here in rfaurafi is set forth the action taken by the Government of my country on 
the resolutions and conventions of the Third Pan American Conference.

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BEFOXT OF THE DELEGATION OF PASAQTJAY. 

The Republic of Faraeuay, in pursuance of the principlea of American solidarity, 
and always promotiiig the many forms of its pohtical and national development, 
in accordance with the most advanced ideas and inspirations which mark the pio- 

Sessive evolution of the other countries, has with sincere faith attended all ibe prin 
nerican conferences and in general terms has formed its laws, conventions, mi 



^/M(ra/ton.— One of the questions of h^est importance on which the Third Con- 
ference fixed its attention refers to arbitration ae the most rational means of settling 
disputes between Dations, and although the aspirations sanctioned by said resolution 
have not as yet had legal and positive conflnnation which are to make it effective. 
Par^uay during its entire constitutional existence has ratified its adhesion to said 
high principle, having recourse thereto in special treaties for llie settlement of its 
bovmdary disputes, one ot the most recent being the Solar- Pinilla treaty, whereby its 
boundary dispute with Bolivia is submitted to the decision of the President of the 
Argentine Republic. 

Sanitary police. — The Third Conference, in its resolution on sanitary police, expreffied 
its desire tiat the nations of America should adhere to the convention ot Wasnington 
or carry itajffoviaion into effect. It uiged the adoption of measures tending to secure 
the sanitation of cities and port, and, in a genem way, established the means of 
facilitarin^ communication on sanitary questions among the American countries, 
BO as to amve at a better method which, assuring reciprocal defense against epidemics, 
would diminish the injuries arising from the rigid enforcement of quarantine and 
isolation. With that end in view, it favors the conventions ot Washington and Rio 
de Janeiro and urges the crearion of international consulting boards with reference to 
sanitary questions. 

Paraguay, in direct communication by its rivers with the countries of the Pl&tte and 
of the Atlantic, has sought the realization of the ideals aspired to by the moet modeni 
methods ot sanitary police and has formed its international sanitary conventionfl so 
as to accord fundamentally with the conventions of Washington and Rio de Janeiro, 
as the treaty ot Montevideo shows, which is at present in force, and in which ita rela- 
tions are fixed with Uruguay and Argentina, By it c[iiarantines are, in a certain 
manner, suppressed by a rigid sanitary inspection and disinfection of vessels and ports, 
the volunta^ declaration of local sanitary authorities of the appearance ot epidemics 
and special methods of prevention being established in each case. 

Monetary stalvt. — Through the instrumentality ot the Chamber of Commerce of 
Asuncion the Government causes to be published the fluctuations ot legal-tender 
money with respect t« gold. The latest law actually in force provides for the con- 
vetsiott of paper money into gold at the rate of 10 to 1; that is to sa^, 10 cents g;old to 
1 peso paper. This conversion will be completed little by little within eight years. 
In orderto effect it, aredemption fund exists, which is the proceeds ot special taxeeand 
whose amount to-day reaches one-fourth the value ot the issue in circulation. 

Pan-ATnerican railways. — Upon this point the delegation will present a special 
report to the proper committee. 

Private and public international lav} — Naturaliied ritiiens. — These two important 
conventions embrace the realization of high and eminently American ideals; they 
have not, however, been ratified except by very few countries. Pan^iiay hopes 
that new efforts will offer her the opportunity of confirming her adhesion to such 
useful principles. 

Pteuniary claimg. — This being one of the most important subjects before the Fourth 
Conference, and Pan^ay not having ratified said convention, ^e hopes that in the 
new deliberarions a more adequate formula will be found more suitable to the exiating 
American interests. 

Bureau of the international Ameriean office.— With regard to the resolution wher^ 
the desire is expressed that each country should create a section subordinate to &e 
ministry of foreign affairs, in whose charge should be placed matters relating to the 
Bureau of American Republics, Paraguay remarks that if she has not, as £dmoet all 
the other States, strictly complied therewith she has designated sections subordinate 
to the department of foreign affairs, the office that has charge of everything concerning 
the Pan American Union. 

International Bureau of the American Republici. — Acknowledging the useful work 
of the International Bureau, which constitutes one ot the most efficacious means of 
activity of the union of the American republics, Paraguay has not relaxed her efforts 
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of every sort looking to its maintenance and its work of propaganda and general infor- 
mttioD. Owing to cauaee of a. political nature, which in these laet ^ears have agitated 
her internal eiisteace, it has not been poBsible for her to organize her diplomatic 
K])Teaentation in certain countries, as in the United States of North America, where- 
fore she could not be represented in the International Bureau, She hopes, on the 
ofliar hand, that the fourth conference, for the purpose of re-Eorming the r^ulation 
and o^anization of the International Bureau, will find a manner of Bunplifymg and 
bettering the relations of said bureau with the government of each country, to the 
end of making its services more concrete and practical, thus approaching the ideal 
of union and protection of the American repubUcB among themaelvee which gave 
rise to its formation. 

fiuildtTur for the International Bunau of the Aineriean RepuhlKt. — The reaolutien 
adopted vy the ^ird conference now being a beautiEuI reality, Paraguay showB her 
great aatiafaction thereat and records her gratitude for the munificence of &U-. Carnegie. 

Sidicm of eommerce autonu and eammerdal itatittiei. — Thie provides duties for the 
International Bureau which complete its organization. Paraguay has contributed 
within the scope of her obligatioaa to &e collection of information to render easy the 
action of this eubdiviaion. 

BxtrexK of the liberal profeiiioni. — Paraguay has special treaties with several coun- 
tries, the fundamental portions whereof agree with the treaty of Mexico of 1902. 

Publie (fe6(« .—-Paraguay, tthrough her representative in The Hague Conference, 
has carried out the recommendation of the third conference upon this point. 

Palmt», deri^ns, vwdeU, privikges, etc. — If, indeed, Pan^ay has not ratified this 
convention, her treaties at present in force follow its fundamental provisions. 

Natural retouree».—Vpon this subj^tthe Paraguayan dele^tion will present to 
each del^ate a recently publitihed oBtCtSi publication in which complete informa- 
tion upon this point is contained. 

Commercial rcIaftOTM.— Paraguay has developed and conMderably extended her 
means of river, railroad, and tel^raph communication, therefore making important 
improvements in her international commercial relations. The Central Railroad of 
Paraguay is about to complete its extensicHi which will join it with the Amntins 
lines, thus phicing Asuncion in direct communication wiui Buenoe Aires. Another 
comgiuiy is projecting a line which, starting from the capital, wUl connect with the 
Brazilian lines, thus making a direct communication between Paraguay and the Bra- 
ailian ports of (he Atlantic. Minor railroad lines in course of construction will con- 
nect many vlllagee and towns of the int^or. 

The telegraph linee lengthened in 1906 reached an extent of 2(M kHometers. 

The river communications have considerably increased and their traffic has been 
perfected. Paraguay owns a complete dredging outfit, ^ich maintained in active 
operation contributes to the preeervation of the easy and r^iular nav^tion of her 
great rivem.

BBPOBT OF THE DBLSeATION OF PERU. 

Buenos Aires, July SS, 1910. 

Ur. Prisident: The delegation of Peru has the honor to inform the Fourth Inter- 
natiMial American Conference (hat all the conventions and reaolutions adopted in 
the Third American Conference of 1906 have been implicitly approved. 

The conventions that require the l^islative approval are submitted to the national 
congress for their final nitincation. The executive has recommended that it he done 
■a MM as poMible. 

Tha resolution relative to the congress of jurists was expressly approved ou August 17, 
1907. The Govemmwit likewise appointed the respertive jurist, SeiSor Dr. Don 
Juan Jos^ Dalle, formerly fiscal (attorney) of the supreme court of justice, who has 
Dot begun the exercise of his functions because it was agreed that the commission 
ofliuriits should meet in May, 1911. 

Ths Government of Peru, by decree of March 20, 1908, also created the special 
committee chained with performing the duties to which Article III of the convention 
of An|j:ust 23, 1906, refers. This committee is composed of the following persons: 

Chairman: Seflor E. Larrabure y UnAnue, Vice Preaident of the Republic. 

Members: Sefior Alberto Elmore, aseociate justice of the supreme court; Sefior 

— '— - V. Barreto, associate justice of the supreme court; Seflor Josfi Antonio de 
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Lavalle y Pardo, \e^ coimBel to the Bupreme court; SeSoi' Alej&ndro Garl&nd, pren- 
dentof the National Society of lodustries; iecretary, the asaietant chief of the boundary 

archivee. 

The miaiBtry ol Fomento is at present studying the convention of patents, tnkde- 
marke, etc., to find whether it ie in opposition to our liberal laws on the subject. 
We believe that it will shortly be submitted to the national congrees for due ratificatitm. 

Ab to the rest, with respect to the work of the Pan-American Eoilroad, we have the 
honor to submit herewith a special report and map in which is shown the effective 
work that Peru has accomplished during the four yeara elapsed since the International 
American Conference that sat at Rio do Janeiro in 1906. 

Peru, thus also, since the beginning of the present year, has established a rapid 
service of navigation in tbe Pacific, by means of mercnant vessels of the Peniviao 
Steamship and Dock Co., which at present make the trip between Callao and PaoAnut 
in five days. Formerly the trip between the two porta was made in 12 days at least. 

The example of the Peruvian Steamship Co. has served to have the Pacific Steam 
Navigation Co. and the Kosmos Co., respectively English and Geroian, eetabliah an 
equally rapid service of five days between Callao and Valparaiso. 

The Peruvian Steamship Co., which the Government of Peru subsidizes, will soon 
eetablish a like service in the same time. 

The delegation of Peru has lie honor of presenting to bis excellency the president 
of the Fourth International American Conference the assyrances of Iheii highest and 
most distinguished Consideration.

BXFOBT OF THE DZLIOATION OF 8ALTAD0B. 

In fulfilhnent of the provisionB of Article III of the program of the Fourth Inter- 
national American Conference, the del^ation of Salvador has the honor to submit a 
report relative to the action taken by the Government of the country which we lep- 
reeent, upon the leeolutions and conventions of the Pan-American Conference of Bu> 
de Janeiro. 

The Government of our country, which ie enthusiastic concerning the ideals oi 
brotherhood and union of this Contment has viewed with delight the labors of the Pan- 
American conferencee. and it ie pleseing for us to stat« that the IS instnunents signed 
by the Third Conference were approved by the national assembly of Salvador under 
date of May 11, 1907, and proclaimed by the executive on the 16th of the same month. 

On the 23d of March. 1908, the Government issued a decree, whereby the committee 
subordinate to the ministry of forei^ relatione is created , which was recommended by 
the Third Conference in its resolution of August 13, 1906. 

This commission because of special dTcumstancee has not up to this time been organ- 
ized, but meantime its duties have been dischaiged by the peisonnel of the deput- 
ment of state and foreign relationa. 

The Government, in compliance with the provisions of the convention oa inter- 
national law, appointed on February 28, 1908, its delegate to represent it on the inter 
national commission of jurists charged with (he preparation of the drafts of codes of 
public and private international law. 

One of the points which has most occupied the Government is that referrii^ to the 
Fan-American Bailroad. The report upon the works completed will be presented to 
the proper committee. 

The railroad building operations begun in Salvador, once thej; have been completed, 
will place the principsJ cities of the Republic in communication, and they will also 
be in direct contact with the Republic of Guatemala. 

The Government acknowledging the utility and importance of the recommenda- 
tions made by the international American conferences, has supported the establish- 
ment of a line of Bteamers which makes the direct journey between the Salvadoran 
port of Acajutla and the Mexican port of Salina Cruz in 36 tours. This line began its 
voyages at tbo beginning of last year, having gained because of its commodiousnes and 
rapidity the pre^rence of the public. 

Sanitation has received special attention on the part of the Govemment; it baa sent 
representatives to the two sanitary conferences which have taken place aner the tor- 
mer Pan-American coriferences; one in Mexico^ and the other in San Jose, Costa Rica, 
The board of health and lie Institute of Vaccination work without int«rruptioii.

"The high contracting peitieB agree to submit to arbitration all claims for pecuniary 
lofisordamagewhichmay be presented by their respective citizens, and which can not 
be amicably adjusted tbrougb diplomatic channels and when said claims are of suffi- 
cient iinportance to warrant the expenses of arbitration," and in the program of the- 
Fourth Conference the consideration of the continuation after iheii expiration of tlie 
tieatieB concerning pecuniary claims is provided. 

In order that these considerations should lead to a result eatiBfactory to the interests 
of the countries of this Continent, it is proper 1o hear in mind the axiom of interna- 
tional law founded on a principle of justice, that it is due to the soverei^ty of nations 
that foreign claimants must exhaust ail legal means and remedies v^ch the legisla- 
tion of the country against which they claim affords them before seeking the protection 
of their Government. 

To that end the Salvadoran del^ation takes the liberty of reconmiendii^ to the 
committee, of which the secretAry is the worths/ representative, that it is pleased to take 
hito consideration the point above referred to in order that it may be submitted to the 
consideration of the Fourth International American Conference.

EBPOETiOFaTHB DEUSeATION OF UBUQUAT. 

The delegation o[ Uruguay has the honor to report on the topics indicated in subject 
III of the pn^ram. 
At the conference of Rio de Jajieiro, 4 conventions and 14 resolutions were adopted: 

I. A convention concerning naturalization. 

II. A convention concerning pecuniary claims. 

III. On patents of invention, trade-marks and labels, and literary and artistic 
property. 

IV. On codification of international law, public and private. 

The first of the above-mentioned conventions which requires the approval of holb 
houses, has not yet been sanctioned by the congresB of Uruguay. 

But it may be predicted that it will not encounter any opposition, when the sim- 
(Jicity of the pointa agreed upon and the liberality of its provisions which do not i&ise 
any objection to its sanction, is considered. 

Convention No. 2 has not yet been sent to the congress. The delegation, through 
its chairman, will submit to the proper committee (the eleventhjj the observatioiw 
that it deems pertinent on a subject as delicate as it is important. 

The third convention has also not been sent to the congress. Uruguay has recently 
modified its trade-mark, commercial and agricultural l^ialation, inaking it conform 
to the most advanced principles on the subject, to the moat authoritative decisions of 
judicial and administrative jurisprudence, domestic and foreign, and to the needs of 
commercial growth. That legislation at the same time that it has reoi^nized the 
K^tration of trade-marks by surrounding it with guarantees of inscription, has facili- 
tated the comparison of trade-marks, restricted their imitation and has guaranteed 
foreign trade-marks and facilitated their registration and renewal. Conspiracy and 
fontery are punished quickly and severely. A copy of the law is attached. 

No law has yet been enacted on artistic and literary property referred to in the civil 
code of Uruguay, hut a proposed law is being considered, a copy of which is attached 
herewith. 

The Intent and trade-mark law (1885) is in harmony with the principal laws m force 
concemii:^ the subject in other countries. The executive power is now preparii^ a 
plan for improving the procedure in securing patents, makii^ it more economical and 
adapting it to the advancement of inventions. 

In dMJing with topic X of the program in the respective committee. Delegate- 
Dr. Am&aea will set forth the conclusions which are regarded as the most interesting. 

The (ourm Rio de Janeiro convention relates to a codification of public and private 
international law. 

The l^islative body of Uruguay approved that convention and the executive 
ftppoint«d itfl delate to the meetiiy; of^juriste which was to be held at Eio de Janeiro. 

The president of this delegation was named as the delegate in question. This meet- 
ing has been postponed. _^ 
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The codificsfioa of private intemational law received a vigoroua impulee at tli« 
«<Higreee held in. Montevideo, which haa been deeervedly praiaed by notewofthy 
iatemational lawyera. As to public international law, in epite of the difference* 
-existing in America, it is a well-known fact tliat there are valuable antecedeata avail' 
able in the plans for codification drown up by eminent publicistg, both European and 
American, and in the proceedinga of the Institute of International Law and partitJ 
modifications of certain important eubjecte. The wofk, therefore, is not uttqtian 
and ite realization is to be hoped for ere htag. 

In regard to the reeolutiona adopted at the Rio de Janeiro conference we shall moi- 
tien tbem in tlie order given in the published proceedings. 

The first deals with arbitration. 

In fulfillment of what had been agreed upon, Uruguay appointed its d^egatai 
vleuipotentjary to the Second Hwue Conference and, along with the majority ol 
the nations, approved the proposal for compulsory arbitration. 

The second reeolution of the Rio de Janeiro conference dealt with tiie o^anization 
and operation of the Bureau of the American Republics at Washington. 

The Government of Uruguay has contributed to the maintenance of the bureau, 
the usefulness and importance of which it recognized from the begiiming. 

Certain ctiaigee will be euggeeted to insure a greater degree of success in the work 
«f the bureau. 

As to the third resolution, coacemine the building already inaugurated, Uruguay 
will join in the homage to be rendered to Mr. Andrew Carnegie, uie enunent Pan 
Americanist, whose valuable gift has made it possible to secure within a short time the 
conebruction of the palace which serves as uie seat of the Bureau of the Ammcan 
R«publicB in Washington. 

The fourth reeolution relates to the establiebmeat in the ministry of foreign relations 
«f each Republic of a committee to promote the approval of the resolutions of previous 
«onferencee and to furnish the bureau in Waahington with data. 

This committee has not been created because it would be, perhaps, more conducive 
to the purposes set forth in the reeolution, more in harmony with the internal oreaniza- 
tion of the administrative service in each country, and probably more expeditious, tt 
well, if the governing board of the bureau in Washington, to which article 2 of the 
resolution (minutes of the Rio de Janeiro conference, p. 682), were to further, through 
the medium of the Department of Slate of the United Statee, all that relates to 
compliance with what may have been agreed upon at the conference, since that gov- 
«ming board is composed of the diplontatic repreeentatives of all the nations aiM is 
the permanent organ of the International Union of the American Republics. 

As to the sending or furnishing of all sorts of statistical data and iMomiatifm, aa the 
-countries of the International American Union possess organized bureaus of statistice, 
it would be i^uite sufficient were such bureaus to send the data in queetion directly to 
the bureau in Washington, and, if they should not do so within a given period, the 
bureau should call for them through its director or governing board and through the 
medium of the Secretary of State of the United States. An agreement may be m«de 
in this sense. 

The bureau of statistics of Uruguay has always performed this duty by sending its 
annual. 

The delegation appends a pamphlet which contains the tables of exportation and 
impmrtarion for 1907 and 1908. 

This material has to do with the very useful proposal to render generally commercial 
and census statistics uniform. This is a need very much felt and bears a close relaticai 
to other resolutions adopted at Rio de Janeiro. 

Uruguay took its last national census of population and industry in 1908, as it took 
the municipal census of Montevideo in 1889, by a highly improved method of pro- 
cedure in which it made use of the individual blanks and followed the most advanced 
system of investigation. 

The fifth reeolution was to be carried into effect by the Bureau of the American 
Republics in Washington, with the aid of the special committer to be established in 
the ministry of foreign affairs of each country. Since these special committees of 
information have not been created, that being a matter dependent ujxin the icttemal 
budget of each nation, the central bureau of the International American Union has 
been unable to perform the duty ase^ed to it. 

In this respect a statement is made of the changes that m%ht be made in order to 
Attain those results. 

The sixth resolution deals with the compulsory collection of public debts and defers 
the examination of the matter to the Second Hague Conference. 

Since Uruguay was represented and voted in this conference there would be no 
information at present to impart on so important a subject, which has furnished material 
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tfa Mk extensive Mtd intflreetiug biblio^phy — wete it not for the fact that in the 
proeiam of tlie Fourth Conference Topic IX shows some connection with the Bucth 
resolution in queation, and that it was included in The Hague convention relative to- 
the limitation of the use of force for the collection of contract debts. 

The seventh Rio de Janeiro resolution concerns the pi-acdce of the lib^ai pro- 
Umoos and recommends the adoption and ratification of the treaty of Mexico. 

The eighth resolution of the Rio de Janeiro conference deals with commercial 
ralations and bears upon Topic VII of the prc^ram of the Fourth Conference. 

The chief task to nil&ll was incumbent upon the central bureau in Washington, 
namely the elaboration of a plan for ateamahip service. 

Reading postal and tel^raph communication, railways, and exemption from 
tiansit ta;[ee, Uruguay has suggested the holding of a congress to consider the firat , 
two of these points. The construction of railways has to do with the Pan American 
Bailway system, which is a special topic . A Uruguavau railway that crosses the prin- 
cipal linee ot the country now in operation, called toe Interior Railway, lies within 
the system projected for the Pan American Railway. 

The concession has been approved. The law therefore is annexed. And the plan 
of the line has just been submitted to the approval of the Uruguayan Gov^mment. 

Since the eleventh Rio de Janeiro resolution includes the !^ui American Railway, 
this resolution is herewith reported upon, although Delegat« Am^zaga may fumiut 
the committee with more elaborate data on the subject. 

Ninth reeolation: On future conference Delegate Rodriguez will supply remaiks 
or proposals on the matter within the committee itself that has to deal with thia 
topic and of which he is a member. 

Tenth resolution: On natural resources the information to be fumuhed by the 
central bureau in Washington will appear in the report of that office. But this infor- 
mation depeods upon the cooperation that may be given by the countries compoeiog 
the Union. 

It is a matter of great importance, therefore, to establish an adequat« system for 
tht epe^y sending (rf all sorts of data by the statistical bureaus of each country of 
the Union to the central bureau in Washington. 

Eleventh resolution (on sanitary police): This resolution has been carried out. 
Uruguay was represented at the Third Sanitary Confereme of Mexico, There it 
expressed its adnerenee to the Second Sanitary Conference of Wathinglon. The 
convention agreed upon by this conference is the same as the sanitary ctmventioD of 
Paris of 1903, drawn up by eminent scientists from 23 nations. 

At the Second Sanitary Conference of Washington the portion relating to the prophy- 
laxis of yellow fever was added, and all that which referred to countries of the Levant 
and to traffic through the Suez Canal was omitted from the convention of Paris. 

The Fourth American Sanitury Conference of Costa Rica (December, 1909--January, 
1910) amplified certain resolutions, made new recommendations, and fised an inter- 
pretation ot Article IX of the Second Conference of Washington. 

The sanitary organization of Uruguay is highly advanced, and its internal regula- 
tion, as well as its service of an int«mational character, are based upon tJie principles 
and declarations ot the conference of Paris and of the American eanitary conferences. 

The latest reform in Uruguajf centers the higher administration of the sanitary 
service in the national authorities as was recommended in those ot Washington. 

Recently an organic law as to animal sanitary police hes been enacted which corre- 
sponds to the most authorized scientific demands and to the encouragement of eco- 
nomic interests placed under the protection of veterinary and customs regulations. 

In regard to the twelfth resolution ot the sanitary conference of Cosfa Rica we can 
only state that as yet the bureau of sanitary information to be established in Monte- 
video has not been organized. Its operation does not depend solely upon the initia- 
tive and good will of the Government of Unwuay, but also upon the aid in eflective 
coopeiHtion and communication which the other countries that must supply the data 
may furnish. In the respective committee, Delegate Pena will make some remarks 
on the matter. 

Th« twelfth resolution of the conference of Rio de Janeiro has already been treated 
in the observations made in connection with the eighth resolution, and will be ampli- 
fied also by Delegate Am^zsga in the committee on the Pan American Railway. 

Thirteenth resolution includes an examination of the coffee crisis. It concerns 
primarily the countries of production. 

This product is a verv prominent item in the commerce of Brazil and Uruguay and 
has a close relation to the other producii^ countries of America which are seeking an 
extension ot their markets. 

!%« fourteenth resolution deals with the monetary system and with fluctuations in 
exchange during the last 20 years. 
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It wu aereed that the coimtrieB formioK the u 
topics in due tame to be diHtributed and esom 
meetiiig of this Fourth Conference. 

These treatises have not heen prepared in a compreheneive and methodical manner 
on certain baaes of uniformity. The iitudy of exchange ia one of great complexity. 
The (actors to be examined and taken into account are many. Tliey require yreH 
prepared statistics, analyses and interpretations of the same, and a comprehensiTe 
glance at the monetary r^me, the organization of bank credits and public credits in 
«ach country. We are unable at this point to enter upon details like these which call 
for technical studv. But we wish to state that perhaps ths very difflcultiea and com- 
plexities involvea in the examination of fluctuations in exchange are responsible 
for the nonpresentation of the treatises recommended. 

In Uruguay no investigation has been attempted by the bureau of statiatice, nor tut 
the subject been examined under the couditione laid down in the Third Conference, 
but Delegate Pena presents a statistical table on the rates of exchange for 30 
years — a table which, at bis request, was prepared by Dr. Julio Llamas, professor o( 
political economy in the School of Commerce of Uruguay. This table ia accompanied 
D^ a graphic diagram and by various tables t^t enable one to appreciate side by side 
with the rates of exchange the changes in valuea of (he commerce of Uruguay of both 
■exportation and importation during the same period of 20 years. These are accom- 
panied in turn by other supplementary bibles as well as by one relative to the coot- 
meice between Uruguay ana the TTnited States. 

Within the respective committee, Delegate Pena will fumiah all the information tnd 
«xplanations that may be needful. 

The Government ot Uruguay has just presented to congresH a plan of reform in the 
customs tarifi. This plan is followed by an extensive ui^ytical study of the greatest 
tm^rtance. It includes new classifications, an extension of the scope ot specified 
duties, and statistical compariaons to enable one to understand the eSect from a view- 
point of revenue of the reform. 

There will be presented to the proper committee a copy of this intereetin^ work. 

The study of the monetary system of Uruguay, even though couched in brief termi, 
would be of the peatest interest. But this is not the time to consider it. Later a repott 
will be sent to the central office of the union in Washington as was ^reed in the Tniid 
Conference at Rio de Janeiro. 

But if the question is considered at the meeting of any committee of this FourtlL 
Conference, the chairman, Hr. Ramirez, or the delegate, Ur. Pena, will himiah thB 
information nec^sary for all these topics. 

Suchj your excellency, Mr. President, are the reports and information which the 
delegation of Uruguay is able to furnish concerning the fulfilment of resolutions and 
conventions approved in the Third Conference of Rio de Janeiro. 

It is very jjleasing for us to salute his excellency, the president, therefore, with the

BBFOBT OF THB DBLBOATION OF 7ENEZUBLA. 

Mr. Fbbsidbnt: Even if the United States of Venezuela did not participate in tlie 
Third Intema<Jonal American Conference, the Venezuelan delegation has tlie honor 
to submit to thta consideration of the present conference a brief report on matters pe^ 
tainii^ to it Uiat relate to Topic III of the prc^ram under which wo are aeEembled. 

BEOKOAKIZATIOK OF THE BUSBAir Of THE AMERICAN BEFUBUCS. 

The resolution adopted in this regard at Rio de Janeiro is open to debate by the 
terms of Topic IV of the pn^ranj, and the del^ation will submit two propoeitioDi 
concerning this matter in two appendices to the present report marked "A and "B." 

Articles I and II of this agreement provide that the native citizen of a State, natn- 
talised in another, upon again taking up his residence in the country of origin without 
the intention of returning to the country of bis adoption, resumes his original citizBi 
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ship; iind that the intention of not returning muat be prettumed when the naturalized 
poBon reeidea for more Uiaji two years in the country of origin. In Article II it is 
added, neverthelesfl, that, "this presumption may he overcome by_ evidence to the 
contruy." In view of the fact that most treaties concluded for this purpose do not 
contaJDBUchareeervation; that thie has already given rise to disputes and will always 
do so; that with regard to the scope of thia very provision the doctrine has been ad- 
vanced that tLe State "leservee to itself fully and absolutely the right to decide with 
fespect to the status of its citizens and that it exercises this right exclusively as an attri- 
bute of its eovereigntj;;" the Venezuelan Executive would not be disposed to ask its 
congressional ratification unless said reservation were suppressed. 



The Government oi the United States of Venezuela is willii^ to sign the convention 
relative to pecuniary claims made at Rio de Janeiro, blether with ite extension, pro- 
vided always that it be understood that reeort to diplomatic intervention shall not 
be had with r^ard to this class of claims except in a case of the denial of justice on 
the part of a State against which the claim is made. 



This resolution, irtiich properly forms part of the organization of the Bureau of 
American Repubhca, since the proposed committees become oreans of the International 
Unicm, organized in each of the capitals of that union, would have no real purpose 
if it were not adopted and put into practice by all or at least the majority of the States 
of America, since their principal usefulness depends upon the barmonious opera- 
tions of all these bodies so as to cooperate in the realization of what is agreed to at these 
different conferences and to prepare, in common accord and upon reflection, the work 
of future gatherings. With this end in view our Government wolild Hke to know 
whether all or most of the nations of America join in the creation of these committees, 
and in thiscaseitproposesthatsomeoE the beauties to which Article III of thereeolu- 
tion in question refers be defined, and that there be included among them (1) that 
of making reports concerning the labors which each State may propose for the Bureau 
of American Republics for each new conference; (2) that of collecting information 
andof investigating measures which may tend to the uniformity of consulai documents 
and customs regulations, census and commercial statistics and relations. With r^ard 
to this second point the basis would be the formation of a nomenclature which should 
eetahlish in an official manner in America the eq^uivalents in Spanish of the words 
which, in the various countries of this tongue, des^nate articles and products of com- 
merce and industry ; and the terms to wbicb this Spanish word corresponds in English, 
Portuguese, and FHtnch. A work of this magnitude could not be undertaken and 
much less completed except by technical committees of each country oF the union 
formed by an expert in customs nomenclature and a linguist, to the end that the labors 
oit the various committees might be centralized in the bureau at Washington, where 
the^ would serve for the formation of the ofBcial nomenclature of 'he American 
Dations. 

aANTTAET POLICE. 

The Government of the United States of Venezuela has iMiid special attenrion to this 
administrative branch. It has created in the ministry oiintenor relations a board of 

Eublic health, supplemented by a superior council of hygiene. The board of public 
ealth and the body of experts attached to it have issued ordinances of sanitary 
police; have made effective the oblip[atory declaration of conti^ous diseases, and have 
attended with special care to the sanitation of the ports and to the struggle against j;el- 
low fever and bubonic plague, so far as to accomplish the extinction of the latter, which 
two years ago infested tne ports of Venezuela, having been brought in from the Pacific. 
The United States of Venezuela were represented by two experts at the international 
sanitary conference of San loei, Oosta Rica, and are aisposed to adopt the international 
aanitary convention of Washington, provided Article IX of said convention be not 
given the interpretation in the sixth recommendation of the international sanitary 
conference of San Job£, because that interpretation seems contrary to the idea of the 
decorum inherent in sovereignty, and might, moreover, be converted into an easy 
nieane of disturbing the commerce of a given countrj'. 
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CONVENTION CONOBBNINQ PATBNTS. 

Witliout entering upon the merits of the nutt^, and in case the bureaus of re^^ato- 
tion are eeUbliahea wnich this convention propoaee, Veneiuela obMrves tliat mindful 
of hei position on the Soutb American continent, of bet bordering on Brnoil, of tbe 
natural development of maritime and river communication which everything ietiii 
to make man npid and mwe frequent between the two countriee, it should form put 
of the group of nations whose bureau of registry would be at the city of Rio de Janeiro.

BIPOET AND SBAPT OF RESOLUTIONS BT THE THIED COKKITTEE. 

The tiuid committee, intxusted with Topic III, "The examination of the repcolis or 
memorials presented by each deleg&tion relative to the action oE the reepectiw 
GoTemmenta concerning the resolutions and conventions of the Third Conieresce) 
held at Bio de Janeiro in July, 1906, including the report of the Pan-American com- 
mitleee and the consideration of extending the functions of the latter," has &» faoBef 
to submit to the Fourth International Comerence of Uie American Republics the M- 
lowiog report and draft of resolution : 

All the countries represented in the pi«aent conference have submitted their repMti 
relative to this topic, with the exception of Haiti, which did not attend the conference 
U Rio de Janiero. 

CONVENTIONS. 

The first convention, fixing the status of naturalized citizens who agun take up 
Uieir residence in the country of their origin, has been approved by the United States, 
Brazil, Chile, Colombia, CoaU Bica, Ecuikdor, Guatemala, Honduras, Nicart^iua, 
Panaioa, and Salvador. 

The Chamber of Deputies of Argentina has approved it and the agreement of the 
Senate is awaited in order that it may become a law. 

The Senate of Mexico has approved it, but it has heen deemed wiae to await the 
tesnlt of the general revision which it is proposed to carry into effect with r^;ard to 
the legislation on naturalization before promulgating the decree. 

Paraguay hopes to adhere to such a useful proposal. Peru has implicitly approved 
it, mbmitting it to the National Congress for its final ratification. 

In Uruguay it has not yet been approved, but its delegation believes that it will 
encounter no opposition. 



"4. In case of naturalized Cubans, by their residence for five years continuously is

In Ai^eotina it has received the approval of the Chamber of Deputies and awatti 
that of the Senate, In Brazil it is awaitii^ the approval of tlie National Ooa grww i, 
Uruguay has not sent it to the legislative body. 

Concerning this convention, which will remain in force until December 31, 1912, 

Chile is of opinion that it should be renewed for an indefinite time, in conformity

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with the principle ol intenutionftl law eanctioned in the conventioa at Mexico coi 
cerning the riKbte of foreigaers, and would view with pleasure that this lfttt«'coiiT» 
tioD be ratified by all the countriea of America. 

Ciosta Rica believes it necessary, in the new convention, to make these principla 
deftr, that resort sbbll not be had to the jurisdiction of the arbitral tribunal of cbiis 
without first having exhausted all legal remedies before the tribunals oE the coocnr 
against the Government of which the claim has been presented, and that there haek^ 
on the part of said tribunal a. manifest denial of justice or an undue delay or an evidm 
violation of the pricciplee of international law. Paraguay has not n^Sedeaidw:' 
veation, and hopes that in the new deliberationa a form better suited to the int«n-E 
of American nations may be found. Peru has implicitly approved this canvenii'r. 
and has referred it to the National Congress for its nnal ratification. Salvador, itiil 
has approved it, presented to this committee an additional report conceming ib 
treaty in which on referring to the consideration of the eilensian of the same aayi:

The United States of America has sot been able to decide anything regarding til 
matter because of the imfKweibility of harmonizing its present l^ialation and piankt 
on patents with the plan of the convention. The del Ration of me United Stat»n[| 
present separate drafts for patents, trade-marks, and eopyrighls. These drafts will t? 
in accordance with the treaty of Paris of 1883, and with r^&rd to copyri^hle, Ibt 
modifications recently made at the congress held in Berlin in 1909 upon this aiVf 
will be borne in mind. In Aigentina it is awaiting the approval ol Congress. Tbr 
National Conereea of Brazil has not as yet given its approval to this conTenti:t< 
Costa Rica, which has approved it, says in its report: ! 

"The convention of Rio de Janeiro in part changes our Icsal principles, bntt:! 
has not been possible to cany these provisions into efiect in the majority of ourcouC' 
tries, we have not tried to harmonize our laws with the conventions." 

Ouba, which adhered to the treaty of Mexico on patents, deeigna, and industm 
nodels, trade-marks, has not been able to recommend tft the Senate the adoptioo'i 
Ibe conventionof Rio deJaneiro because it had notoccepled that of Mexico conceniiu 
that ot literary and art istic propierty of which it forms a port.

1902, which, with some modifications, torm the convention of Rio de Janeiro, P»». 
piay, if indeed it has hot ratified this convention, in its existing treaties odhettr v I 
ita fundamental provisions. Peru also is considering it, and believes that it will >«<! 
be submitted to the National Congress for ito final ratification, Uruguay haa d.ij 
Mnt it to the legislative body. 

The fourth convention concerning international law has been approved by i^ 
United States of America, Brazil, Chile, Colombia, Cost* Bica, the Dominican Beput^ 
lie, Ecuador, Guatemala, Honduras, Uexico, Panama, Salvador, and Uruguay. 

It is awaiting approval in the Argentine Cor^rees and in that of Nicaragua. 

Paraguay is awaiting on opportunity to con&m its adheeion t« such a us^l F^ 
pooal. Venezuela has sent it to Congress with a request for legal authorization fw ^■ 
•xecutive to adhere to it in the name of Venezuela. Chile m treating this eaVf^ 
believes that it would be odvanlOKeous if the fourth conference should speciir i^' 
bases or general lines along which the international commission might proceed in l^ ' 
distdiaTge of its duty; it exposes at length its points of view which endeavor to gtt*! 
f^nrately the matters of American interest and those of a universal cha»cta ^ 
condenses its opinion in a draft of resolution the text of which is as follows:

1. The American Governments gave instfuctions to their representatives to the 
Second Peace Conference at The Hague in consonance with the resolutions concerning 
international arbitration. 

2. The second resolution concerned the reorganization of the International Bureau 
of the American R«publicB. They have all contributed to its maintenance, agreeing 
totfaeincreoseoE the quota which nas been caused by the iocreasingneceeBitiee. 

Chile believes that^ apart from its functions, it should constitute a center of informa- 
tion on the commercial relations of the American nations, in order to foment the inter- 
dutnge of products between them, and to reach by theee practical methods the creation 
of new and lasting bonds of friendship. 

3. Concerning the building for the Bureau of the American Republics, already com- 
pleted, everyone pavs a tribute of thanks to Mr. Andrew Cam^e because of his 
genoouB domttion, wnich iias permitted the sumptuous realization of all the wishee of 
the Third Conference.

A work of this magnitude could not 
be uiulertaken and much less completed except by technical committees of each 
country of the Union formed by an expert in customs nomenclature and by a linguif^t, 
to the end that the laborsof the various committees mi^ht be centralized in the bureau 
at Washingtoo, where they would serve for the formation of the official nomenclature 
of the American nations.

The Ameri- 
can Governments there represented carried out the uMructions of their reepective 
foreicDi offices. 

7. The seventh resolution, regarding the liberal protessions, which confined itself 
to confinuinK in its entirety the treaty concerning their practice, signed at Mexico, 
neither the United States n<» Cuba, owing to the le^Iation existing in both countries, 
have been able to adhere to. Uruguay maintains in force the treaties of Montevideo 
concerning this matter. Brazil has not given its approval in the National Congreaa. 
Nicangua has already approved the convention relating to the practice of the Uberal 
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profevions, signed in Uexico in 1902, it being wtnthy of note that the laws of the 
country do not require, for their exercise, Nicaragiun citizenship. 

S. This resolution, relative to commercial relations, also ehoula form a rart of the 
detailed report of the director of the International Bureau of the American RepubUcs. 

fl. This resolution has as its object the assurance of periodical reunions of the con- 
ference at short intervals and the meetii^ of the fourth conference. Concerning thia 
reiolution the Government of the United States declaree: 

"That it views with approval the method embodied is thia reeolution, whereby 
the governing board of the international Bureau of the American Repufalice is author- 
izea to designate the place of meeting and, subject to the conditions fixed by the con- 
ference, the date thereof." 

10. The tenth resolution related to natural resources and is thus a matter also for the 
report of the Director of the International Bureau of the American Republics. 

11. The eleventh reeolution concerned sanitary police, and the various reporli 
contain an account of the great advance that has been made in the different countries 
in tbii matter since the conference at Rio de Janeiro. 

Brazil has adhered to the convention of Washin^n under date January 9, 1908, 
and in the Third Sanitary Conference of Uruguay did likewise. 

The delegation of Paraguay states " (hat Paraguay in direct communication by ita 
rivers with the countries of the Plate and of the Atlantic, has sought the realization 
of the ideals aspired to by the moat modem methods of sanitary police, and has formed 
ita international sanitan' conventions so as to accord fundamentally with the conven- 
tions of Washington and Bio de Janeiro, as the treaty of Montevideo shows, which is it 
preeent in force, and in which ita relatione are filed with Uruguay and Aigentina," 

In Che report of Uruguay it is said that as yet the bureau which was to have been 
constituted in Montevideo has not been oi^anized; in this respect it declares that 
its operation does not depend solely upon the initiative and good will of the Govern- 
ment of Uruguay, but also upon the concurrence of efficacious adhesion and communi- 
cations which the other countries that are to join in furnishing information may lend. 

Venezuela declarea that she is disposed to adopt the international aanitary cwi- 
vention of Weahington, provided that tii Article IX of said convention the interpre- 
tation urged in the sixth recommendation of ^e international sanic&ry conference at 
San Jos^ be not given; because that interpretation appears contrary to the concept 
of decorum inherent in sovereignty, and might moreover be converted into an eaay 
method of disturbing the commerce of a given country. 

12. The twelfth resolution concerned Gie Pan American Railroad. Reserving the

togetherwith the reporter the permanent committee of Washington, which the United 
States have transmitted, show the progress that has been accomplished in the inter- 
continental system. 

13. The thirteenth reeolution. which concerned the meeting of a coffee congrea, 
has had no action taken on it. The congress has not been convoked by Biaidl. Gua- 
temala would see with pleasure that Uie idea of said congress might be carried out. 

14. The fourteenth resolution concerned monetary Bystems, etc. The United States 
has sent, as has Panama, as appendices to their reports, a work upon this matter, 
and Brazil a work upon the monetarv political situation of Brazil by Senbor Calogeras. 

A summarized table is annexed wnich shows what Governments nave approved the 
conventions and organized the Fan American committees. 

Taking into consideration everything contained in the reports and the opiniooi 
expressed in the sessions of the committee, the following is recommended as the 
draft of a resolution: 

The undersigned, delegates of the Republics represented at the Fourth Interna- 
tional American Conference, thereunte duly authorized by their Governments, have 
approved the following resolution: 

To recommend to the Govemmenta represented — 

(1) That they send through the conduct of the ministers of fore^ relations all the 
reports presented to this conference to each one of the Pan American committees, and 
to the Fan American Union, for appropriate action, 

(2) That these reports being of great usefulneee, the Governments are especially 
lilted to present them to future conferences and in order that they may be mere care- 
fully examined, that they be sent three months beforehand to the Fan American Union 
in order that they may he printed, and to the end that they he distributed upon the 
day of the opening of tne conference. 

(3) That the usefulness of the Pan American committees in the countries wherein 
they have been establi^ed and the evident utility of establiahing them in iJie nations 
which have not yet done so, having been proved, the latter are urged to create them 
promptly informing said bureau.

(4) That thus also the fulfillmeat of the reeolutions of the Third Coafetence upon 
DBtunl resourceB, a monetary eyatem, commerce, customs, and statistice, is urged upoD 
the Govemmenta, the bureaus of the respective countries being able to send directly 
to the Pan American Union at Washington their reports, annuals, data, and every 
cUsB of publication that refers t« these matters. 

(5) That, in order to facilitate the deposit of the ratifications of the conventions, 
and in order to render more rapid their exchai^e and publication, besides the copy of 
ratifications sent to the department for foreign affairs of the country in which the 
conference is held, another copy be sent, as a means of information, to the Pan 
American Union and that a like procedure be followed with respect to the adhesion of 
noDsignatory nations. 

Done and signed in the city of Buenos Aires, Argentine Republic, on the day of 

August, 1910, in Spanish, English, Portuguese, and French, and deposited in the 
department for foreign relations of the Ai^ntine Republic, in order that certified 
copies may be taken to be sent through diplomatic channels to each one of the signatory 
States.

The Fourth International Americui 
Conference, aaaranbled at Buenos Aites, 
reeolvee: 

I. — To reconunend te the GovemmentB 
which have not yet adopted the IntemB- 
tioDftl Sanitary Convention of Washing- 
ton, tiie adoption of the same. 

II. — To recommend likewise the adop- 
tion of the recommendationa of the Third 
and Fourth Sanitary Conferences. 

III.— To word Art. IX <A the ConvenlJtMi 
of Washington as follows: 
"In order that a locality be considered 

free of contagion it will be neceesa^ to 
furmah official pnxrf Hatisfactory to both 
parties interested: 

First: That there have been no deaths 
nor new cases of plague or cholera tot five 
days after the isomtion, death, or dia- 
charge of the last case of plague or choleia; 
in the case of veliow fever the period shall 
be eighteen oaya, but each Government 
reserves the right to proloi^ this period 
against those countriee where the meas- 
ures for the isolation of cases, the deetruc- 
tioQ of moequitoeB, and the disinfection 
of foci, are not observed. 

Second: That all measures of disinfec- 
tion have been applied, and that in treat- 
ing plague cases, there have been carried 
out all measures for the destruction of i»ta :

HoKORABLB Cokfkrence: The fourth committee has the honor to submit to the 
conference the followii^ report, baaed upon the report of the Director of the Intema- 
tional Bureau of American Republics, ue proposals annexed to die memorial of the 
Venezuelan detection, eualained by Mr. C&arZumeta, and the projects of the r«ecJu- 
tion and convention presented, the firat by Mr. Anfbal Cruz Diaz, the second by Mr, 
Paul S, Reinach. 

The commission is of opinion that the International Bureau of American Republio 
has rendered important services to the prosperity and culture of the peoplee of America, 
promoting in each one of them a more exact knowledge of the other nations of the 
Continent, and more intimate and constant exchange (9 products and ideas. As the 
embodiment of the perpetuity of this union, there has been erected in the city of 
Washington, at the expense of all the Republics wiiich constituted it, aud of that 
ardent supporter of international peace, Mr. Andrew Cam«sie, a building which serves 
as a proper and adequate home and which constitutes in t£e words of the Hon, Elihu 
Root "a covenant of fraternal duty, a declaration of allegiance to an ideal." 

In this spirit the committee has with unity of purpose considered the important 
and very able report of the director of this institution, the maintenance of which 
interests equally each one of the Republics which have created and which sustain it, 
and the various proposals tending to perfect its organization and to secure its stability. 

The committee has maintained the form of resolution which the statutes of the union 
have had since the beginning, and under which its present development has been 
achieved; and it recommends to the Governments that they consider the advisability 
of rairang this agreement to the dignity of a convention upon the bases which are 
herewith proposed. 

For the sake of brevity and in order that the name of the institution may correspond 
fully to the importance of the purpose to which the nations of America in common 
devote themselves, the word "International" has been omitted from the title of the 
Union of the Republics, and it is recommended that the term Pan American Union 
be used for that oi^anization of services which until now has been known aa a bureau. 

In order that the union may be able to achieve most completely its vast task of 
information and propaganda, and in order that this may rest upon an official basis, it 
is indispensable to organize in an efficient manner the compihng of information and 
reports in each Republic, and their prompt transmission to Washington. The com- 
mittee therefore believes that this important work can not be fully carried out without 
attributing this function, together with the responsibilities attaching thereto, to the 
Pan American committees, created by the Third International American Conference. 
As these committees are composed iu each country of former delegates to this confer- 
ence, and of other distinguished citizens, their cooperation in behalf of the respective 
countries will be of great assistance to the union^ and will distribut* in a better 
manner the common labor and responsibility. The initiative of these committeeeand 
a healthy rivalry between them wilt undoubtedly increase the utility and efficacy of 
the Pan American Union. 

In order to express the fraternal character of the union, the committee has affirmed 
the ri^ht of each State to be represented in the governing board, defining the manner 
of giving a vote to any Republic which may not have at the time being a diplomatic 
representative in Washington; and, moreover, taking full account of the precedence 
and the very acceptable obligations which justify the designation of the Secretary (rf 
State of the United States of America as president of the governing board of the union,

This section may be completed within 
a year. From Guatemala City to Zacapa a line is in operation and the group of capi- 
tuists who control the other lines are now engaged in surveys for the extension from 
Zacapa to the border of Salvador, and from there on through to Honduras. In Guate- 
mala about 50 miles of tills extension remain to be built, and in Salvador 285 milee. 
The section 49 milee long in Salvador from Santa Ana to the city of El Salvador is 
already built and will serve as a link in the main system. Construction has begun at 
la Union for the line te the city of Salvador. This work, it is expected, will be 
finished within IS months. 

To croes Honduras a section of 72 miles will be necessary. This will naturally 
bllow the completion of the line throi^h Salvador, The railway under construction 
on the Atlantic coast ot Honduraeultimately will be extended to tne Pacific. InNica- 
rapia a link of 38 milee will join the northern boundary with the existing line 105 
miles long, which serves as a section on the Pan American route from Chinandega to 
Granada, and 6S milee must be constructed to reach the border of Costa Rica. 

CoetaRicahasl82mile8 of railway inoperation.part of which, the line from Guap ilea 
to Port Limon_, may serve as an Atlantic coast section of the Pan American trunk 
Then the ^p is closed up to the eastern frontier of Nicaragua, From Fort Limon to 
the Canal Zone is 226 miles. Of this a section 36 miles long is already in operation. 
This line follows the alternative route su^ested by the en^neer corps of tne inter- 
continental survey in leaving the Pacific coast and crossing to the Atlantic slope. 
Adoptii^ this plan, this distance from the southern border of Mexico to the Canal 
Zone is 1,183 miles, of which 675 miles remain to be built. The route is a zigzag one, 
but is in the nature o£ practical railway construction which looks to traffic and does 
not undertake to adhere strictly to air-line surveys. Should the Pacific coast route 
be followed the distance to be covered would be somewhat longer. Most of the sections 
already constructed, with the exception of the line in Costa Rica, would serve tor 
this route. This plan would also include the construction of the line from Panama 
to David along the Pacific slope, 274 mites in length, fo which Uie Government of the 
Hepublic of Panama, is committed. 

To sum up the railway situation in Central America without going into further 
details, 508 miles serving for Pan American or intercontinental purposes are in opera- 
ttan, 690 miles of feeders are already built, and 675 miles remain to be constructed in 
order to reach the Canal Zone by the shortest route, while 875 miles remain to be 
built by the longer route; that is to say, there are le-day in Central America 1,200 
mileeof railway of all kinds in operation and 675 yet to be Duilt to join up and connect 
them with the trunk system reaching to hiexico and the United Stales. 

Note should be made in connection with railway construction in Central America 
of the completion of the interoceanic lines. The line across Guatemala from San 
J«i on the Pacific to Puerto Barrios waa completed in 1908. The through railway 
acMas Coeta Rica is another important transverse line. These interoceanic or cross 
lines are in the nature of braucuee of the main trunk. The interoceanic lines and 
the main trunk serve aa feeders to one another. 

The total foreign commerce of Central America is now approximately (50,000,000 
a year. Every mile of railway that is completed adds to this commerce and in opening 
up the resources of very rich regions insures a valuable traffic. 

In connection with the Central American section of the Pan American system 
attention ia drawn to the action ot the Central American Peace Conference held at 
Washington in the latter part of 1907, This conference, manifesting the desire of the 
Governments represented to contribut« their respective shares tow^ the realization 
of the great work of the Pan American Railway committee, concluded a special con- 
Testion. It was proposed that conunlssions be appointed which should report to the 
different Governments the most suitable measures for the construction of the respective 
Mctions, and that the effort should be made te secure the organization of one or more 
companies to construct the sections indicated; and, if that were impossible, to consoli- 
<Ute and brii^ to an agreement the difierent companies holdii^ contracts or conces- 
tiois. It was also proposed that the contracting companies should come to an agree- 
ment with the Governments of the United States and ot Mexico and of Panama 
concerning everything relating to the transit of merchandise and passengers from 
border to border. 
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The South American continent presents a different eituatioo from Mexico and 
Central America ae t« the construction of a through trunk line. The moat difficult 
NctionB are those which are essential t« the mineral development of the countries of 
the Andes. In Colombia, owing to various ciicumBtances. not much progress has yet 
been made on the Tnain trunk of the Pan American system, but some activity in 
reported in est«ading the line that now reaches from Buenaventura on the Pacific lo 
Call. The extension of this line north to Cartage and south to Popayaa will form 
links in the Pan American system. The Colombian Government, nowever, hag 
succeeded in supplementing its facilities of river navigation by railway connectiona. 



The line has been completed from the capital, Bc^ta to Girardot on the MagdiJen; 
River. Headway has been made with various sections paralleling the river and abo 
with some of the extensions from the river ports to interior points. A valuable part 
of the vast natural resources of Colombia are tributary to the Pan American route and 
the opportunities for their exploitation should encourt^e the various projects for 
buildinK sections of the line. 

Ecuador shows a marked advance in Pan American construction. The railway con- 
necting Quit<>, the capital, with Guayaquil, on the coast, furnishes 160 miles, the 
section between Quito and Alausi, of a direct lint on the Pan American route. The 
Government has made arrangements which seem to assure at an early date the exten- 
sion from Alausi south tu Ciienca and there is also the probability of conatructioD 
north from Quito to Ibarra within three years as provisionally contracted for by the 
executive. This will be a 100-mile link. Contracts which have been made for sev- 
eral short coaet lines will also add to the railway facilities of Ecuador. Work has 
begun on the railway from the Bay of Caraquez to Quito, which will be 182 miles 
in length and will serve aa a feeder to the Pan American system. The plana of the 
Government (or rail connection to the Amazon River rogion are also important. 

Peru, by adhering steadily t« its policy of making the Pan American trunk the basis 
of its railway development, has obtained important results. On the direct Fan 
American route the line is in operation from the mining center of the Cerro de Pasco, 
south to Huancayo, a distance of 145 miles, and the first section of the further exten- 
sion toward Ayacucho is now under way. While there is an uncompleted section to . 
Cuzco, comprising about 500 milea, it is gratifying to report that the sections between ' 
Cuzeo and Lake Titicaca have been completed, and there ia now a through line &om 
Cuzco to Pufio on the shore of the lake, 2117 miles in length. This is a direct link in 
tiie Pan American chain. In northern Peru provision baa been made for extending 
the coast line from Chimbote to Recuay, a section of which will be an intercontinental 
link. 

Reference should also be made to the favorable situation of the Peruvian projecU | 
for joining the river ayslcma tributary to the Amazon on the eastern slope of the Andes 
by railway lines. The construction of aueh lines is encouraged by the ouilding of the 
main trunk which on it£ part will be served by them as feeders. Surveys which look 
to reaching Iquit^is. on the Amazon, from Paita, on the Pacific, through the lowest 
depression in the Andes, are now being made and there is an encouraging prospect . 
that they will result in the early building of this line. The surveys for the line from 
Cerro de Pasco to the River Ucayali have also been completed, and that project is con- 1 
sidered to be in a favorable position. 

Ferry transportation from PufJo across Lake Titicaca. 102 miles, may be regarded as 
a water link in the Pan .\merican system. This means of transportation ia already 
in operation. The Bolivian section of the Pan American Railway may be said to 
begin at the port of Guaqui on the banks of Lake Titicaca. The Bolivian Government, 



n very satiatactorily. The Pan American trunk line bj 
from Lake Titicaca lo the southern border has been the cardinal feature of this policy. 
In pursuance of it aectioiis have been completed between Guaqui and Uyuni, a dis- 
tance of Z<i.i miles. This is a direct link in the main intercontinental location. Theie 
remain to be constructed only 177 miles from tJyuni to the southern border, and the 
plans of the Bolivian Government which are now being carried out insure the comple- 
tion of this section at a reasonably early date. In the meantime other important rail- 
way building is going on in the way of^ branches, the most important of which is from 
the trunk to the Poiosi mining region. This will secure a valuable traffic to the main 
syBtem. 

Bolivia is further interested in the construction of a direct line from the Pacific port 
of Arica to La Paz. which will form a junction with the Pan American main line. 
This work has been iiiiderlaken by the Chilean Government under a treaty arrange- 
ment with Bolivia. The contracts were let in 1909 and the work of construction iai 
now going on. i 
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Chile's mtersst in the Pan Americsia Railway, from its gei^Taphical location, is 
the connection with the main trunk avBtem by oxtessiona and branch lines. The 
LoD^tudinal Railway, to which the Government is committed as a national policy, 
may be considered as a branch or extension along the intercontinental location, since 
it will be joined with the Pan American trunk line by any one of several railways 
uroes the Andes. The surveys for the Longitudinal Line have been compietod, 
coolractB have been let tor various sections, and the work of construction has been 
begun on these sections. The Longitudinal Railway in time undoubtedly will reach 
from the northern border of Chile to the far south. 

The opening of the Trans-Andine Railway tunnel to paeaei^r and freight traffic 
isanother result of Chile's railway poliw. Since its completion the Chilean railways 
are joined with those of the Argentine Republic and are tnus also connected with the 
Muthem part of the general Pan American system. 

-The pr^ress of the Argentine Republic in railway construction has been so rapid 
tbat the Government was able to announce to the world two years t^ that its con- 
tribution to the Pan American Railway plan was finished, since its fines were com- 
pleted from Buenos Ayres to Quiaca on uie southem border of Bolivia, a distance of 
1,060 miles. The importance of the extension of the Ai^ntine lines to future com- 
merce IB unquestioned. When the Bolivian links are completed it will mean a lai^e 
increaae of trafiic in both directions. 

Since the Argentine lines were prolonged north to the frontier of Bolivia and since 
the Bolivian links were completed to Uyuni, there now remains only the gap between 
Cuzco in Peru and Buenos Ayres of 177 miles out of a total distance of 1,940 miles, 
allowing for the water transport across Lake Titicaca. If the railway is to built along 
Uie shores of the lake this would require only 100 additional miles. 



The general situation of the main trunk syste 

ris follows: The total length of the Pan Ame 
e to Buenos Ayres is 5,064 miles; rail and water line in operation, 2,067 miles; 
lines tmder construction or to be constructed, 2,997 miles. 

The total distance from New York to Buenos Aires, following the actual construc- 
tion in Mexico and adopting the alternative Pan American survey in Cential America 
by ihe shorter Atlantic coast route, is 10,116 miles. Of this 6,444 miles are in operation 
and 3,672 miles are either under construction or yet to be constructed to flH in the 
NcUous that are lacking. Eliminating the water links, it may be said that 3,7(N} 
miles of railway are requisite. 

The present status of the Pan American project as indicated above is shown in tabu- 
lated form as follows:

The intercontinental survey made under the direction of the commission created 
by the First Fan Americsji Conference has for many years been the basis of the Pan 
American Railway project. Its results were very beneficial and are still of much 
value. Some of me locations indicated have been followed in actual railway cou- 
Bniction while other sections which were not surveyed have been built. In view 
otUieutilityof the survey as a pioneer investigation, and of the information it afforded, 
a review of the situation in 1910, based on that survey, by a competent ei^ineer officer 
i> valuable. This is aSorded in the table prepared by Gen, George W. Davis, member 
cf the committee, from the records of the intercontinental survey, showing the dis- 
UncQfl between the two capitals, Washington and Buenos Aires. It follows the Pan

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independent ayst«nia. The Republic of Uruguay has contracted for upward of 500 
miles aod has ^veti important conreasiDna, and steps have been taken to ineuie 
comptete railway communication with the Brazilian nnee. The coDBtruction of the 
Pan American 'f^necontinental, 3TS mites, from the Brazilian border at San Luis to 
Golonia on the River Plate opposite Buenos Aires, is apparently certain. With the 
completion of the lines in aouthem Brazil, which is also assured, and the junction of 
the lailwavB in northern Brazil there will be in existence a transcontinental railway 
which will afford through railway communication from Pemambuco, on the Atlantic, 
via Rio de Janeiro, to Valparaiso on the Pacific. Another through connection will 
be obtained by gaining the northern extension from Montevideo with the Brazilian 
linee at Rivera, The proposed international bridge across the Cuareim River will 
jwn flie Uruguayan railways with the Brazilian lines at the northwest extremity. 
The steps toward the realization of these plans are another evidence of the activity of 
railway construction in South America, all of which are based on the certainty of 
traffic from tJie development of the resources of the n^ons which are to be given 
railway facilities. 

Uention has been made of the early completion of the sections in southern Brazil 
which will join the Brazilian railway aystema with those of Uruguay. This, however, 
is only one of the many railwav enterprises which are progressing in Brazil. Un- 
doubtedly the most important of these ia the construction, under the direction of the 
Government, of the Madeira-Mamore line around the Falls of San Antonio.- The 
vklue of this railway in opening up the commerce of a great section of the interior of 
South America, by means of the river Amazon and its tributaries, has been w^ 
understood, but t« carry the project into effect has been extremely difficult. The 
actual construction now going on, however, makes it sure that the enterprise will be 
curled through, and the committee is informed that within two years it is hoped to 
have the entire line, 300 miles in length, completed. This will be of very great 
benefit to tiie commerce, not only of the region directly served, but of the whole world. 

The committee is informed that railway construction in Paraguay is also proceeding, 
so that that country will be given closer communication with the railway systems of 
Argentina and Uruguay. Theextensionof the existing line which runs from Asuncion 
to Pirapo, 153 miles to Encamacion, on the river Parana, will close up an important 
section. The prolongation will be finished in two years. The building of a line 
to Pcsados is a further step in establishing railway intercommunication which is 
waential to the utilization or the resources of Paraguay. The contract authorized by 
the A^entine Government to extend existing lines so as to join Coirientea with Asim- 
cioD and thus afford through communication between Buenos Aires and the capital 
of Paraguay insures an important lini in intercontinental railway cotinection. 

The committee is informed that several important enterprises in Venezuela, which 
in the past have received favorable consideration, are now in a position t« obtain the 
capital necessary to carry them out. The Orinoco River furnishes means of commu- 
nication in the southern part of the republic, but in the northern part railways are 
necessary in order to reach the ports of the coast, A large and profitable traffic awaita 
the construction of such railways. 

In order to show the relation of the Pan American project to the various countriea 
(hat will be benefited by it, the committee has had a map prejuired which is annexed 
to the report. This map shows the transportation routes by railway, river and ocean. 
It is designed to present the general Pan American Railway location in its geographical 
relation to the lUfferent republics and also to indicate the river navigation which is 
ol great importance in the commerce of South America. Railway and river traffic on 
that continent act as mutual feeders to each other. 

The map tua been prepared from the Uteat available sources, but the indication of 
boundaries is only tentative and is not to be understood as more than a ^neral line 
lo designate the relative position of the different countries. 

concIpUBioh. 

Id previous reports the committoe baa taken occasion to recall the declantion of 
distinguished statesmen of the United States favoring the Fan American project. 
Among those who so declared themselves were James G. Blaine, Presidents Harrison 
Mil Roosevelt and Secretary Root. It ia gratifying to add to these expreasionH other 
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declarations. President Taft, in a letter to the chaiiman under date of January 13, 
1910, ynote ae follows: 

"I am very much in favor of the construction <d the Pan American Railway, and 
hope for practical results from the conference soon to be held at Bueuoe Aires in regard 
tfl the matter." 

Secretary Knoi also wrote the chairman: 

"I am in hearty sympathy with the Fan American project, and will be glad to give 
it such aadstance as I can. Each step toward its realization will not only directly 
increase trade between adjacent American countries but will also increase wutuu 
acquaintance and knowledge, and the interweaving of interests, which is the sureet 
foundation of commercial development in each country and of good international 
understanding among them aJl." 

The chairman of your committee, since the First Pan American Conference in 1889, 
has be«ai a member of the several committeee coi the Pan American Railway resulting 
therefrom and has followed closely the proapects of the project. In his advocacy of 
the subject he has discuBsed the matter many times with men of more or lees financial 
ability and r^road experience. He is glad to say that there is a growing interest and 
somewhat positive disposition on the part of men lA prominence In the busine«e world 
to more senously connder the enterprise, not only from the standpoint of a great public 
work, but fiom the belief that it presents an opportunity for a reasonably safe and 
profitable investment. 

The indications now are that the time is drawing near when men of lar^ affairs, 
capable of financine such aproject, will undertake the building to completion of the 
Pu) American Railway. Witbm four years it is promised that the oceans will be 
joined at Panama. If the present favorable indications have not been miajudged, an 
"'lail route should join Panama with Mexico and Wadiington by 1915, ana with

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EIPOKT OF THE SIXTH OOmiTTEE, BTEAKSHIP SEBVIOE. 

Committee No. 6 unanimouBly eufamita the (ollowing preambio and resolutions and 
recommenilB their adoption: 

"Whereas frequent, r^ular, and swift steamship service, under tho flags of the 
American statee, is required for the extension of trade, the convenience of commerce, 
»nd the maintenance of friendly intercourse. 

"But far more important is the power to regulate water-borne freight rates between 
the American republics. Without such power control throi^h combines and con- 
fMBnceo wholly outside the inftuence of such states might command both their trade 
and transportation. 

"Remlvtd (\) Uireil commerce being subject to joint regulation by the states carry- 
ir» on iueh trade should bo established at the earliest opportunity, 

(2) It is recommended that thestates represented at this conference should con- 
clude conventions among themselves proviaing for direct and adequate steamship 
•Brvice; the vessels to be built of the highest speed and largest size consistent with 
economical commercial sMvice. 

"(!)) It is recommended that in all cases where one or more of the states represented 
stthis conference shall eetablish, through state initiative, a line or lines of steamers 
(o one or more of the states; that such vessels ehall enjoy all the privileges at ports of 
call that are accorded to vessels flying the flag or flags of such ports, 

"(4) That in future no rebating railway privil^os shall be granted by any railways, 
whether private or government rontrolled, which shall not bo granted to vessels enter- 
ing and clearing the ports of such states ninning in direct trade from other states repre- 
wnted at this conference, 

"(5) To recommend t*) the states roprosontod at this conference a study of the 
conditions and means by which reciprocal liborty of commerce may be established 
in the coasting trade of the American repiiblirs and that the result of such study be 
laid before the nest American conference, 

"(8) To recommend that states now having n 
fpteainship communication with ports of other c 
lory and rapid service with such ports, 

"{!) To recommend the establishment o( connecting lines between such ports as 
have no American steamship service in order that there may be a contiiHious, un- 
btokonconnectionfromnorth to south onboth coasts, Pacific and Atlantic, including 
the Gulf of Mexico and Caribbean Sea, and by governmontal action induce all con- 
necting links to cooperate in such manner as to avoid loss of time and intermittent 
handling of freight, mail, and passengers, 

"(8i To recommend that in all cases in which vessels proceed in one direction 
only from tho ports of one American state to another, that reci|)rncal measures shall 
betaken to provide return cargoes warrantinK return sorvico. 

"(9) In view of the immense importance to the development of steamship linos of 
factors contributing to facility and permanence of flourisning trado conditions, it ia 
recommended that dimct banking and cable service be establisho<l aLid that a common 
system of weights and measures bo adopted." 

In taking this action the commiltco has gone counter Ui Ihe slock-in-imde argu- 
ment that the peopli- and the capital of the stales nf Anicricu are bcllor cniployed 
in developing tneir own internal resinin'Cs and that the ciminxidilicH of trade should 
be carried by tlu«o already possOHsing and controlling the means of ocean commerce. 
While this argument riasHcs current when not inquired into, it ncods only a knowl- 
edge of the strategy of trade to show its sophistry. 

If we suffer our various priKlucu to he iniorehanged snlely thrnugh the medium of 
Iransporiation systems foreign to our control, such systems will be able, after por- 
tioning out our trade to their self-interest, U> inflict inferior service at disadvantagcfous 
lates. 

The commerce now carried on between the nations of the American Hemisphere 
w increasing rapidly and with such increase there is forming an over-strengthening 
control of its carriage by ships of another hemisphere, 
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With HUch increase unchecked there will in time be built up a system powerful 
enough to replace competition by dictation. With buying, selling, banking, ioaur- 
ance, and transpoTtation developed to a degree that deSee BUCMsafuI or pceeible 
exeieiee of such lactors of commerce by ourselves, we shall be reduced to the parts 
o( simple conaume™ and produce™, giving of our labor and our resources to enrich 
alien peoples. In many cases the disposition and the price received by the pro- 
ducer are fixed by the carrier, so essentially necessary are trade connections and 
distributive agencies to the ^reat maritime fleets oE the present day, and such powers 
are of couise used when poesible ti advance the material interests of their own coun- 
tries. While delay too long will be fatal and the oceans may be parceled out to 
spheres of influence, and delay results in making the efiort to free ourselves from 
foreign tribute less and less likely oi duccetiiuiil accomplishment. As more and more 
is received from interchiuige witn one another, the cost of transportation upon n^t 
is carried should decrease. So long, however, as the pools, conferences, and monop- 
olies of another hemisphere control inter- American trade they can keep up the tians- 
portation charges in our trade as well as theirs and continue to throttle the flow of 
trade to our disadvantage. 

And with the same menace of helpless dependence uncontrolled by even a potential 
power to compete on our part, even national policies may be subject to foreign dic- 
tation. 

We must not be considered as takii^ a position antagonistic to the countries of the 
ships of Europe, for we welcome fair competition and rely upon the enterprises and 
activity of our people for our share. We do desire, however, such means of regu- 
lating trade that it may not bear toll charges radically out of proportion to actual coat. 

It must not be assumed, however, that in saying this we admit that the present serv- 
ice ia satisfactory or commensurate with trade requirements, for it is not. 

The American nations are meeting here to take measures looking to their ci 
welfare and material prosperity. 

No matter with what hesitation < 
the fact remains that in the long ri ... „ _. . 

can be built and grow constantly in size and profit earning on the trade which v 
furnish, no valid argument can be advanced to prove that we can not turn the vast 
sums now pouring into foreign coffere to the enrichment of our own peoples. 

It is poesible for us, both severally and in cooperation, to insure our independence 
in all the essentials of national greatness, o£ whlcn. under existing conditions of world 
development and cooperation, transportation on the oceans is the greatest. 

The need of vessels flying the flags of America in the commerce of this hecnisphere 
is generally admitted, and much has been done already in this direction by various 
republics m the inauguration of mail and passenger lines. 

But vessels numerous enough f> give even a weekly service of fast steamers to the 
ports of South .America would not be sufficient to meet the cargo demand of the near 

Hence while we may feel aaaured that individual national enterprise will establish 
the much-needed mail connections, our problem is to see whether there is any joint 
action possible that by developing a preference for vessels carrying the flags oi the 
American states will create a demand for such vessels in our general intercnanfe of 
commodities, for it is upon such a demand that we must rely for a healthy and flouT- 
idting growth. 

We need not point out the great advantage in national ownership of sea-goins vesesla 
in the encouragement and domestication of the mechanical arts, in supplying a 
nursery of navafstrength, in safeguarding the balance of commerce, and in developmg 
and extending the commerce of the flag. 

So in our first resolution we recommend the establishment of direct lines of ocean 
steamers, subject to r^ulation by interested states. 

That there may be such control and regulations as will encourage reciprocal com- 
merce, it is recommended that states carrying on direct trade, conclude conventions 
to the end that such commerce may be assured of the sympathy and direct practical 
recrulation of the Governments int«reBted, 

The best work is done with the best of tools, and it is essential that if such tools of 
commerce as ships are to compete with the ships of others, they should be of the most 
up-to-date character and equipment. 

If nations are to establish lines of direct communication, it is essential that handi- 
caps of special privileges to existing lines should he removed or equalized. 

One 01 the most serious obstacles to the success of new steamship lines would be to 
find that vesaela of a flag foreign to the nations exchanging commodities received 
special concessions from the railroads by which they could rebate on through ship- 
ments and so be in a position to drive trade away from the new lines and so renow 
hopeless any r^ulation of commerce through fkir competition. 
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Ab the tTEule relatioiw between the American itatee became progreegively moie inti- 
nute, trammels upon treide will gradually dinppear and there may come a time when 
the coasting trade of all America will be open to vessels of domestic build and owner- 

'nie problems of reciprocal liberty of the coasting trade as affected by contraband 
goods and emigration at small porta, existing laws aod regulations, the limitations due 
to treaties witn other countries and conceasionB, are complicated and retjuire much 
■tndy for their solution, so it is recommended that thin important question receive 
from the Qovemments of America the attention it requites. 

It is but natural that linee, unless compelled to do otherwise, should slight ports 
where trade languishes, in favor of ports where the opportunities for profit are for 
the moment greater. But when nations in furtherance of a policy of trade extension 
eeUblish linee that are intended to furnish connections, they should inaist that trade 
engagements should be carried out and porta that have a right to proper service should 
not be discriminated against. A recommendation to this effect ia submitted. 

In contemplating the splendid conception of a Pan American Railroad, we must 
not lose sight of water communication. While great throueh Unea of steamship com- 
munication are essential, we' must bear in mind the fact^oiat local traffic, too, U of 
supreme value and, in many cases, indispensable for feeding the larger ports. So with 
k view to securing an unbroken chain of steamship service north and south on both 
the east and west coasts, including the Gulf of Uexico and Caribbean Sea, it ia recom- 
mended that lines be established to supply the missing links, and further, that inter- 
mittent aervice may be avoided, it is suggested that all connecting links be required 
to cooperate in arriving and departing so as to avoid intermittent handling of height, 
mail, and passengers. 

There are cases where vessels touch at American porta on northbound voyages, but 
pi on to Europe and retumto the South without callingon the return voyage. Careful 
study of reciprocal possibilities should be made in such caaes and every effort exhaust«d 
to provide a return ca^o, warranting a call on the way back. 

since the committee's duty was to inquire in to the meana for aecuriug lines of steam- 
eia, it is but natural that cog[niEance should be taken of auch factors as will secure that 
permanence in trade conditions that will warrant initial expenditure and insure their 
nrofitable employment. Demand for American bottoms to provide for progressive 
betterment must be baaed on stable buainega conditions. For this reaaon the com- 
mittee feels comp^ed to call attention to the need in this connection of direct bank- 
ing and cable service and a common system of weights and measures, 

Owin^ to the many difierent forms of encouragement used, your committee haa not 
feltjustified in recommending specific means for starting new nuul lines. But a study 
of bade conditioDS holding in the various states has shown numerous wise and com- 
mendable instances of Government encouragement based upon that patriotic states- 
manship and foresight that strengthen for the state that great pillar of national great- 
DMs and material prosperity — ocean transportation. 

Referring to my own country, what I have seen haa convinced me that there ahould 
be in the maritime policy of the United States one paramount principle, namely: 

That the vessels runnina from the ports of the United States of Amenca to tie porta 
of other American states, should be at least equal in comfort and convenience to those 
Etom any port in Europe and of such speed that duration of voyages under analogous 
conditions shall be less from the ports of the United States than from the great com- 
meicial ports of Europe. 

And now before endii^ this analysis of committee su^eationa, let me say a personal 
w<Hd. Meeting and knowing one another here has brought us close together — visitr 
incand knowing one another^ countries will bring our countries closer together, 

A visit to the United States would quickly demonstrate that many of tjie all^^ed 
obstacles to closer commercial relations are imaginary or subject to simple adjustment 
to accord with the business methods of the countries t« the South. 

The steamship connections will soon be in existence. In tlie meantime and in 
preparation for more intimate relations, tell your people to come to our country where 
a sincere welcome awaits them, and we shall tell our people to go to youra. 

I have the honor, on behalf of my coUea^ee and myself, to submit the report of the 
Mxth conunitt«e and recommend ita adoption by the conference.

Mi. President: Your seventh comniittee which haa had under considemion tho 
eighth topic'of the prognm of the conference, providing for the consideratioii of 
meaeures that will lead to unifonnity ftmong the American republice Id coDsular docu- 
ments and the technical requireroenta of customs r^ulatione, and also in ceneue and 
commercial atatisticB, in Uie fulfillment of the duty imposed upoD it, haa the honor to 
submit the following report: 

r. CONSUUR DOCUMENTS. 

Previous international American conferencee have beoD unanimous in considering 
that unification and simplification of consular documents and of customs adminiatia- 
tion and commercial nomenclature of the countries of America would facilitate com- 
mercial operations among them and tend, for the same reason, to the development of 
their reciprocal commerce. 

This committee on considering the subject submitted to its investigation regrets 
that the resolution made by the international conference at Rio de Janeiro proviaing 
for the establishment in the Bureau of American Republics of a section of statistics, 
customs, and commerce to compile the customs laws of the republics of America, and 
to prepare a report on the matter intended to serve as a basis for investigations and tend 
to make more productive future deliberations on this subject has not been carried 



The committee has had at its disposal in the preparation of this work an interesting 
and well prepared report of the Argentine experts, Messrs. E. Weigel Mufioi, ana 
Liberie Ponce, concerning the means of giving uniformity to consular procedure in 
its relations to the documentation of shipments, a study presented by the delegate of 
Uruguay, Mr, Carlos M. de Pena, which contains verj- important observations on the 
subjects submitted to the examination of this committee, the various, extensive, and 
.detailed memomnda concerning Ihe same subject, presented by the delate of the 
Ifnited States, Col. E. H. Trowaer, and a report of the deloMte of the United States of 
Brasil, Mr, Herrulano de Freitas, concerning the ieeuance of various documents which 
should be presented lo the consulate in conformity with the laws of Bmiilj alao an 
analj^B made by counselor of the delegation of Chile, Mr. J. Phillipi, concerDtng com- 
mercial nomenclature as well as the suggestions contained in the report presented to 
the conference by the delegates of Venezuela, Messrs, Manuel Diae RtKir^jueK and 
C. Zumela. 

The committee submits to the fourth conference a series of reoommendatjona which 
it has succeeded in formulating after a careful study of the foregoine data and the min- 
utes of preceding conferences. In regard to those subjects upon which it has not been 
in a position to paps final judgment because of their technical nature and the lack of 
antecedents and prei'ious studies, the committee has thought best to indicate in a 
detailed and concrete form the investigations which should be made before the next 
conference convenes. For this reason it has outlined for the guidance of the Bureau 
of the American republics which is charged with the duty of making such studiee a 
precise and definite programme which it should follow in carrying on its work. 

The committee has thought best to begin its work with an examination of the docu- 
ments which must be presented in order that merchandise may be passed through the 
customhouse. The contents, form, and draft of such documents differ in several coun- 
tries, and thei^e diRerencea cause serious hindrance to international commerce. In 
the jui^ment of the committee this branch of the subject was one (hat deserved its 
most careful consideration, besides offering the most promising Held for reaching con- 
clusions which would tend to remove obstacles which now stand in the way of the free 
movement of commerce — obstacles which exist more by reason of administrative routine 
in many cases than on account of any real and existing necessity. The most important 
of such documents are manifests, bills of lading, invoices, and certificates of ongin. 
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The Pint Pan American Conference defined a ship's manifest ae "A msriQe docu- 
ment UDiveraally required of veBsels arriving from fore^ ports, and eerving to detor- 
iMK Ihe cargo diey carry, and in time of war to fumisb evidence that they do not 

cun contraband goods." 
Isere is some diversity to be found in the legislation of the American natioas con- 
I (smng (he purpose and nature of a manifest. Some merely require a general entrv 

UBiufwt which must contain a declaration of the entire cargo of the vessel, and whicQ 
itiHu&lly prefiared before the arrival of the vessel at a port. In such cases the con- 
nluMTtification is generally dispensed with as not being essential for the proper ear- 
ning out of the object of the manifest. This circumstance doubtlees caused the First 
lUenuktioDol American Conference not to insist upon the certification of the manifesta, 
mx it considered such a proceeding unnecessary. 

Oilier countries require consular manitesW which, in such cases, tcgelher with the 
billi of lading, serve as a means of guaranteeing that the cargoes coming from abroad 
arrive in their entirety at the ports of destination. This manifest is visaed in the 
pBt of ehipment by the consul of the countrv to which the consignment is destined, 
nmpwison having been previously made of the manifest with the bills of lading. 
The unloading is Mterwards effected in conformity with these documents, so that if 
uy packages should be miesing the proper fine can be imposed upon the captain of 
ibeveesel, and if there are agreater number of packages than the documents call for 
tbese mckages are confiscated^ and the same is true if packages are found which difler 
Itdid the statements of the manifest. In this way fraudulent and contraband dis- 
mbuking of goods and transshipment of goods during the voyage of the vessel are 
pieveDted, 

lie committoe appends to this report a form of consular manifest, Ihe adoption of 
»hich in alt the countries in which it serves the purpose above indicatod is recom- 
nended by the committee. 

Bills of lading are evidences of the contract for marine transportation and, conse- 
quently, are evidences of the rights and obligations arising from this contract. 

E9orla have been made in international maritime conferences (o adopt a uniform 
bill of lading for all the nations, unfortunately without success, but this committee 
ti! refrained from submitting such a form pf bill of lading, since it considers that the 
Biliire of the subject requires that it be dealt with by a maritime congress in which 
llie European countries should also be represented, since to-day the maritime fleets 
^such countries form an important means of transportation for the commerce of the 
*aierican nations. The practice regarding consular certification of bills of lading is 
'!» greatly lackir^ in uniformity. 

In the three countries which do not require a consular invoice the bill of lading 
fves to a certain eitent the purposes of the invoice, and the process is rendered 
Mfflplele by the certificate of origin which supplies the data relative to the place of 
\D of the merchandise, 
wording to the report of the Argentine experts there are 18 American C'

f*pedally as regards the value of tne merchandise, and on the other hand, a_ ^__ 
yWLBJy slated, there are similarly three countries that do not require a consular 
invoice but merely the manifest of the cargo supplemented by the bill of lading, 
wli of which must be visaed by the consul. At a later point in this report when 
niasidering the quesrion of consular invoices, the committee proposes the adoption 
'I'lfonn of invoice submitted by the Argentine experts which if^it fliould be accepted 

Sail the countries of America would render unnecessary for the piUTDoees of customs 
niiniBtration a consular vis£ of ihe bills of lading. 

Eveu in those countries in which consular manifests are employed as a means of 
wleguajding shipments, the via^ of the bills of lading might be omitted, in view of 
lie fact that such manifests contain a statement of the bills of lading with which the 
^^I'sul can make comparison, certifying their accuracy and stating the number of the 
oilla of lading to which the manifest refers. 

For this reason the visS serves no useful purpose because what is set forth in the 
bills of lading must appear in the manifest with which the bills of lading are again 
"^wed at the customhouse ot the port of destination, 

Tne vis^ of bills of lading, in counlries where invoices must also he visaed has 
Ktltin disadvantages, especially in prarts of great commercial activity. Such dis- 
MvtntogeH are beet appreciated, says the report of the Argentine experts, when one 
5|''>nderB the woric ol a consul and of the customs authorities when they are con- 
'"■nied with the reviraon of a ship's papers when the steamer is one of from five to six 
uotisand tons burden. In sucn cases a ship's captain might submit a thousand 
billBoI lading and the shippers another thousand invoices, tosay nothing of the mimi- 
"t* ol from 50 to 60 sheets each. 
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The suppresBion of the coneular vm6 ot bills of lading, althoiwh oppioeed to tlie 
practice which Bome countriea have followed lor many yeare, would be, nevertbelees, 
one of those distinct advances whose inUoductiou would contribute in a very effica- 
cious manner toward facilitating the more rapid movement of international trade. 

Consular invoices are chiefly employed (o meet the requirements of customhouee 
procedure and statistic?. 

Their relative importance depends upon the Bvat«m by which in each country the : 
value of the goods is fixed for the puroosea of tne payment of customs dues and (or ! 
commercial sUtiatics, In the Unil«d States of America the consular invoice is used 
as the means of determining the value of the goods, and on the amounts expressed 
therein, eubiect to revision in doubtful cases, the payment of the customs dudes is 
based. In this system a declaration of the agent or snipper is required to tfae effect 
that the statement and prices are correct as staled in me invoice, this declanttdon , 
being supported by another similar one of the consul representing the country to 
which the goods are consigned or shipped. 

Otherrepublicsof America, on the other hand, subject the goods, for the purposed 
ascertaining their value as regards payment of customs dues, to a previous appraiaement 
in accordance with a "schedule of values," which schedule fixes the price of each kind 
of merchandise in accordance with its class or quality. Such a system disregards the 
indication of values contained in the invoice, or only takes them into account in the 
case of Koods not specified or appraised therein, that is to say, in those c^ses for which ] 
the "scnedule of values" has made no provision. 

The fundamental difference between the systems arises from the different degree of 
importance which in practice is attached to the declaration contained in the invoice 
with regaid to the value and price of the goods. " To place reliance upon the original ' 
invoice that the shipper may submit," says the report that we have frequently cited, 
"islogive to the interested party the power to fix the amount of the duty, because of < 
the well-known practice employed b^ export houses abroad of issuing a double set ot 
invoices. It is to provide against this danger that certain countries have adopted the 
system of a "schedule of values," 

Nevertheless, no matter what system may be followed, this committee is of the 
opinion of the adoption in all the countries of America of a uniform model of invoice 
ttat may be employed in any port of the continent is entirely practicable and of real 
advantage to the commerce of this continent. 

The committee recommends the attached form prepared by the experts oE the Argen- , 
tine Republic, whichincludesall the necessary steps to be taken that such a document 
should contain. | 

The committee doe.^ not suggest any definite form for setting forth the declaratioD: 
of the seller, manufacturer, or agent, nor for that of the consular certificate, which' 
should be stamped on the back of the invoice, because such declarition and certifica-; 
tion should conform to the special testation of each country. A blank space is there- 
fore left in the form recommended that may be tilled in in accordance with the require- 
ments of said special legislation. 

The certificate of origin has for its object the fixing of the place of origin oi tha mer-' 
chandise. As a rule it is only called for where the submission of the consular invoicei 
is not required. In this latter case the submission of a document o( this kind ie euper-i 
Buous, which has caused the committee Ie recommend the suppression of the certificala: 
of origin wherever the consular invoice, containing as it does all the data called for by! 
the said certificate, is required. ! 

It would also be advantageous to secure a certain uniformity in the payment ot the; 
lees collected for consular certiflcatiun of the documents above named. In reapect to' 
the payment of such fees three systems are followed. There are some countriea which 
demand a fixed charge for (he certification of the invoice without n^rd to the value 
of the merchandise. There are others in which the fees.are always proportional to its 
value, whatever may be the amount thereof, and a third group whicn, starting with a 
fixed consular fee, adds thereto additional consular fees in proportion to the invoice 
value whenever this value exceeds a certain amount. 

The amount of the fees is bound to vary in accordance with the rewurces and the 
needs of each country; but it may well be said in behalf of those facilities which it is 
only proper to afford to commerce that consular fees Aould always be moderate and 
should be kept within reasonable limits. For this reason the committee has thought 
it advisable to prepare recommendations along the above-mentioned lines. 

Finally, there is a difficulty of which commerce frequently complains, the cooriders-i 
tion of which should not be omitted in this report, and that is the difficulty arising 
as to the hours during which consulates remain open for the certification of documents. 
To cure this difficulty the committee recommends that each Government promu^ta, 
or if already established make effective, regulations that fix euch definite office honn 
for consuls as may facilitate to the best' advantage of commerce the visaing ot cuMomi 
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documente. This committee believes that the most pnctical method would be to 
iwommend tb&t consulates be kept open for the purpose of citifying customs docu- 
■KDte during the same hours that the customs offices of the countiy are kept open. 
In iccotdance with what is set forth in the body ot this report the committee pre- 
mtito the conference the foliowiag project of a reeolution:

"V. That the countries which adopt the form of invoice herewith submitted do not 
lequire the "certificate of origin," the contents of which are included in said form of 
itmix. 

"VI. That consular fees should be moderate and should not constitute an indirect 
uthod of increasing customs receipts. It is believed that it is for the beet interests 
pflheiatemationalcommerceof this continent that these fees, no matter what method 

■ employed for their collection, be limited as far as possible to amounts necessary to 
uivuths cost of maintaining the consular service. 

"VII, That the respective Govemmentsof the countries represented in this confer- 
w« shall instruct their consuls to keep open their offices for the vis6in^ of consular 
documents during the same hours the said consular offices may be established. It is

ject of the eimplification and unification of the customs and consular adminisU^itioii 
of the different American Republics, in bo far as this subject might (acililate mer- 
cantile operations among them and tend to develop their mutual commerce. It 
adopted a series of general recommendations to improve the customs system then in 

The Second Intemalional Conference of American States, which was held in the 
City of Mexico, provided that within a year from the cloeing of the sessions of the 
conference, a customs congress, which should be composed of one or more delegates 
appointed by each Government, should meet in the city of New York. 

The inherently technical character of cusloms investigation was doubtlesa the 
reason that induced the conference of Mesico to provide for the holding of a custoniB 
congress composed of persons specially prepared in that branch of work, such aa 
administrators or chiefs of customhouses, consuls, presidents or members of boards 
of trade, important merchants, etc. 

The customs congress met in New York in 1903, 29 delegates, representing 13 
American nations, participating therein, and continued the work of the flrat confer- 
ence, enlarging some ot its recommendations and formulating oihere which eignified 
new reforms. 

Some of the recommendations of the first conference and of the customs congreaa 
were in force in many of the American States, or were subsequently adop>ted, and 
form at the present time an integral part of its customs and consular adminiatration . 
, Others yet remain, still unadopted generally, which are of indisputable worth in 
facilitating commercial interchai^ amon^ the nations of this continent and which 
could not De omitted from any plan ot unification of the American customs and con- 
sular administration. With some modification they might be adopted by the fourth 
conference for (he purpose of being submitted to the republics represented therein 
for incorporation into the customs and consular administration of the same. 

fiiis commilFee, therefore, proposes the following project ot a resolution based on 
the recommendations ot the First International Conference and of the customs con- 
gress of New York for adoption and confirmation by tbe foiu'th conference: 

I. That when packages are unladen in a given port, which were destined (or 
another, whether domestic or foreign, said packages may be reloaded without the 
imposition of any fine, provided that it shall be conclusively proved that their real 
destination was elsewhere. 
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II. In order to facilitate the prompt dispatch of veaselB that inBtructioDB be issued 
urollectore of cuetome to authorize, on request of Ihe interested parties, the prepara- 
liiiD of outward cargoes in advance of the arrival of the vessel, subject l« necesaary 

HI. That regulations be issued bv the several Govemmente to permit the loading 
and unloading of merchandise in tne night, in such cases as conditions may allow 
ind Id the discretion of the proper authorities; the loading and unloading of vessels 
m holidays and Sundays included, except national holidays, and the simultaneous 
IcBdingand unloading of cargoes on and from the same vessel, 

IV. That facili ties tie riven la international traffic of foreign' merchandise through 
different countries, simplifying as much as possible the (customs) documentation 
liii je necesBary tor such operation, taking at the same time all necessary precautions 
M prevent fraud. It is recommended that merchandise in transit over the vaye of 
Mtnmunication of any country shall not be subject to chaise, only being obliged to 
piy for the services rendered by the adequate installations of me ports or of the 
roiAe traversed and of the service oC supervision, and the same scale that merchandise 
!«yB for said services when intended for consumption in the country over whose 
loiitory Oie transit is made. It is understood that this exemption of cnai^es is only 
pper ID all such cases in which it may be compatible with the special circuni- 
MaDres, the resources, and the economic conditions of the country of transit. 

V. It is recommended to the customs admin istrations of the American countries lo 
iodicate, in case their advice is asked and a sample of any article of importation ia 
sent the classification which it should receive in the customs schedule or respective 
lariS of appraisement and the duties to which it is consequently subject. 

The customs congress was of the opinion that to go beyond the recommendations 
itove iDdicat«d, it would be necessary to make corUin preliminary studies which it 
inlTusIed to the Bureau of American Republics. 

The Third International Conference of American States likewise recognized the 
lechnical character of the work required to complete the unification and simplification 
^ the customs and consular administration of the American countries. It stat«d its 
"^ioD that this work should preferably be intrusted to a single person and not (o a 
loiiuittee whose responsibility would not be as direct, and it resolved to create in the 
Bureau of American Republics a section of commerce, customs, and statistics, in 
Aatge of a specialist, for the purpose of making a special study of the customs and 
consular laws and of the commercial statistics of the American republics, and sub- 
iiitting to the governing board of the union of these republics in the shortest possible 
linie (and in any case one year prior to the holding of the neit international con- 
ference) a report which should contain the information necessary to obtain a definite 
decision as to the measures which might be adopted to bring to as final a conclusion as 
[Mwible the 'work of simplifying the work of customs and consular admin stration of 
tbe rountries of America. 

This resolution of the third conference has not been carried out. The necessity for 
its prompt execution is urgent, and this committee insists upon fulfilment of the reso- 
lubon adopted at Rio de Janeiro of creating in the Bureau of American Republics a 
^ia! section for customs, commercial, and statistical matters. 

This section shall, first of all, compile the laws and regulations concerning customs and 
wnmilu' procedure of die American countries and the provisions relative to the entry 
wm! dispatch of vessels. Such a work is not only indispensable in order to further 
'tndiea concerning customs unification of these countries, but there should also be 
compiled, a commercial nomenclature bearing esj^ecially in mind the services that 
■nch a book would lend to commerce by furnishing the data that is needed on this 
elm of subjects. The Bureau of American Republics has published an interesting 
'Compilation of all the consritutions of this hemisphere and of the laws on patents and 
Itude-marks in force in America. 

Similarly to this work, the importance whereof it is needless to show, the'Bureau of 
Ihe Amencan Republics could publish a well-arranged compilation of the laws, 
f^lations, and other administrative provisions of each country of the American 
republics relative to its customs admmistration and consular documents. Such a 
nmpi^tion could serve the exporters of other countries as a source of information 
tgadine the formalities that are required in declarations, invoices, manifests, 
policies, bills of lading, and other customs documents which they find necessary to use 
u their commercial relations. 

A practical means of accomplishing the above work would be to send an expert of 
^fcopiized ability lo visit the -different republics to collect, in accordance with a well- 
wasidered program and systematic plan, the above-mentioned provisions of admin- 
Wiative laws for the purpose of publishing in such form as would permit of easy con- 
nltation and comparison of the material collected. 

The variety of expression frequently used in international commerce of the nations 
of America to des^ate the same goods and the employment of different words in their

prior interaatioaal conferences have desired to remove, reconunending the ado] 
of a common nomenclature throughout the entire hemisphere, in accordance 
which the import duties should be collected and the consular invoices, petitio 
pasBBge, and other customs dociunenla made. 

The preparation of such a nomenclature, the emploj^ment of which ahould be 
acribedT for all the countjies, with a view to rendering uniform their comm« 
laii^fige, offers in practice almost insurmountable difficulties, and haa led this i 
mittee to believe in the advantage of recommending in lieu thereof the prepan 
of a dictionary which should set out all the synonyms and different eEpreasions 
in this hemisphere to designate the same article. 

In order that this nomenclature may render even more important eervices, 
recommended that there be noted after each the customs duties imposed there< 
the American countries and the classification corresponding to it in the schedu 
values. 

Such a compilation would not only serve as a dictionary, but would, morei 
serve as a compendium of customs tariffs, which would enable importers and expoi 
customs agents and employees, aad in general all persons who in any manner 
part in commerce, to obtain promptly and surely information concerning the cua 
duties imposed on any article in &ay country of the hemisphere. 

In order to carry out the suggestions above set forth the committee recomm 
the adoption of the following resolutioo : 

"BBcnoH cowMBBCB, CUSTOMS, ahu statistics. 

"The Fourth International Union of American Republics, held at Buenos A 
resolves: 

"I. The governii^ board of the Pan American Union is ur^^ to create the sec 
of commerce, customs, and statistics reconunended by the miernational conEe^ 
of Rio de Janeiro. This section shall send an eipert in cualoma matters to the dl

The Pan American Union is urged to prepare a nomenclature of the differ 
expressions and synonyms employed in the countries of America to designate 
same articles and products with their English, Spanish, French, and PortugU 
equivalents. In this compilation there should be set forth after each article in 
form that the Pan Amencan Union may deem moet suitable the cufltoms dul 
imposed thereon in the different republics of the hemisphere and the classificat 
which it may have received in the schedule of values." 
In order to prepare this compilation, it is recommended that the Pan Amerii 
'n each republic should formulate and communicate to the Union oF 



American Republics the list of the articles, the designation whereof may have ii 
respective country a special signification or one not in general use in America, ••< 
their equivalents in Spanish, lE there be such, including also these data appropri 
to be furnished in each case. The section of customs, commerce, and statistica 
the union shall coordinate from these data the above-mentioned nomenclature. 

m. COKU EBOIU. STATISTIOS. 

For the purpose of statistics of foreign commerce, as an element indispensable : 
the drawing of conventions and agreements that contribute to the development 
such commerce among the American countries, the interchange of their produc 
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lod tlw cooperation of their capital and inetitutiona of credit, it ie of the sreateet 

inurtBDce that the statistica in queetion be prepared in the moat perfect ana scien- 
m m&nner possible, a cert«in d(^ee of imiEorniity beine aasured among the different 
muQtriee, bo that the comparison of euch ttatistice may oe efficacious and exact. 

The memorandum presented by the delesatiou of Chile to the third intcmatioiial 
rmfereoce, and the treatise prepared by Prof Jacobsou and submitted to this commit- 
Ite by Mr. Crowder, deleeate of the United States, contain an interesting analysis 
ol Ihe divergencies to be observed in the ayateois followed for the formation of com- 
amiii statistics and the difficulties arising out of this state of affaira. These works 
ire confined to calling attention to the difl^ulties in question and supplying needful 
iifarmation to those mtrusted with the task of studying the various commercial 
naiiitics of the continent. 

With the purpose of suggesting measures providing for the preparation of treatises 
lilt shall enable future conferences to arrive at some conclusion on the matter, this 
niiuaitt^e has thought proper to outline a plan of work for the Bureau of American 
Republics and, in pursuance of this object, has the honor of proposing to the confer- 
mi the following resolution ;

"The Fourth International Conference of American Stateis, held at Uuenoe Aires, 
iteolvM: 

"ITiat the section of commerce, customs, and statistics, directed or advised by per- 
•nu of recognized skill in such matters, shall perform the following dutiee: 

"(1) To compile and arrange all the data and antecedents needful for a precise 
bowledge and exact study of tlie processes observed in the American republics for 
lie formation of their statistics of foreign commerce, both general and special; i. e., 
ilie clusification, grouping, definition, and nomenclature used therein, the standard 
observed in determining the value of imports and exports, in fixing the country of 
'rigiD of the commodities and the places from which they come, as well as in ascer- 
tilnioB the destination of exporta, and in determiniog monetary equivalents and 
^ei details that may conduce to tiie objects in question. 

"(2) To prepare, in view of the data and antecedent mentioned in the paragraph 
prweding, a comparative report on the statistics of the American republics, indicating 
til? chiefdifficultiee existing in the methods and processes employed therein. 

"(3) To draw up a program of bases which shall be submitted to the leapective 
tovemmentfi for tneir inspection and for the purpose of preparing such instructiona 
uthey may deem proper, which in due time may be given to their deipgates to the 
Fiflh Pan American Conference, or to a special congress assembled for that object it 
Ue conference were to be postponed, or ii the governing board of the Pan American 
I-'nionwere to recommend the summoningoE a special congress inviewof the technical 
^wcter of customs and statistical matters, whenever the investigations and reports 
utrutt«d to the section of conunerce, customs, and statistics shall have been completed. 

"Tbe program of bases to be prepared by the section of commerce, cuetoma, and 
^liatid shall deal with tlie following questions: (a) Uniform procedure in del«rmin- 
^ values in intomationfj commerce, so as to enable atatistics to be compared 
nlwdvely and serve as a basis for the agreemente or conventions relating to com- 
'^e or navigation into which the said governments may enter; (b) identical or 
wnilar classification or grouping of commodities exported or imported, with the 
"me object in view as that mentioned in the paragraph preceding; (c) adoption of 
"t nme standard for detormining the places of origin of imports and destination of 
sports; (d) employment of the same commercial nomenclature, BO far ae the diveralty 
a languages and products may pennit) (,t\ the adoption of identical meanings for 
'^ most commonly applied in commercial statistics; (/} the rigorous observance 
^i the decimal metric system, so as to procure a possible uniformity in all that relates 
wweightsand measures."

In the appreciation of the material and moral development of peoples it is not

The committee believes that, in order to secure such reeult, (he conference ought 
« tecommend to the American govemmenls that they establish the takinj^ ol & 
«ec«ini»i censuB, employing the most efiicacious meane, according W the circum- 

'icn of each, to obtain a real appreciation of population. 
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Thie committee, in fine, underetands that it should be proposed, aa the Nortli 
Atnericui memoiandum proposeB to recommend to the govemmenle of the American 
etateB that, following out these idesB, they should take a ^nenl American cenmia In 
I)ecember, 1620, in order to obtain, at a given time, which would be historical on 
our continent, a real or ap^trozimate knowledTO of its population. 

The utility of an industrial census is equally obvious. It is of int«reet to America 
to know, at least approximately, the economic development of each of the countriee 
tor an exact appreciation of its stage of advancement and in order to stimulate the 
prosperity of the commercial interchange among all. Only an industrial census 
would furnish indispensable data. The committee is not in poeeeaaion of data upon 
which to base its realization. It appears, therefore, that the conference shmild

Your e^hth committee, appointed to coneider the ninth topic of the program — 
iwitjuy police— hu the honor to state its opinion in the foHowing tennar 

A Eew monthB ago there met at San Joei, Coeta Rica, the Fourth International 
Suutary Conference of the American Republics, instituted by the Second E^ 
American Conference of Meiico of 1902. In this conference of San JosS, Costa Rica, 
u in the previous onee of Mexico and Washington, the original convention, which is 
a true transcript of the convention of Paris, has been made more perfect. 

In these gatherings, composed of the best known specialists in the matter of hygiene, 
nore specific measures have been advised in order to prevent the development 0( 
•liMases and in order to promote the betterment of the sanitary conditions of cities. 

Among the recommendations of the sanitary conference of Costa Rica, the sixth 
igpears regarding the interpretation of Article IX of the convention of Washington. 
The committee gave this question special and careful study, different opinions having 

been expressed within the committee itself concern'" " '' '~ ' ~~ ' .< .l- 

uticle, and finally, upon the siwgestion of the Ar^i 
it vas agreed that it should be ^wn in this form : 

"Art, IX. In order that a locality be considered free of contacion it will be neces- 
BTv to furnish official proof satisfactory to both parties interested; 

First. That there have been no deaths nor new cases of plague or cholera for five 
days after the isolation, death, or dischai^e of the last case of "plague or cholera; in the 
esse of yellow fever the period shall be 18 days, but each Government reserves the 
n^t to prolong this jieriod against those countries where the measures for the isolation 
01 cases, the destruction of mosauitoes, and the disinfection of foci are not observed, 

"Second. That all measures of disinfection have been applied, and that, in treating 
plsgue cases, there have been carried out all measures for the destruction of mts; and 
that in case of yellow fever the proper measures have been taken a^inst mosquitoes." 

The committee is of opinion that it is desirable that the conclusions reached in the 
(foresaid conferences of experts should be reduced to conventions, and with this end 
in view the draft resolution submitted by the delegations of the United States and 
Cuba has been adhered to, adding the new draft of Article IX. 

There is annexed to this report the reservation which the del^ate of Venezuela has 



believed proper to make with respect to the sixth recommendation of the sanitary ' 
conference of Coeta Rica. 

The committee considering that— 

Whereas all the American republics have not adhered to the convention of Wash- 
ineton; 

Whereas all the govemmente of the continent did not participate in the Thitd 
Sanitary Conference of Mexico and the fourth of Coeta Rica; 

Whereas at these two conferences very useful recommendations were made regarding 
quarantine and prophylaxis and the improvement of hygienic conditions of the 
various ports; 

Whereas it is of the greateet importance to commerce and the welfare of all the 
lepublics that the convention of Washington and likewise the recommendations of 
the subsequent conferences be approved by all the nations; 

Whereas the interpretation given Article IX by the sanitary conference of Costa 
Kica has given rise to doubts as to its meaning and scope, the Fourth International 
American Conference proposes the following draft of resolution: 

(This resolution was passed without amendment. For text, see Appendix J.) 

The delegate from Venezuela, Sefior Manuel Diaz Rodriguez, accepted the above- 
mentioned draft of the delegate of Argentina and insists upon the reservations made

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by him concerning the siith recptnineiidatioa of the conference of Coata Rica, whic 
are the following; 

"1. The delegation of Venezuela believee that because the majonty of America 
atatee weie not T«preeenl«d at the international sanitary conference of Coeta Rio 
it lacked authority, and, inasmuch as it waa made up of hydenic experts, it had n 
jurisdiction to modify the poiitical scope of the convention of Waahii^ton. 

"2. That the so-called mterpretation of Article IX proposed by said cotiferen< 
might serve as an easy means to a stat« not only to disturb the commerce of anothi 
state, but also to intervene in its internal affairs under the pretext of eanitation. 

"3. That said interpretation checks the tendency manifested in the intematioru 
American conferences of Mexico ajid Rio de Janeiro and in the sanitary conventiol 
concluded between advanced nations to establish a uniform sanitary police, eint 
European countries would not sign an interpretation applicable only to uncivilizQ 
countries or those subject to a foreign sovereignty. 

"4. Venezuela considers that the so-called interpretation vitiates the treaty, an 
as she considers most advisable to reject it, she adheres to the text of the conventic 
of Washington."

■lie United Statra of America and of Cuba and beard tfae temarks made by the honor- 
ible membera of the same, haa prepared ihe accompanying draft of convention for the 
protection of patents of invention, drawinge, and.induBtr^ models, which it submits 
Uthe honorable conference, recommending its adoption. 

It has been thought expedient not to include in the attached draft tiade-marka, 
which will be the subject of another convention, bearing in mind the differences 
between patents of invention, drawings, and industrial mcKiels, ae well as the objec- 
tiona made by eeveral signatory nations, and espiecially the TJuit^d States of America, 
■giiiLBt approving the convention of Rio de Janeiro. In bo doing the committee also 
Mr« in mind the example of the intemationaL American conference held in Monte- 
lideo io August, 1888, in which patents of invention, trade-niarka. and industrial and 
liWiary nroperty, each subject deserving different treatment, were studied separately. 

On winding this draft of convention, special care was taken that it should fulfill the 
object desired, and not ant^onize the participating nations to the extent of impeding 
or making more difficult its ratification, because m that manner the great beneflto 
»liieh all of na expect when it goes into force, would be impossible. To that end the 
domestic legislation of the signatory nations, without omitting for that reason general 
[iriiiciples, which at the same time that they cover and protect the rights of inventors, 
bcilitate for the future a more uniform and universal legislation in this respect. 

The greater the culture attained in the world, and the deep necessity felt in binding 
Ugether more and more the commeicial relations among the diS^nt countries, has 
ctnsed the governments, actuated bv motives of mutual expediency and universal 
jOBtice, to occupy themselves with (he holding of these international congresses, in 
■hich the nations repreeenl«d therein, without taking into account their importance 
ud power, but only the juristic equality of each one of them as an indepenaent and 
»vereign state, discuss and agree upon principles which guarantee and protect the 
tSarta of human genius without distinction of races or nationalities. 

Id Uie treaties of Paris of 1883, of Montevideo uf 1888, the additional act of Brussels 
•il 1900 — modifying the treaty of Paris — and in the Pan American conferences of 
Tuhington, Mexico, and Riode Janeiro, specific measures for the protection of patents 
of invention were studied ; and in the last two conferences conventions were apjjroved 
liiBt were not ratified by all the American states, for the reasons contained in the 
reports submitted . Bearing this in mind, there has not been included in the draft the 
1>n)visionB which gave rise to valid objections, adopting instead some of the provisions 
<d (he treaty of Paris and the additional act of Brussels, t« which the greater part of 
die nations here represented have adhered. 

As a question of principles in matters of legislation, the observation of former con- 
'^tiouB in none of their precepts are recommended. On the contrary said conven- 
'jow are replaced by the present one, which will become the only source of law for 
«« signatoi^ countries, if, as is to be hoped, it is ratified by all, considering the spirit 
"'conciliation and harmony which has prevailed in its preparation. 

It is to be noted that Dr. E. S. Zeballos, delegate of the Argentine Republic, on 
awuBsinc in general terms whether American treaties were made or not, eaid: 

"That he would have preferred a general ofBce recommending that the American 
•••lee adhere to Ihe International Lnion of Berne for the protection of intellectual 
Pwperty in all its different aspects. Inasmuch as several American nations already 
""ID part of said union, and the juristic tendency of the world toward unification, as 
^ is possible, is accentuated by the concurrence of the most powerful nations.

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"The formation of different unione in the various continente might perhaps intro- 
duce difficultieH among the independent states. The extraordinary commerce of 
all the countries of the New world with Europe and the Urient presagee the 
expediency of eBtabliahing universal definitions and the juristic effects on the subject. 
NeverUielesB, bearing in mind the interest ahown by the delegations which com- 
poee the committee, in the sense of concluding inter- American conventions, tlie 
Areentine delegation will concur in this propo^l, not overlooking the idea that pre- 
vuIh in adopting as bases the aforesaid conventions of Paris of 1883, of Berne of 1886, 
of Brussels oll9W, and others of the same imion. In this manner we approach nearer 
the idea of universal unigcation, of princiglea. On the other band, the fact of having 
agreed to maintain in conflicting or unexpected cases tlie provisions of the domestic 
laws also influenced in this deferential attitude the Argentine delegation." 

The other members of the committee manifested that they were agreeable to said 
views, inasmuch as liey are not in conflict with the contents of this report. 

In fact, the ideal would be on this point as in many others that (here should be 
only one l^islation in all the civilized nations, but as it is not possible at the preeent 
time to go so far. because reality opposes it with the force of incontrovertible &cte, it 
is well to state tnat the draft of the convention which is submitted to the conference 
tends to accentuate tlukt desired unification without overlooking the domestic inter- 
eeta of tbe American countries.

Mr. President; The ninth committee, which had tor Its conslderetion the study of 
lopic X, " Patents and trade-niarke," has completed its work with the attached draA 
dI convention on trade-marki, which it submits to the conference, recommeading itf 

tdoption. 

On formulating it the committoe has borne in mind the drafts submitted by thp 
delegations of the United States of America and of Cuba and the remarks and ameudi- 
mants made by the delerates who compoee the committee. It has also examined thr 
convention of Parii of ISSS, modified by the additional act of BrusselB of IQOO, th« 
treaty of Montevideo of 1B88, the arrangement of Madrid of 18S1 on the international 
renitration of ttede-marke, and the agreements made in the Fan American conferences 
^ wiohinglton, Mexico, and Bio Janeiro, accepting so much as It has deemed proper 
ud rejecting that wbicli ha« given rixe to connict. 

It has especially endeavored that the accompanying draft should conform to the end 
•ought, without disrcfcard □( the national interest of the American states or their 
domestic legislation, eince it is too much to expect their immediate unification, which 
Duit be the work of mutual agreement and of greater advancement in industrial 
leajjlation. 

This principle of justice and general expediency' is maintained— that the registra- 
tion ol a trade-mark in one of the signatory nations u equivalent to registration in each 
tnd every one of them, provided that the trade-mark does not confiict with domestic 
legislation or prejudice tne rights of third persons. In this manner proper protection 
la given, without great expense oi unjustifiable annoyanceii, to manufacturers and 
merchants acting in good faith or in consonance withnational legislation and the righia 
ol others who may desire to enforce them before courts of justice. 

All persona have been accorded the right to prosecute the [alaifi cation, imitation, or 
unauthoriEed use of a trade-mark cogisterod in the country of his residence, this right 
being limited, in so far as concerns the false representation of the ori^n of a product, 
lo the manufacturer or merchant of the locality or place falsely indicated, following 
in the principle established in the additional act of BrUHsels; and Upon proof of any ol 
the causes, which article 9 deHignatca the right to petition the annulment of the 
legistration of a trade-mark, before the competent judicial authorities of any of the 
Btates of the union is given. 

The two international bureaus of Havana and Rio de Janeiro created by the third 
conference are preserved, without making necessary for their protection the deposit 
therein of the trade-marks registered in any of the Hignalory States; and their duties 
ire enlarged in regard to other particulars, leaving to one side whatever should be the 
object of the internal rules, in order to make this convention, which will substitute 
those agreed upon in the former Fan American conferences clearer and moro concise. 

The committee is confident that this convention will be ratified without delay by 
the Oovemmente of the signatorv nations when the harmony which has ruled during 
ill drafting and the respect [or domestic legislation which it inspires are considered, 
ud therefore it has not oolie^ed it advisable to fix any term for its ratification which, 
moreover, would mean nothing unless the intention was to accept it as a common labor 
benefldal to all. 
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The undeiBigaed tenth conunittee has carefully studied a draft of a convention 
"Litetary and artistic property" which might be accepted by all the countries of 1 
continent. 

So as to attain the desired end, it hae thought proper to take for the baeie of I 
diaft similarly signed conventions, especially in International Conferences, by t 
American States and by tboee of Europe, simplifying and changing the same &a v 
deemed advisable oi as circumstancee required. 

At the Second International Conference of American States, there was signed 
January 27, 1902, by all the countries of America in attendance, a treaty on the subje 
conforming with the drafts presented by the del^adons from Chile and Haiti. 

Both of these drafts were used in the preparation of the convention agreed to by t 
countries which took jMirt in the South American Congress of Private Intematioi 
Law, held iu Montevideo in 1899, and some of the provisions of the convention 
Berne of 1886 creating the union for the protection ol literary and artistic proper 
were also adopted. 

The Third International Conference of American States, sitting in Bio de Janeiro, co 
firmed by convention dated August 23, 1900, that of Mexico of 1902, but believed 
advisable to join said treaty witn that on patents of inventions, designs and industri 
models, and trade-marks, so as to constitute for all these matters a "Union of Americi 
States." This union was to be made effective by means of two bureaus which, und' 
the name of "Bureaus of the international union for the protection of intellectual ai 
industrial property," would be conducted in the city of Havana, and the other in tb. 
of Rio de Janeiro. Both bureaus would be in complete accord with each other an 
their purpose would be to centralize the registration of literary and artistic work 
patents, trade-marks, etc., which might be r«^tered in each of the signatory natiM 
in accordance with the respective treaties and nuike their validity and recc^nitio 
effective in all the other States. 

While this convention had a moat praiseworthy purpose in view, nevertheleee it wi 
open to objection from a theoretic view and was difficult to carry out in practice. 

The present conference, in the appointment of separate committees lor the stud 
of literary and artistic property ana that relating to industrial property, has thereb 
affirmed the wish that separate conventions on each one of these subjecte be sul 
scribed and that they be not treated together. 

In considerii^ the first of these matters, the committee concluded that the eetat 
li^ment of a union for the registration of copyrights would be complicated and witl 
out a useful purpose. 

It has been deemed more practicable, because of its being more logical and simple 
to adopt the system stated m article 3 of the draft submitted by the dele^tion c 
Chile, according to which all citizens and aliens domiciled in anv of the signator 
countries, who obtains the recognition of his copyright in any of tnem, acquires, b; 
this act ^one, equal recognition in all the other countries; or, in other words, when i 
copyright has been obtained in one country the same becomes ipso jure effective ii 
respect to the others, without further proceeaings. In this way the committee believe 
that full protection is given to authors without interfering with the other signator] 
countries. 

According to article 6, the extent and nature of the rights enjoyed by authora <* 
their aaaigns are those which the laws of the respective countries declare, this enjoy 
ment not to exceed the period granted in the country of origin. On this point, the 
draft reproduces the provision of articled of the convention of Mexico, which had been 
modified by article T of that of Rio de Janeiro, in a form which the committee has DOt 
considered it adequate tor the purposes intended. 
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The committee has coosidered it advisable aleo to insert in the draft seme of the 
povisionB coatained in the treaty on literary and artistic property eub«cribed in 
Berlin on November 16, 1908. 

In these are included the meaBuree neceegary to Gil the voids aoted in the regu- 
lations now required on account of the development of the cinemati^raphB and 
of other means of reptoducing literary and artistic works. 
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BBPORT OF THE ELBVBNTH COMIIITTEE, FECUKIAIIT CLAIMS. 

The committee which was charged with the duty of considering the advisability of 
confirming the treaty adopted by the eecond conference at Meiico extended by the 
third conference at Rio deJaneiro, onthesubject of pecimiary claimB, has the honor to 
present its report, in which are set forth the principles that have affected the prepan- 
tion of the new convention which is to take the place of that adopted by the previous 
conferences. 

The committee has tht pleasure to state that, if the order of the articles of that con- 
vention has been modified, yet, far from having undergone any change in ile real 
spirit, it has been conflrmed, as truly interpreted in the third conference at Rio de 
Janeiro. 

Regarding Article I of that convention, the report of the delegates of all the naliono 
who sent representatives to that conference, contains the following: 

"If it be established that ^1 claims for loBses and damages, brought against a state by 
the citizens of another, must be submitted to arbitration when they can not be adjusted 
through diplomatic channels, it is reasonable to presume that there are cases in which 
diplomatic intervention is justified. 

The internal sovereignty of a state, an essential condition of its existence as an inde- 
pendent international power, plainly consists in the r^ht it always has of regulating by 
its laws and judgii^ by its tribunals the juridical acts which are consummated in its 
territory, except in cases where, for special reasons, of which the law of nations takes 
account, the question is converted into one of an international character. " 

Confirmii^ the principles announced in this interpretation, the del^ate of Brazil, 
Mr, Gaatio da Cunna, one of the signers of that report and of the present one, made the 
following exposition of doctrine on the subject matter of the treaty, the approval of 
which was advised : 

"Thestatecannotimposeitsauthorit^y in favor of its citizens having a claim, unless 
there should exist a violation of the duties imposed by international law. Upon such 
violation, there accrues to it, in its defense, immediately and directly, a ri^t of its 
own, although it likewise defends, mediately and secondarily, the private right of its 
citizen. 

"When the alien believes himself to be prejudiced in his rightt which should be 
clearly defined and guaranteed by the legislation of each state, he should invoke onl^ 
the protection of the laws and authorities to which be has submitted bimsel by his 
voluntary act. 

"If this were not so, it would follow that, in favor of die alien, the laws mifht be 
violated; it would amount to creating for him a privileged situation, as compared witb 
citizens, incompatible with the national sovereignty. The tribunal which is pro- 
vided for in the article under discussion does not suppress the territorial jurisdiction. 
It will have power to act only in the cases in which it is shown that there has been a 
violation of the rules of conduct imposed upon states, under the sanction of inter- 
national law, toward citizens of other nationalities. These cases are defined by the 
doctrine accepted by the international society of civilized peoples, and are all 
embraced in the general formula of denial of justice. 

"With this understanding of the purposes of the project, the expression 'denial 
of justice' should be given the most liberal construction, causing it to embrace all 
cases where a state faifa to furnish the guarantees which it ought to assure to all indi- 
vidual rights. The ^ure of guarantees does not arise solely from the judicial acts 
of a state. It results also from the act or omission of other public autbontiee, le^la- 
tive and administrative. When a state It^Iates in disregMTl of rights, or when, 
although they are recognized in its l»rislation, the administrative or judicial authori- 
ties fafl to make them efiective, in either of these cases the international responsibility 
of the state arisee. In all those cases, inasmuch as it is understood that the laws and 
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itie luUioritiee do not Msure to the foreigner the oeceaeary protection, there aruee 
<«it«mpt for the hunmn peieonality and diereepect for the sovereign pereonality of 
ibe other state, and, by consequence, a violation of du^ of an international cliarscter, 
ill of which constitutee for nations a denial of justice. 

Such are the principles, in the opinion of this committee, to which international law 
objects the conflict which may arise between the obligation by which the foreigner 
"bound to submit himself, like the citizen, to the juriadiction of the state where he 
Uvn, and the obligation of protection with which all nations shield their citizens 
ininet every act of arbitrary power or of force by which they nay be oppressed in 
w eune state. 

It is because the committee has believed that, in the principles of the law of nations, 
iliere is laid down with precision the solution of this class of conflicts, that it has sup- 
plemented Article I of the treaty of Mexico with the clause which obligates the tribunal 
H decide the questious submitted to it in accordance with the prmciplee of inter- 
utitmal law. 

Article I, thus supplemented, is made clearer and is precisely defined by Article II 
tflhe treaty hereby recommended, which provides that the hi^ contracting parties 
igKe to submit to the Permanent Court of Arbitration of The Hasue, if they do not 
prefer to constitute a special jtuisdiction, all controversiee which form the sitbject 
utter of the treaty. If a controversy arisee between the high contracting parties as 
lo whether there has been produced one of the cases covered by international law 
■hich authorizes diplomatic action, that controversv will have to be submitted to the 
ifbitnl tribui^, and considering its nature this will be a previous question, the solu- 
tion of which shall or shall not empower the arbitral tribunal to take cognizance of 
lie merits of the case. 

The committee considers it proper, in confirmation of the ideas expressed, to recall 
^( diKUsdon which took place in the Argentine congress when the general arbitration 
■naty between Italy and Argentina was neing considered^ regarding the inclusion in 
chme 2 of Article I of the provision that when the matter in controversy is one which, 
•ccording to the law of the land, should be submitted to the judicial authority, the 
tontncting parties reserve to themselves the rieht not to submit the dispute to arbitral 
judfrnent, before the national jurisdiction shdl have passed upon the matter defini- 
lively. 

In the course of the debate the deputy, Dr. Carlos Saavedia Lamas, and the senator, 
"i.Ioacjuin Z. Gonzalez, demonstratea how, from the international point of view, a 
'wree given by a competent judge and which has the effect of res judicata within the 
Wintry, may give rise to a claim on the part of the state to which the citizen, against 
'lom the decree has been rendered, belongs, in the exceptional cases foreseen in the 
n of nations and which have been commented ujx)n in the present report, said clsim 
wng the subject matter of arbitration from the point of view of diplomatic procedure 
*TelI as from that of the merits, if the first question of a preliminary character is 
'idded in favor of the demanding state. 

In both reports, as the result of the opinions advanced in the debate, the interpre- 
liiian was accepted which was set forth in an official note to the plenipotentiaries of 
^entuia, Drs. Saenz Fefla, Drago, and Rodriguez Larreta, in which Dr. Guido 
Jwnata, delegate of the Italian Government, member of its Parliament, and signer 
(ftlie Italian -Argentine treaty, declared as follows: 

''Paragraph 2 of Article I was added at the request of the Aigentine delegation, 
jtiejustice of the principle which it contains can not be doubted for a moment. When 
at Uws of a country, in effect, confer upon the tribunals a competency to decide a 
<cfiiiite question, a foreign state interested in the matter is not obliged to accept the 
J*cree of the said tribunals, if it believes that the^ are not competent or that they 
""W decided contrary to the principles of international law; but between civilized 
l^les, which have reciprocal confidence in their judicial organization, there should 
^admitted the presumption that the decisions of the tribunals conform to justice and 
^t diplomatic action should not be initiated till the territorial judges have rendered 
™ir sentence. It is only when the decision of the court is contrary to international 
** that the diplomatic action should be resorted to, and in our case recourse to arbi- 
htion." 

At this point in the report, Mr. John Bassett Moore said: 
that he refrains from entering into a discussion of the statements of general princi- 
Pl« embodied in the fonsoing report, but deems it proper to observe tl^t he does not 
?''*idet it to be practicable to lay down in advance precise and unyielding formulas 
'y vhich the question of a denial of justice may in every instance be determined, 
'™ lees does he believe it to be possible to treat wis matter as a preliminary question 
'tach'may be decided apart from the merits of the case, or to include in a general 
"^ty of arbitration a clause to Ihat effect. In the multitude of cases that have. 
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if justice h 

could Dot nave been foreseen; nor can human intell^ence forecast the fomu in which 
it may ariae hereafter. In the future, as in the past, this question will be diapoeed of 
bjr the amicable meUiods of diplomacy and arbitration, and in that spirit of mutual 
respect and conciliation which happily grows stronger among nations with the lapse 
of years." 

The other members of the committee declared Qiat Uiey accepted these declara- 
tions, since Itaey considered that they were in no way inconsistent with what had 
been set forth in the report. 

The other provisions are of minor importance and hardly require any comment. 

The treaty sanctioned by the third conference at Rio de Janeiro foresaw the case 
where one or more of the contiucting nations m^ht not have adhered to the peace 
conference of The Hague, and did not permit their ratification of the convention on 
pecuniary claims till such adhesion should have been brought about. The govern- 
ments represented in this conference almost all have their delegates in the tribunal 
of the peace conference, and where they are not so represented they can at any moment 
be so, since Ihey have, as it were, a vested ri^ht to such representation. The pro- 
vision mentioned is, therefore, not neceesary m this convention, especially as, in 
default of submission to the tribunal of The Hague, the parties may constitute a 
special jurisdiction. The project of the treaty prepared by this committee also 
modifies that of Rio de Janeiro, inasmuch as no specific time is fixed tor its duration. 
According to the new convention, its esistenee will be indefinite, with the qualifi- 
cation that, if any of the contracting States deems it to be convenient to release itself 
from the treaty, or to introduce mi^ifications in it, it shall so advise the others, but 
shall not be released, except two years after the denunciation. 

The present project has also dealt with a difficulty which presented itself. The 
Ireatv of Mexico ends December 31, 1912. If before that dat« two or more nations 
should have ratified the treaty which this conference approves, they would for a time 
be subject to two conventions on pecuniary claims. 

The present project avoids this inconvenience bv providing that, although it shall 
have been converted into an international law Dy two or more Btat«a before the 
expiration of the treaty of Mexico, it shall come into force only after that date. The 
convention of Mexico will, however, continue to govern disputes submitted to arbi- 
tration before its termination, even though the arbitral sentence be pronounced 
subsequently. 
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Honorable Dbleoates: The undersigned teuth committee has given special

Hie political and civil institutions of the countries of this continent having been 
nQaolidated, it is proper for them now to develop, in conformity with their kind and 
Ibe national aspirations, the resources wherewith nature has so richly endowed them. 

la tids work of proeress there devolves upon the univeniities Ine noble task of 
Watuig the action of me state, as also of forming and directing public opinion, which 
Hetciaes such a decisive influence over modem democracy. 

The interchange of professors and students in a manner that would give rise to 8 
nuty of views among them and strei^Chen the solidarity among all the countries ot 
ite continent would powerftillv assist the mission of the universities ot America to ' 
liilfiU their mission, ■ " 

Uoved by (liese ideas and intentions, and at the same time desirous of doing some- 
tUng simple and practical, the committee has adopted, with some slight modifications, 
lt» project ot interchange submitted to its consideration by the delegation of Chile, 
ud that of Bcholar^ips submitted by the delegation of Costa Rica. 

In accordance with the attached draft resolution the interchange among universities 
iiaald be so conducted that the piofesaors should communicate their studies and 
investigations among themselves, principally those regarding problems of American 
interest, or those that relate to the conditions of one or more of the countries of America, 
*roecially to the one to which the professor may belong. 

The interchange of studies rests in its turn on the creation in each university of 
sholarships for students of other countries of the same continent with or wiliout

Honorable Mehbebs of the Oonfebbnce: Your committee on genei&l wel&re 
h&B ex&mimed with iatereat the project of reeolution presented by the del^ation of 

Paraguay for approval to the Fourth International American Conference. 

Said project naa an object— U»e eetabliBhment in the tonn ot a recommendation to 
the Govemmente of the countries the necessity (1) of a general treaty on the extradition 
of criminala, the exchange of documentfl, certificate of identification, and the eetab- 
liehment of a police tor international safety; (2) the organization of commercial rela- 
tion* between the banka of the various American countries; and (3) the diffuHion. of 
knowledge in the Bchoola, colleges, and universities of America concerning the benefits 
which iikt«mal and external peace and good understanding with other nations produce. 

The proposed resolution ia accompanied by an explanation in which the delegation 
of Par^uay lays the foundation for the measures whose 'necessity it urgee. 

This committee regrets not to be able to take into consideration the draft, because 
the subjects to which it refers are not contained in the pn^ram adopted for the 
conference of Buenos Aires. It doee not rest with the committee on general welfare, 
on the otherhand, to take cognizance of the matters proposed, because they are related 
with subjects submitted to the study of other committeea of this honorable body and 
are therefore matters which fall within their jurisdiction. 

This is all we have tiie honor to state to this honorable body concerning the afcwe- 
nid proposition.
